ACTS  10:34-43 

It  could  not  have  been  easy  for  Peter  to  do  what  he  did:  go  into  the 
home  of  the  "Italian  Cohort"  Cornelius.  After  all,  Peter  was  a  loyal 
Israelite  and  Cornelius  served  the  aliens  who  held  Israel  in  bondage^ 
And  Peter  was  a  devout  Jew-a  disciple  of  Jesus,  to  be  sure -yet 
one  in  self-awareness  as  Jewish  as  Moses.  But  Peter  had  had  a 
vision  It  made  him  see  that  God  was  the  God  of  Cornelius  quite  as 
much  as  of  Peter.  So,  chosen  people  or  no  chosen  people,  Peter 
welcomed  the  new  insight  and  received  Cornelius  as  equal  before  a 
God  who  has  no  "favorites." 

GOD  CALLS  US  ALL  TO  NEW  INITIATIVES 

Christ's  manifestation  is  a  theme  that  lies  at  the  heart  of  the 
Epiphany  season.  Today,  Christ  is  made  manifest  across  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  as  congrega- 
tions—old and  new— respond  with  new  initiatives  to  oppor- 
tunities for  witness  and  service. 

To  fund  many  of  these  new  initiatives,  the  General  Synod  or 
the  United  Church  of  Christ  has  called  for  the  raising  of  $8  mil- 
lion over  the  next  three  years.  This  effort,  called  New  Initiatives 
in  Church  Development  (NICD),  will  provide  subsidies  for 
leadership  and  program  expenses  both  of  new  congregations

U  Your  own  congregation  will  be  asked  to  participate  in  the  New 
Initiatives  program  according  to  a  plan  and  schedule  worked 
out  in  your  own  U.C.C.  conference.  Identification  of  locations 
where  opportunities  exist  for  new  initiatives  and  where  funds 
will  be  used  is  to  be  made  jointly  by  U.C.C.  conferences  and 
our  United  Church  Board  for  Homeland  Ministries. 

What  kind  of  response  will  this  modem-day  manifestation  of 
Christ's  presence  require  of  us?  Some  of  us  may  be  prepared 
to  qive  $100,  $1000,  or  more.  Some  may  buy  shares  at 
$20  $25  or  $60  per  share.  Some  may  make  a  pledge  cover- 
ing a  period  of  two  or  three  years.  Others  may  make  a  one- 
time aift  that  represents  a  few  hours'  pay  or  two  or  three 
^SS'^ne  month's  income.  All  of  us  are  cha.l enged  tc >  give 
a  significant  over-and-above  gift  for  New  Initiatives  in  Church 
Development.

JANUARY  18, 1981 
I  CORINTHIANS  1:1-9 

Busy  port  on  a  sheltered  seaway  from  the  Adriatic  to  the  Aegean, 
Corinth  was  commercially  and  militarily  important.  The  Christian  move- 
ment secured  a  strategic  toehold  there.  Much  of  the  exalted  writing 
in  our  New  Testament  is  from  Paul's  letters  to  Corinth.  And  Paul  links 
us  and  our  churches  with  those  Corinthians.  The  call  to  grow  in  moral 
seriousness,  to  use  diverse  gifts  for  serving  the  one  Lord,  to  live  by 
the  surpassing  excellence  of  love,  to  trust  God  for  victory  over  death 
—what  Paul  wrote  to  Corinth,  he  has  also  addressed  to  you. 

THE  UNITY  WE  PROCLAIM 

We  rarely  hear  the  cooperation  between  Christian  churches, 
a  cooperation  known  as  "the  ecumenical  movement,"  pro- 
claimed as  part  of  the  Good  News  of  the  gospel.  More  often 
the  ecumenical  movement  is  presented  as  a  task  and  as  an 
organization.  As  a  task,  it  is  described  as  a  duty,  a  duty  to 
establish  unity  with  other  Christians  who  sometimes  seem 
different  from  us.  And  as  an  organization,  the  ecumenical  move- 
ment is  identified  with  such  agencies  as  a  Council  of  Churches 
or  the  Consultation  on  Church  Union  (COCU). 

'  The  ecumenical  movement  is,  however,  a  response  to  the 
awareness  that  the  Church  is  one,  and  that  this  oneness  is 
brought  about  by  the  grace  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ.  'The  Emerg- 
ing Theological  Consensus,"  a  statement  recently  published 
by  COCU,  notes  that  the  unity  of  the  Church  is  both  God's 
gift  and  God's  will.  As  a  gift,  we  receive  the  unity  of  the  Church 
as  part  of  God's  total  graciousness  to  us.  To  acknowledge 
amidst  the  diversity  of  theologies  and  the  pluralism  of  peoples, 
races  and  classes  that  we  are  invited  to  experience  each  other 
as  a  part  of  the  community  of  God  is  indeed  a  gift,  especially 
in  this  time  when  nationalism,  racism,  and  sexism  still  seem 

so  rampant.  -  . 

As  God's  will  for  us,  the  unity  of  the  Church  becomes  a  part 
of  the  messaae  we  proclaim  to  a  divided  world,  a  world  where 
we  still  categorize  people  by  nation,  race,  and  sex,  and  by  how 
closely  they  concur  with  our  own  lifestyle.  The  ecumenical 
movement,  as  a  response  to  the  graciousness  of  God  be- 
comes the  attempt  to  live  out  that  unity  in  all  settings  of  our 
lives,  including  ecumenical  organizations.

I  CORINTHIANS  1:10-17 

"Is  Christ  divided?"  Paul  put  that  query  to  Corinthians  who  quarreled 
over  loyalty  to  him,  to  eloquent  Apollos,  or  to  Judaistic  Peter.  Of 
course  Christ  is  one.  But  Christ  and  we  are  complex!  See  how  we 
turn  the  language  inside  out  to  tell  the  impact  of  Jesus  on  our  lives. 
Variously,  we  call  him  Son  of  Man,  Messiah,  Teacher,  Physician,  Lamb 
of  God,  Son  of  God.  His  many-sidedness  provokes  diversity  that 
roots  within  us  Such  symbols  as  the  Eucharist  or  acts  done  in  Chnst- 
ly  love— can  they  not  best  enable  us  to  affirm  faith  in  One  who  is  the 
Lord  of  us  all? 

REACH  OUT:  RISK  AND  RECEIVE 

Being  a  Christian  lay  person  in  today's  world  is  not  an  easy 
job  or  a  part-time  job.  It  is  difficult.  It  must  be  worked  at  full- 
time  Just  as  persons  must  forgive  in  order  to  be  forgiven,  lay 
people  must  reach  out,  in  witness  and  service,  in  order  to 
receive  from  others  and  from  God. 

Maintaining  a  safe  distance  from  others  and  holding  one  s 
possessions  for  personal  use  affords  a  measure  of  security, 
but  not  joy.  Joy  comes  in  the  unexpected  moments  of  visibly 
witnessing  to  God's  love— whether  it  be  action,  service,  or 
reassuring  words.  It  is  in  the  act  of  reaching  out,  which  involves 
risk,  that  persons  are  sometimes  misunderstood,  wrongly 
judged,  or  even  misguided.  Even  so,  at  such  times  God  is  able 
to  speak  to  us  and  through  us. 

The  'feelings  of  "aliveness,"  of  being  "at  one"  with  God 
at  these  times  bring  great  joy.  God's  power  and  love  and  bless- 
ing are  ours.  Reach  out,  even  at  risk  to  yourself,  "rendering 
service  with  a  good  will  to  the  Lord  . . .  knowing  that  whatever 
good  any  one'does,  [that  one]  will  receive  the  same  again  from 
the  Lord... "(Eph,  6:7-8).  ::

Some  people  look  at  crowds  and  see  markets.  Others  see  the  multi- 
tudes and  think  of  votes.  Some  look  upon  the  masses  as  welfare 
chiselers,  overbreeders,  and  revolutionaries.  When  Jesus  looked 
into  a  crowd,  he  saw  persons,  each  with  unique  need,  pain,  sin,  and 
hope.  To  the  hungry  people  he  gave  fish  and  bread.  To  the  crippled, 
sick  and  blind,  he  restored  health.  He  made  himself  a  friend  of  the 
alienated  and  alone.  He  saw  that  the  crowds  were  lost,  like  sheep 
without  a  shepherd.  So,  with  compassion  and  truth,  "he  opened  his 
mouth  and  taught  them." 


EMPOWERED  AND  BLEST 

When  Jesus  spoke  to  his  disciples  and  to  the  crowd  on  the 
mountain,  he  summarized  his  message.  "How  blest,"  he  said, 
"are  the  poor  in  spirit,  those  that  mourn,  the  meek  — " 

The  theologian  Karl  Barth  thought  that  the  two  key  resources 
for  Christians  are  the  Bible  and  the  newspaper.  Newspapers 
and  television  assault  us  with  problems  and  with  news  of  where 
God  continues  to  stir  up  people  seeking  justice,  liberation, 
and  human  community.  For  us,  then,  the  task  is  to  bring  togeth- 
er the  gospel  and  the  situation.  And  in  this  task  we  have  many 
resources  to  help  us.  One  of  the  most  recent  was  published  by 
our  Office  for  Church  in  Society  and  is  entitled:  Empowering 
the  Church  in  Society. 

A  packet  of  four  booklets,  Empowering  the  Church  in  Society, 
contains  resources  to  help  you  and  the  members  of  your  con- 
gregation discover  your  "Identity  for  Action,"  provides  practi- 
cal suggestions  for  a  planning  process  in  "Planning  for  Action  " 
lifts  up  different  ways  of  approaching  social  issues  in  "Models 
for  Action,"  and  gives  helpful  lists  on  a  variety  of  issues  in 
"Resources  for  Action." 

The  United  Church  of  Christ  has  long  stressed  the  need 
to  combine  knowing  the  gospel  and  doing  the  gospel.  For  us  it 
is  not  enough  to  acknowledge  that  God  blesses  the  mercifu , 
blesses  the  peacemakers;  we  must  become  more  merciful^ 
we  must  become  peacemakers.  In  this  effort,  you  will  find 
Empowering  the  Church  in  Society  a  great  help.

We  say  that  Jesus  is  "the  Light  of  the  World,"  meaning  that  as  sunlight 
dispels  darkness,  creates  color,  and  generates  life,  so  Jesus  en- 
lightens the  mind,  sheds  the  glory  on  existence,  and  enlivens  the 
spirit.  But  Jesus  calls  us  "the  light  of  the  world."  That  means  that  we 
are  appointed  to  a  mission  of  healing  and  hope,  sanity  and  joy,  not  by 
the  shining  of  our  own  light,  but  by  being  people  through  whom  the 
light  of  Christ  radiates  throughout  all  humankind.  In  this  world's 
darkest  places,  we  are  to  glow  with  the  world's  brightest  Light. 

CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

Responding  to  a  call  to  discipleship  may  lead  us  to  some 
unexpected  places.  We  can,  for  example,  celebrate  our  call  to 
ministry  in  the  places  of  this  country's  criminal  justice  system: 
courtrooms,  jail  cells,  victims'  homes,  prison  yards,  patrol 
cars.  We  may  find  ourselves  in  unexpected  places— wherever 
human  lives  are  affected  by  crime  and  by  a  system  of  justice 
that  is  not  always  just. 

As  Christians,  we  know  that  a  legitimate  and  essential  act 
of  Christian  responsibility  is  to  witness  to  the  oneness  of  all 
people  under  God.  We  are  expected  to  bear  one  another's 
burdens:  the  burdens  of  the  victims  of  crime,  of  accused  and 
convicted  persons,  of  ex-offenders,  of  the  families  of  those 
who  work  in  the  criminal  justice  system. 

Even  more,  we  are  called  to  bear  each  other's  burdens  when 
persons  are  hungry,  lack  decent  housing,  and  need  employ- 
ment opportunities.  As  these  and  similar  needs  are  met,  we 
expect  injustice  and  crime  to  diminish. 

We  are  impelled  by  the  knowledge  that  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  has  a  central  message  of  justice  and  human  concern  to. 
bring  to  every  relationship,  including  those  that  are  affected 
by  the  criminal  justice  system.

MATTHEW  5:27-37 

The  law  had  built  fences  against  all  who  would  murder,  commit  adul- 
tery perpetrate  casual  divorce,  slander,  or  revenge.  But  merely  not 
to  murder  the  neighbor  was  not  enough.  So  Jesus  cited  higher  law: 
"You  shall  love."  Love  builds  paths.  Paths  make  better  neighbors 
than  fences  Jesus  saw  old  law  fulfilled  in  new  law:  not  murder  or 
anger,  but  reverence  of  all  life;  not  adultery  or  lust,  but  responsible 
affection;  not  divorce  on  trivial  grounds,  slanderous  lies,  or  vengeful 
acts,  but  strong  respect  for  the  rights  and  worth  of  every  human. 

WAGE  PEACE-FIGHT  HUNGER 

You  have  heard  it  said  that  the  United  States  must  maintain 
military  superiority  over  its  rivals.  You  have  heard  it  said  that 
since  the  earth's  resources  are  finite  we  must  be  prepared 
to  let  half  the  world  starve.  What  is  the  Christian  position? 

Most  people  agree  that  if  the  arms  race  were  halted— really 
halted— and  the  resources  of  our  world  were  rechanneled, 
feeding  the  hungry  could  come  more  readily  within  the  realm 
of  everyday  reality.  We  differ,  however,  in  our  appraisa  of  how 
the  arms  race  can  be  halted  and  of  how  the  world's  food  re- 
sources can  best  be  rechanneled  so  as  to  avoid  the  two  most 
potential  catastrophes:  nuclear  holocaust  (whether  by  acci- 
dent, design,  or  escalation)  and  massive  starvation  on  a  never- 
before-known  scale. 

Many  in  our  religious  communities  believe  that  human  and 
material  resources  consumed  in  the  arms  race  could  be  used 
to  prevent  starvation,  both  by  direct  emergency  relief  feeding 
and  by  enhanced  agricultural  development.  But  to  do  this  wil 
require  economic  conversion  of  military  industries  to  peaceful 
production,  de-escalation  of  international  tensions,  and  reduc- 
tion of  violence. 

As  Christians  we  can  never  be  content  with  past  failures 
we  must  press  on  toward  future  victories— toward  a  world  at 
peace,  toward  food  for  all  humankind!

MATTHEW  5:38-48 

Sometimes  it  is  hard  enough  to  love  your  friends.  How  much  harder 
to  have  good  will  for  people  you  never  could  regard  as  friend!  Yet, 
here  is  Jesus  telling  us  to  pray  for  such  people— even  to  love  them. 
God,  he  says,  sends  rain  on  the  just  and  unjust.  We  know  that.  We 
have  bridled  at  the  good  fortune  of  people  who  deserved  the  oppo- 
site Were  we  God,  we  have  said,  things  would  be  different.  Except, 
when  we're  honest  about  it,  we  have  breathed  in  relief  that  Provi- 
dence did  not  dry  up  life's  goodness  when  we,  ourselves,  were 
among  the  unjust. 

RE-EXAMINATION  OF  MISSION  IN  INDONESIA 

United  Church  of  Christ  missionary  Michael  Walker  recently 
wrote  from  Indonesia  about  the  forced  re-evaluation  of  the 
missionary  role  there.  Decisions  by  the  State  Minister  of  Reli- 
gious Affairs  now  make  it  impossible  for  missionaries  or  for 
any  foreign  workers  to  stay  in  Indonesia  as  long  as  they  like. 
Foreign  workers  are  expected  to  train  Indonesians  in  the  skills 
that  they  themselves  possess  and  literally  push  themselves 
out  of  a  job. 

The  reasons  arise  out  of  Indonesia's  colonial  background, 
out  of  Islamic  fears  of  "Christianization,"  and  out  of  the  con- 
tinuing need  for  independence  and  national  integrity.  But,  says 
Walker,  while  it  is  dangerous  for  the  church  to  accept  the 
implied  government  definition  of  missionary  as  a  "skills  special- 
ist," the  forced  re-evaluation  is  not  all  bad.  It  is,  in  fact,  "very 
healthy." 

It's  good  for  the  churches,  because  they  are  re-examining 
their  dependence  (for  personnel  and  finances)  on  mission 
boards  and  foreign  churches.  And  it's  good  for  the  mission- 
aries, because  they  are  discovering  that  Indonesians  often 
can  do  a  job  just  as  well  as  they  can  themselves. 

First  expressions  of  this  new  policy  have  fallen  more  heavily 
on  some  conservative  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  mission- 
aries. Such  called-for  training  of  indigenous  leadership,  how- 
ever has  long  been  a  primary  concern  of  the  United  Church 
Board  for  World  Ministries  and  of  the  other  denominations 
related  to  the  Indonesian  Council  of  Churches.

Not  that  Jesus  is  imprudent  and 
visionary.  He  understands  our  need  for  food,  clothes,  a  house,  and 
other  means  of  survival  and  delight.  The  issue  Jesus  raises  is 
priority.  Will  you  have  an  insatiable  appetite  to  consume  and  try 
to  prove  your  worth  with  your  wealth?  Or,  first  of  all,  will  you  be 
loyal  to  God's  reign?  Choose  that,  urges  Jesus.  Then  you  will 
enjoy  life's  truest  "goods." 

HUMAN  RIGHTS  AROUND  THE  WORLD 

How  have  Christians  in  the  U.S.  responded  to  the  call 
from  fellow  Christians  throughout  the  world  in  countries 
where  people  are  oppressed?  Through  the  Human  Rights 
Office  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  the 
U.S.A.,  together  with  Christians  of  many  denominations, 
we  have  sent  representatives  to  protest  the  military  repres- 
sion, the  general  disregard  of  human  rights,  and  the  mass 
disappearance  of  political  prisoners  in  many  lands. 

We  have  joined  our  voice  in  the  struggle  for  justice  in 
Bolivia,  El  Salvador,  Uruguay,  and  Guatemala.  We  have 
advocated  human  rights  in  Nicaragua,  Argentina,  and  Chile. 
And  we  have  been  elsewhere,  too,  in  South  Africa  and  Zim- 
babwe, in  South  Korea,  the  Philippines,  and  Taiwan.  Wher- 
ever Christians  have  suffered  fear  or  imprisonment  for 
asserting  the  rights  of  people,  we  have  joined  with  them  in 
supporting  the  oppressed  and  in  mustering  world  opinion 
against  a  tyranny  that  systematically  deprives  people  of 
their  God-given,  inalienable  rights.  One  Argentinian  church 
leader  recently  commented,  "The  important  thing  is  simply 
that  you  are  here  with  us,  expressing  solidarity  with  the 
people  in  their  suffering."

Gardens,  One:  Eden,  vast  oasis  in  the  desert  wild,  where  Man  and 
Woman  defy  God:  uNot  your  will  but  ours  be  done/'  Another  gar 
den:  the  oasis  of  Spirit  in  a  wilderness  of  temptation  where  human- 
kind gets  a  fresh  start  as  Jesus,  the  "new  Adam/'  defies  the  tester.

The  cost  of  this  program  will  be  $8  million,  with  which  the 
UCC  hopes  to  begin  at  least  fifteen  new  congregations 
each  year  during  the  coming  decade.  It  will  also  strengthen 
many  existing  congregations  in  their  efforts  to  take  new 
initiatives  for  ministry  and  mission  in  their  own  communi- 
ties. Ministry  and  mission,  life  on  earth  as  God  would  have 
it  be— we  would  be  building!

FOURTH  SUNDAY  IN  LENT 


MARCH  29, 1981 
2  SAMUEL  5:1-5 

Most  city  people  know  little  about  shepherds.  Except  in  such 
places  as  Montana  and  New  Mexico,  even  rural  folk  are  un- 
familiar with  sheep-keeping.  In  ancient  Palestine,  sheep  were 
everywhere.  People  lived  on  them:  milk  and  meat  for  food, 
skins  and  wool  for  clothes,  hides  for  tents.  Shepherds  were 
important.  Thus,  King  David  was  seen  as  a  man  called  by  God 
to  be  a  shepherd  of  Israel.  The  hoped-for  Messiah  would  "feed 
his  flock  like  a  shepherd."  And  finally,  Jesus  pictured  God  as 
a  Good  Shepherd  who  guards,  feeds,  and  seeks  us  out  in  faith- 
ful love. 

ONE  GREAT  HOUR  OF  SHARING 

The  familiar  Twenty-third  Psalm  speaks  of  our  being  led 
—like  thirsty  sheep— "beside  still  waters  "  Jesus  shift- 
ed the  emphasis  and  commended  the  giving  of  a  cup  of 
water  to  the  thirsty.  Today,  many  Christian  churches  are 
receiving  an  offering  for  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  (OGHS) 
and  thus  are  providing  part  of  the  Christian  answer  to  Jesus' 
call. 

What  is  accomplished  through  our  gifts?  In  the  north- 
east corner  of  Thailand,  for  instance,  the  women  of  ten  vil- 
lages had  long  been  frustrated  by  the  annual  drought  in 
their  region— a  drought  which  forced  them  to  make  a  daily, 
twelve-mile  trip  to  fetch  water  for  their  families.  They 
brought  their  concern  to  Church  World  Service,  through 
which  much  of  our  OGHS  money  is  sent.  The  women  were 
given  tools  and  construction  materials  with  which  to  dig 
wells  on  sites  within  their  own  villages.  Then,  last  year, 
through  their  own  hard  work  and  with  support  from  Church 
World  Service,  these  women  saw  fresh-water  wells  become 
a  reality. 

This  is  only  one  small  example  of  how,  when  you  give  to 
OGHS,  you  are  helping  to  provide  fresh  water  to  the  thirsty, 
thus  serving  both  neighbor  and  God.

FIFTH  SUNDAY  IN  LENT 


APRIL5,1981 
EZEKIEL  37:11-14 

Asked  if  he  believed  in  God,  an  African  said,  "Often,  at  evening, 
there  is  a  stirring  in  the  leaves  and  i  know  that  God  passes  by." 
He  saw  God  present  in  what  God  brought  about.  So  did  Ezekiei. 
He  lived  in  a  desolate  time  of  national  exile.  The  popular  byword 
was:  "Our  bones  are  dry,  our  thread  of  life  has  snapped,"  Ezekiei 
spoke  for  God  a  word  of  hope:  "I  will  put  my  Spirit  within  you,  and 
you  shall  live."  Is  our  nation  a  valley  of  dead  dreams  of  unity, 
democracy,  and  decency?  Can  we  Christians  be  people  who  are 
open  to  God's  Spirit  and  alive  with  hope  in  God? 

REFUGEES  HELP  US 

One  way  for  a  congregation— large,  middle-sized,  or 
small— to  help  victims  of  disasters  in  our  world  today  is  to 
sponsor  a  refugee  family.  Over  and  over  again  churches 
that  have  sponsored  refugee  families  have  reported:  "The 
refugees  have  done  much  more  for  us  than  we  have  done 
for  them,"  or  "Our  church  was  renewed— revitalized/5  or

A  PALM  SUNDAY  QUESTION 

"Who  is  this?"  Every  generation  asks  that  question  about 
Jesus.  And  for  each  generation,  there  is  a  different  reply. 

From  one  age  to  the  next,  people  find  in  the  Nazarene  some- 
one to  answer  their  need  and  their  hope, 

Some  in  the  Palm  Sunday  crowd  at  Jerusalem  saw  Jesus  as  a 
prophet  in  the  tradition  of  Elijah,  Amos,  and  Isaiah.  Others 
hailed  him  as  the  long-awaited  Messiah,  soon  to  set  Israel  in 
power  over  the  nations  and  establish  at  Jerusalem  a  reign  of 
justice  and  peace.  Later,  persecuted  Christians  called  Jesus 
the  sacrificial  Lamb  of  God.  Today,  Christians  gripped  by  sin, 
pain,  and  death,  see  Jesus  as  risen  Lord  and  Savior. 

In  this  4  Age  of  Anxiety,"  the  poet  W.  H.  Auden  has  portrayed 
Jesus  as  "the  Truth"  who  can  bring  us  back  to  a  great  and 
secure  city  where  we  have  been  expected  for  years.  When 
Christendom  had  overblown  the  divinity  of  Jesus  until  he  seem- 
ed remote,  alien,  and  shadowy  to  people  who  struggled  for 
humanity  in  an  inhuman  world,  Christian  scholar  Hans  Kung 
reminded  us  that  Jesus  is  not  a  myth,  but  one  whose  history 
we  can  date— "a  real  human  being." 

This  Jesus:  who  is  he?  A  Master  Teacher  to  whom  you  turn 
for  light  on  the  goal  of  your  journey  through  a  world  that  has 
lost  its  moorings?  A  Troubler  of  your  peace  who  moves  you  to 
responsible  action  alongside  the  world's  hurt,  powerless,  and 
oppressed  peoples?  One  in  whom  you  see  clues  that  point  to 
the  reality,  nature,  and  presence  of  God  in  modern  life?  For 
you:  "Who  is  this?"

JOHN  20:19-31 

Psychologists  say  that  what  you  expect  influences  what  you  see. 
That  was  suggested  by  Carlos  Castenedas's  story  of  Don  Juan, 
the  medicine  man  from  southern  Arizona,  whose  beliefs  were  so 
radically  unlike  ours  that  he  inhabited  "A  Separate  Reality."  You 
can't  get  away  from  it:  believing  is  seeing.  That  may  be  why  Jesus 
told  Thomas,  "Do  not  be  faithless,  but  believing."  And  why,  once 
Thomas  got  his  belief  straight,  he  saw  Jesus  clearly. 

A  POWERFUL  EXAMPLE  IN  JAPAN 

Masuta  Hirayama  could  earn  a  living  for  himself  and  for 
his  wife,  Miyoko,  repairing  audio-cassettes  if  he  could  find 
employment.  Masuta  and  Miyoko  are  Christians,  part  of  a 
tiny  but  important  minority  in  Japan.  They  are  also  blind — 
Miyoko  partially,  Masuta  completely! 

Such  a  couple  would  be  remarked  upon  anywhere,  but 
in  Japan,  where,  as  in  many  cultures,  the  tendency  has  been 
to  ignore  physically-handicapped  persons,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hirayama  are  a  powerful  example.  Not  only  do  they  maintain 
themselves,  but  they  are  also  trying  to  help  other  handi- 
capped individuals  to  gain  employment  and  a  new  sense  of 
dignity.  Masuta  and  Miyoko  are  active  in  the  Japan  Christian 
Council  of  the  Blind,  an  organization  which  Tom  Paton,  a 
missionary  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ,  helped  bring 
about. 

We  in  the  United  States  also  need  to  be  reminded,  as  do 
the  people  of  Japan,  that  the  physically  handicapped  are 
not  simply  objects  of  our  charity;  they  have  a  real  contribu- 
tion to  make  to  our  society.

MAY  3, 1981 
LUKE  24:13-35 

What  fueled  the  fire  that  warmed  these  villagers'  hearts?  They 
were  hearers  of  the  Word  who  took  God's  promises  seriously. 
These  were  hope-haunted  people.  In  disappointment,  they  were 
yet  alive  in  expectancy  and  said,  "We  had  hoped  that  he  (Jesus) 
was  the  one."  They  were  hospitable.  As  night  fell,  they  invited  the 
wayfarer  to  come  in  and  eat  bread,  else  Christ  could  have  re- 
mained incognito.  They  were  hungry.  Walking  arm-in-arm  with 
the  stranger,  they  hung  avidly  on  his  words,  words  which  burst 
now  into  a  flame  of  joyous  recognition. 

FACE-TO-FACE  WITH  CHRIST 

Lacking  sanitation  facilities  or  drinking  water,  cooking 
over  open  fires,  living  in  makeshift  plastic  and  cardboard 
shelters,  thousands  of  people  eke  out  their  lives  from  day 
to  day.  Their  working  conditions  are  an  affront  to  human 
dignity.  Where?  In  Africa?  In  Asia?  In  Latin  America?  Yes, 
surely,  but  also  in  the  northern  part  of  San  Diego  County, 
California,  U.S.A.! 

What  to  do  about  the  thousands  of  undocumented  aliens 
in  our  midst  has  become  a  highly  emotional  and  contro- 
versial issue.  Last  year's  "Neighbors  in  Need"  offering  of 
the  United  Church  of  Christ  is  being  used,  in  part,  to  fund  a 
study  of  immigration  laws  and  to  recommend  reforms. 
Next  month,  the  General  Synod  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  will  consider  a  Pronouncement  on  Immigration 
which,  if  adopted,  will  guide  our  reflection  and  our  action 
as  people  of  God. 

On  the  Emmaus  road,  the  risen  Christ  spoke  to  two  of  the 
poor  and  scattered  disciples.  Though  the  disciples  did  not 
at  first  recognize  him,  their  "hearts  burned  within  them" 
as  they  felt  his  spirit  warm  them.  Today,  we  meet  travelers 
on  another  road,  a  road  that  leads  from  small  villages  in 
Mexico,  to  Texas,  to  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  to  California, 
and  throughout  the  land.  Shouldn't  our  "hearts  burn  within 
us"  as  we  realize  that  we  are  face-to-face  with  Christ- 
Christ  in  the  poor,  the  undocumented,  the  immigrant  travel- 
ers that  we  meet?

"Believing  that  evangelical  religion  and  education 
must  go  hand  in  hand,  we  hereby  express  our  readi- 
ness to  go  to  the  state  of  Illinois  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  seminary  of  learning  such  as 
shall  be  best  adapted  to  the  exigencies  of  that 
country— a  part  of  us  to  engage  as  instructors, 
the  others  to  occupy— as  preachers— stations  in 
the  surrounding  country,  provided  the  Provi- 
dence of  God  permit  us  to  engage  in  it.  " 


In  1829  seven  young  theological  students  at  Yale  signed  this 
compact  and  thus  began  their  journey  into  the  American  wil- 
derness, a  journey  which  led  to  the  founding  of  churches  and 
of  a  college— Illinois  College  in  Jacksonville,  the  first  institu- 
tion to  grant  baccalaureate  degrees  in  Illinois.  The  first  presi- 
dent of  the  college  was  Edward  Beecher,  son  of  Lyman 
Beecher  and  brother  of  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  and  Henry 
Ward  Beecher.  Today  Beecher  Hall,  named  in  honor  of 
Edward  Beecher,  stands  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  College  as 
the  oldest  collegiate  building  in  that  state. 

Similar  stories  of  conviction  and  vision  can  be  told  about 
colleges  founded  by  the  German  Reformed  Church,  the  Christian 
Churches,  and  the  Evangelical  Synod  of  North  America  as 
well  as  about  other  colleges  which,  like  Illinois  College,  were 
founded  by  Congregationalists . . .  among  them,  colleges  which 
opened  their  doors  equally  to  women,  colleges  which  became 
centers  in  the  struggle  to  abolish  slavery,  colleges  which  served 
the  needs  of  freed  slaves  and  provided  educational  opportunity 
for  immigrants,  colleges  which  bridged  faith  and  learning  in 
response  to  the  challenge  of  a  developing  American  society. 

And  the  story  of  conviction  and  vision  does  not  end. 
Today  thirty  liberal  arts  colleges  throughout  the  United  States 
are  related  to  the  United  Church  of  Christ  in  a  partnership 
which  has  been  renewed  and  deepened  in  recent  dialogues, 
both  regional  and  national,  involving  hundreds  of  representa- 
tives of  the  colleges  and  the  United  Church  of  Christ. 

Although  the  wilderness  has  long  been  tamed,  these 
thirty  colleges  yet  seek  to  bridge  faith  and  learning  in  an  era  of 
challenges  and  frontiers  unknown  in  19th  century  America  and 
yet  seek  to  enlighten  the  wilderness  of  the  human  mind,  heart, 
and  spirit.

JOHN  10:1-10 

What  abundant  life  does  Jesus  promise?  Life  abundant  in  spirit 
only:  inner  peace,  forgiveness,  love?  To  focus  concern  on  these 
can  aid  the  thieves  Jesus  warns  against.  "Religion  must  not  med- 
dle," robbers  may  protest  when  Christian  men  and  women  strug- 
gle to  protect  consumers,  win  justice  for  the  poor,  assure  the 
rights  of  women  and  ethnic  minorities,  obtain  honesty  in  market- 
place and  government  hall.  If  we  are  intimidated,  we  and  our  neigh- 
bors will  go  on  being  robbed.

CHRISTIANS  AND  THE  FAMILY 

What  makes  a  family?  The  family  is  a  unit  of  individuals- 
intimate  individuals  in  a  variety  of  groupings  and  roles— 
in  which  we  can  be  most  aware  of  each  other  as  persons 
and  in  which  we  genuinely  care  about  each  other,  about 
what  each  does  and  is.  If  we  didn't  care  so  deeply,  there 
wouldn't  be  the  conflicts  and  crises  that  come  with  feeling 
passionately. 

A  family  is  a  unit  in  which  there  is  real  fidelity  to  the 
growth  and  emerging  personhood  of  each  individual  and 
in  which  the  group  is  willing  to  sacrifice  for  that  emerging 
selfhood.  A  family  is  a  center  for  communication.  Inside 
the  talk,  the  gestures,  the  body  language,  the  facial  expres- 
sions worn  so  often  only  at  home,  are  feelings  that  are  more 
important  than  what  the  spouse,  parent,  or  child  can 
articulate. 

The  family  can  be  a  mini-"koinonia"  group— a  Christian 
fellowship  center— a  courageous  group  adjusting,  moving 
on,  discovering,  staying  close  and  remembering,  a  group 
in  which  we  can  present,  act  out,  and  be  faithful  to  the 
values,  convictions,  and  hopes  that  faith  can  bring  to  human 
life. 

On  this  Sunday,  the  "Festival  of  the  Christian  Home," 
let  us  pledge  to  be  open  to  God's  touch  in  our  lives  as

"I  am  the  way."  This  saying  of  Jesus  really  gets  turned  upside 
down!  Jesus  is  telling  us  that  "God's  house"  has  many  rooms. 
In  similar  vein,  he  once  talked  about  a  Heavenly  Banquet  to  which 
the  Host  will  extend  a  warm  welcome  to  people  of  every  surpris- 
ing sort!  Yet  here  Jesus  tells  us,  "I  am  the  way,"  and  we  can  get 
so  stuck  on  what  we  imagine  is  the  narrow  exclusivism  of  the 
Christian  faith  that  we  overlook  what  Jesus  had  just  finished 
saying— that  he  is  the  way  to  God's  greater  multiple  dwelling 
where  there  is  room  for  all  and  where  whoever  will  can  enter  in 
and  find  a  home. 


Just  two  years  ago,  the  congregation  at  Maun,  a  small 
town  in  Botswana,  Southern  Africa,  was  dying  out.  It  lacked 
a  vision  of  what  it  could  become.  Then  came  a  new  pastor, 
the  Reverend  Peter  Mudiwa,  a  refugee  from  Zimbabwe. 

Jack  and  Chris  Purves,  missionaries  of  the  United  Church 
Board  for  World  Ministries  who  are  working  in  the  Maun 
Secondary  School,  report  that  in  the  midst  of  a  depressed 
economy,  Rev.  Mudiwa  has  led  that  congregation  in  raising 
a  thank  offering  of  about  $600  (U.S.).  The  money  has  been 
used  to  assume  responsibility  for  local  church  finances, 
to  build  a  house  for  a  woman  who  was  living  in  cardboard 
boxes,  and  to  distribute  blankets  and  clothing  to  needy 
people.  In  addition,  the  Maun  United  Congregational  Church 
is  now  helping  to  support  another  congregation  that  is 
located  in  Shakawe,  some  200  kilometers  to  the  north. 

The  theme  of  this  congregation's  revival  was  simple 
and  is  readily  translatable  to  other  congregations— per- 
haps even  to  your  own:  "A  taking  church  will  die;  a  giving 
church  will  live!"

Get  the  picture?  You  are  part  of  a  new  movement  of  the  spirit. 
You  run,  immediately,  into  a  storm  of  opposition.  A  young  member 
of  the  movement  is  murdered.  Others  of  your  group  are  dragged 
out  and  thrown  into  jail.  You  have  to  get  out  of  the  town  where  the 
trouble  centers.  What  do  you  do?  Hide?  Be  quiet  for  a  while?  Not 
the  people  Luke  writes  about  in  Acts!  With  rare  boldness,  they 
stood  up  and  spoke  out  for  the  gospel.  And  that  made  their  testi- 
mony convincing.  Where  is  authentic  Christian  faith  "under  the 
gun"  today?  How  can  we  stand  up  and  speak  out  for  the  gospel?

LEADERSHIP  DEVELOPMENT 

We  can  sense  the  presence  of  the  Spirit  strengthening 
God's  people  in  many  different  ways.  Certainly  one  way  is 
through  the  training  of  persons  who  will  take  roles  of  leader- 
ship in  the  church.  Church  leadership  is  developed  through 
programs  of  education— programs  which  teach  that  truth 
can  never  be  separated  from  issues  of  justice  and  peace 
and  of  commitment  to  these  values. 

One  ecumenicaNy-shared  approach  to  leadership  training 
so  badly  needed  by  overseas  churches  is  our  support  of 
scholarship  aid  for  potential  church  leaders.  This  aid 
enables  these  potential  leaders  to  enroll  in  advanced  study 
courses  in  the  United  States  and  Europe.  A  corps  of  such 
leaders  is  being  prepared  at  this  moment  as  a  result  of  such 
aid— a  young  man  from  Zaire  who  is  studying  Christian 
education,  another  enrolled  in  a  doctoral  program  in  theolo- 
gy, a  Japanese  woman  studying  pastoral  counseling,  young 
women  seminarians  from  Korea,  a  youth  director  from 
Ghana,  a  pastor  from  Taiwan. 

As  our  own  churches  help  in  the  growth  of  such  future 
leaders  for  service  in  partner  churches  in  other  countries, 
we  are  exhibiting  faithfulness  to  God's  concern  for  all 
persons.

ASCENSION,  1981 

We  need  to  reinterpret  the  Ascension  for  an  age  whose 
mindset  has  been  radically  reshaped  by  new  perceptions. 
We  no  longer  march  in  procession  out  to  a  hilltop  to  cele- 
brate Jesus'  Ascension,  as  was  once  done  in  Constanti- 
nople, or  hoist  a  figure  of  Jesus  through  an  opening  in  the 
roof,  as  was  done  in  the  Middle  Ages.  In  this  age  of  space 
exploration  and  travel,  the  term  up  has  lost  much  of  its 
meaning  and  often  tias  been  replaced  by  the  phrase  out 
beyond. 

Yet  the  essential  meaning  of  the  Ascension  of  Jesus 
remains  the  same,  whether  we  think  of  God's  presence  as 
"up,"  or  "out,"  or  "here,  there,  and  everywhere."  The  Ascen- 
sion points  to  the  exalted  Christ  who  reigns  with  the 
authority  of  the  ultimate  Power  in  the  universe. 

In  a  life  grown  complex,  our  vision  of  the  cosmos  incred- 
ibly intricate,  our  sense  of  space  as  having  no  limit,  we 
face  the  threat  of  being  swallowed  in  a  void.  Christ,  as- 
cended—here, there,  everywhere— is  one  who  keeps  us, 
with  unobstructed  vision,  always  in  sight  and  loving  care.

i  CORINTHIANS  12:4-13 

Not  everybody  in  the  church  needs  the  same  counsel.  People 
whose  religion  is  dull  habit— perfunctory,  sporadic,  skin-deep 
—need  enthusiasm  like  the  Spirit  generated  at  Pentecost.  But 
such  enthusiasm  can  be  a  problem.  You  can  boast,  "I've  found 
it!"  Yet,  in  "finding  it,"  you  can  lose  community  with  people 
in  whom  the  Spirit  works  in  a  different  way.  As  the  apostle 
Paul's  word  to  Corinth  makes  clear,  a  true  faith  will  join  us 
together  into  a  community,  a  community  that  is  vital,  ruled  by 
Christ's  spirit,  and  united  in  doing  Christ's  work  throughout 
the  earth. 

THE  PENTECOST  PARTY 

The  respectably  religious  people  of  Jerusalem,  for  the 
most  part,  misread  the  Pentecost  experience.  The  loud  talk- 
ing, senseless  jabbering,  and  people  embracing  and  danc- 
ing in  the  streets  took  on  the  appearance  of  a  party  gotten 
out  of  hand. 

The  respectably  religious  thought  this  celebrative  atmos- 
phere inappropriate  for  a  religious  experience.  They  resent- 
ed the  inclusion  of  foreigners,  they  didn't  dream  that  the 
gift  of  the  Spirit  could  come  to  those  who  had  not  earned 
the  right  by  keeping  the  Law. 

Yet,  it  was  precisely  in  their  objections  that  the  truth  of 
Pentecost  was  to  be  discovered.  Surprise!  The  atmosphere 
of  Pentecost  was  that  of  joy  and  celebration.  It  was  a  party! 
Surprise!  Foreigners  were  welcome.  The  party  was  for  all. 
Surprise!  The  invitation  did  not  depend  on  one's  worth.  It 
was  a  gift  of  God's  grace.  There  is  a  sense  in  which  Pente- 
cost was  a  party,  a  party  hosted  by  a  gracious  God,  who 
says  to  all  the  world,  uBe  my  guest!"

EXODUS  19:2-6 

Can  this  be  "a  holy  nation"  when  we  do  not  agree  what  holi- 
ness is?  In  the  United  States,  we  run  a  spectrum  all  the  way 
from  libertarians  whose  moral  vision  skirts  anarchy  to  a  self- 
styled  "moral  majority"  who  would  impose  narrow  legalism 
upon  us  all.  In  between,  moral  cynics  flout  law  for  power,  plea- 
sure, and  profit.  Notwithstanding,  we  are  called  to  be  "a  holy 
nation."  If,  unresponsive  to  that  call,  we  "turn  freedom  into 
license,"  do  we  not  risk  that  "mutual  destruction"  against 
which  the  New  Testament  warns  and  from  which  it  wants  us 
to  be  saved? 

TOWARD  FREEDOM 

Two  men  were  sitting  on  a  bench  in  Independence  Mall, 
Philadelphia,  near  the  place  where  our  nation's  indepen- 
dence was  first  proclaimed  on  July  4,  1776.  One,  white, 
looked  at  the  other,  black,  and  suddenly  remembered  that 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  did  not  specifically  give  freedom  to  all 
Americans. 

It  remained  for  the  13th  Amendment  to  abolish  slavery 
and  for  the  14th  to  declare  that 11  all  persons  born  or  natural- 
ized in  the  United  States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State 
wherein  they  reside."  Its  provision  that  "no  State  shall  make 
or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or 
immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  . . ."  made  all 
U.S.  citizens  equal  under  the  law.  It  remained  for  women 
and  men  of  good  will  to  press  for  freedom  for  all. 

Churches,  schools  and  colleges,  civic  groups,  labor 
unions,  and  many  other  groups  of  persons— and  certainly 
private  citizens  acting  on  their  own— are  still  needed  to 
really  make  freedom  ring  for  all  Americans.

MATTHEW  10:26-33 

Here  is  Christ's  reassurance  for  all  who  accept  the  cost  of 
faith  and  faithfulness.  Early  followers  of  Jesus  paid  the  price 
of  persecution:  prison,  stoning,  sometimes  death.  "Speak 
boldly.  Act  with  courage.  Have  no  fear.  Your  soul's  health  is 
at  stake."  That  was  Christ's  word.  For  us  today,  the  price  of 
being  faithful  can  also  be  great:  ridicule,  disgrace,  jail.  Even 
today,  many  Christians  have  paid  the  price  of  death.  The  risk 
is  high,  but  the  world's  soul  is  at  stake! 

A  HEALING,  CREATIVE  TOUCH 

The  three  secondary  schools  in  Turkey  to  which  we  in  the 
United  Church  of  Christ  relate  through  the  United  Church 
Board  for  World  Ministries  are  not  Christian  schools  in  the 
usual  sense.  They  have  no  required  classes  in  the  Christian 
religion.  They  do  not  prepare  young  people  for  Christian 
ministry.  They  don't  even  have  a  Christian  chaplain.  Their 
curriculum  is  planned  by— and  their  faculties  are  appoint- 
ed by— a  board  of  directors  on  which  the  UCBWM  is  repre- 
sented. But  a  majority  of  the  members  of  this  board  are 
Turkish  and,  because  Turkey  is  an  Islamic  land,  are  non- 
Christian. 

Yet  these  three  schools— at  Uskudar,  Izmir,  and  Tarsus- 
are  profoundly  Christian.  The  schools,  since  their  incep- 
tion, have  not  only  provided  an  excellence  in  academics 
but  also  have  exhibited  a  Christian  way  of  life,  a  Christian 
way  of  caring  for  people  that  reveals  what  is  to  the  Turks  a 
foreign,  non-Islamic  faith  at  its  very  best.  One  consequence: 
students  are  often  motivated  to  public  service  and  share  a 
concern  for  others  that  is  unusual  in  this  part  of  the  world.

ROMANS  6:1-11 

Today,  you  hear  about  people  who  die  and  then,  by  some  medi- 
cal miracle,  are  restored  to  life.  This  motif  of  living/dying/ 
living  enabled  the  apostle  Paul  to  say  what  it  had  meant  to 
encounter  Christ.  It  brought  a  dramatic  turnaround.  PauLhad 
been  one  kind  of  person.  That  person  had  died.  Now  Paul  was 
a  new  and  radically  different  person.  God  had  raised  Jesus. 
Now,  in  Jesus,  God  gave  Paul  new  selfhood.  And  for  Paul, 
baptism  was  the  sign  of  that  new  being.  Baptism  is  to  be  that 
for  us:  the  promise  and  sign  of  a  turnaround  in  living,  an  event 
bringing  newness  to  life. 

GOD'S  CHILDREN  GOT  SHOES 

Not  long  ago,  Dr.  Pauline  King,  a  United  Church  Board 
for  World  Ministries  missionary,  received  a  special  gift- 
money  to  provide  shoes  for  the  30  nursery-school  children 
at  the  Family  Village  Farm  near  Vellore,  India.  None  of  these 
children  had  ever  had  shoes  before.  What  anticipation! 
Then  the  big  day  finally  arrived.  There  was  much  laughter 
and  excitement  as  the  children  searched  for  a  pair  that  fit 
and  took  their  first  wobbling  steps! 

Founded  more  than  a  dozen  years  ago  by  Dr.  Pauline 
King,  the  Family  Village  Farm  is  now  home  for  some  300 
orphaned  and  needy  children.  Dr.  King,  who  had  served 
since  1954  at  the  Christian  Medical  College  and  Hospital 
in  Vellore,  retired  at  the  end  of  1980  but  remains  close  to 
"her  children"  in  India.

ROMANS  8:18-25 

What  threat  we  pose  to  God's  creation,  poisoning  the  land, 
polluting  the  air,  fouling  the  waters,  and  turning  earth's  trea- 
sure into  garbage.  One  biblical  scholar  sees  humankind  draw- 
ing creation  after  it  in  its  fall.  But— thank  God!— we  humans 
do  not  get  the  last  word.  That  word  belongs  to  God.  It  is  a  word 
of  restoration.  The  corrupting  of  creation,  including  the  decay 
of  human  wisdom  and  morality,  is  to  be  ended.  We  humans  are 
to  be  liberated  from  our  addiction  to  folly  and  evil.  In  that  pro- 
mise is  hope— for  us  and  for  the  whole  creation. 

HELP  IN  A  TOUGH,  UPHILL  BATTLE 

Kathie  Burgess  wasn't  having  any  part  of  them.  Not  of 
school,  not  of  family,  and  certainly  not  of  church!  Kathie, 
aged  fifteen,  was  on  her  way  to  prison. 

Yet  it  was  the  church,  through  a  Metropolitan  Ministry 
you  helped  to  provide  through  the  United  Church  Board  for 
Homeland  Ministries  and  the  Pennsylvania  Southeast  Con- 
ference, that  provided  Kathie  with  an  alternative  to  Reform 
School.  Kathie  was  sent  to  the  Harriet  Tubman  Center  in 
Philadelphia,  a  home  where  girls,  although  sentenced  by  the 
courts,  are  allowed  to  live  and  to  attend  school  in  their  own 
neighborhood  while  they  begin  to  re-establish  some  stabil- 
ity in  their  lives  and  rebuild  their  relationships  with  others. 

While  working  to  heal  the  child's  battered  self-image, 
the  staff  at  the  Harriet  Tubman  Center  provides  counsel- 
ing, sports,  crafts,  outings,  and  special  studies  in  Black 
history.  It's  a  tough,  uphill— and  sometimes  losing— battle 
to  salvage  youngsters  who  have  been  rejected  by  their 
families,  by  society,  and  often  by  themselves,  but  with  your 
help  there  is  hope  of  success.

I  am  the  Lord,  your  God:  I  have  brought  you  out  of  bondage.  Liberation 
is  a  sign  of  the  life  I  give  you. 

Remember  the  Sabbath  Day,  to  keep  it  holy;  you  shall  be  wholly  before 
me— the  entire  congregation,  excluding  no  one  because  of  disabilit 
or  handicap.  I  am  your  Lord,  to  whom  all  shall  have  access:  you  m 
place  no  barriers  before  me. 

- 

I  name  you  my  children:  therefore  let  no  one  else  define  my  sons  and 
daughters.  Call  no  one  "crippled"  or  "disabled."  They  are  persons: 
persons  with  disabilities— individuals  with  handicaps. 

Fear  not  one  another:  I  know  the  confusion  of  your  embarrassment— 
your  fears— your  anxieties.  Your  brother's  handicap— your  sister's 
disability  confront  you:  you,  too,  are  vulnerable.  You  are  both  in  my  care. 
You  are  one  in  my  sight. 

Know  that  I  your  God  have  placed  good  in  all  of  you:  you  shall  not  look 
down  upon  or  patronize  the  person  with  a  handicap.  Recognize  that 
the  vast  areas  of  personhood  shared  in  common  are  far  greater  than  the 
few  differences  that  disability  creates  between  those  you  call  handi- 
capped and  the  rest  of  you. 

Your  cup  runs  over  with  the  fulness  of  life  I  give  you.  In  your  human  way 
you  define  that  abundant  life  to  include  education,  employment,  trans- 
portation, a  place  to  live,  meaningful  activity,  cultural  expression,  and 
civic  responsibility.  From  these  opportunities  you  may  not  exclude 
those  you  call  disabled.  Your  rights  are  their  rights. 

I,  your  Lord,  place  within  you  varied  gifts,  abilities,  strengths.  Do  not 
forget  that  these  same  abilities,  insights,  and  knowledge  are  in  those 
you  call  handicapped,  crying  out  for  expression. 


Be  grateful  for  the  inspiring  quality  of  life  within  persons  with  hand 
caps,  which  m  turn  engenders  within  all  of  you  perseverance,  humor, 
coping  abilities,  patience,  and  creative  victory. 

Recognize  in  that  community  you  all  share  there  is  also  frustration, 
anger,  anxiety,  and  despair,  reminding  you  all  of  your  common  frailty 
and  your  common  need  for  salvation,  and  calling  you  to  mission,  to  pro- 
vide succor  and  justice  for  all. 

Give  ear  to  my  eternal  promise,  set  forth  in  Scriptures,  that  underneath 
are  the  everlasting  arms:  hold  fast  to  my  assurance  to  all  humankind 
that  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  you  all  the  days  of  your  life,  and 
you  will  dwell  in  my  house  forever.

ISAIAH  55:1-3  1 

Sales  engineer  for  a  large  firm,  annual  income  in  six  figures, 
his  family  had  moved  five  times  in  nine  years  to  further  his 
career.  Now,  he  faced  a  hard  choice.  Should  he  ask  his  family 
to  move  again  so  he  could  become  corporate  vice-president? 
Or,  should  they  "root-in"  where  they  had  found  rich  friendship 
and  life  in  a  nourishing  church?  They  had  to  sort  through  fac- 
tors not  unlike  those  lined-out  in  Isaiah  55:  work  and  satisfac- 
tion, a  life  of  grasp  versus  a  focus  on  receptivity,  restless  self- 
assertion  over  against  openness  to  God's  astonishing  grace. 

THE  "VIEW  FROM  BELOW" 

Dietrich  Bonhoeffer,  twentieth-century  Christian  martyr, 
once  spoke  of  the  "view  from  below."  Fully  as  biblical  as  the 
call  to  serve  the  poor,  the  hungry,  the  imprisoned,  this 
"view  from  below"  is  a  call  to  remember  that  we  ourselves 
were  once,  as  Peter  said,  "no  people"  (1  Peter  2:9).  Our 
mothers  and  fathers,  like  those  of  ancient  Israel,  once  cried 
out  for  help.  The  "view  from  below"  provides  a  call  to  serve 
others,  not  because  they  are  different  from  us,  but  precisely 
because  they  are  just  like  us:  and  we  are  one  in  our  human- 
ity. 

Whether  our  church  is  located  in  a  quiet  rural  spot  or  on 
a  busy  urban  corner,  it  has  a  ministry  to  people.  And  this 
ministry  of  ours  is  not  only  to  help  them  in  isolated  in- 
stances whenever  we  can,  but  also  to  look  up  "from  below" 
and  work  to  change  the  overarching  circumstances  in  which 
they— and  we— must  live.

MATTHEW  14:22-33 

It  helps  to  survive  being  "beaten  by  the  waves"  if  sinews  of 
faith  intertwine  with  our  courage.  Victorious  lives  are  there  to 
prove  it.  One  night,  a  druggist's  store  and  home  upstairs  burn. 
Next  day,  the  family  thanks  God  no  one  is  hurt  and,  with  simple 
trust,  begins  to  rebuild.  An  eighty-five-year-old  woman  has  a 
leg  amputated.  Death  comes  near.  She  rouses  from  a  coma  to 
whisper  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  faintly  sing  a  word  or  two  of  an 
old  hymn.  A  young  couple  clings  to  commitments  made  be- 
fore God,  survives  estrangement,  and  gains  a  strong  marriage. 
All  these  were  "beaten"  people  who,  because  of  their  faith, 
were  not  defeated. 

OBEYING  GOD  RATHER 
THAN  UNJUST  HUMAN  LAWS 

"The  faithful  witness  of  the  Christian  church  in  South 
Africa  today,"  notes  the  Rev.  Chester  Marcus,  Regional 
Secretary  for  Africa  of  our  United  Church  Board  for  World 
Ministries,  "reminds  us  of  the  early  history  of  the  Christian 
church  when  people  were  willing  to  be  imprisoned  and  even 
to  die  for  their  faith.  The  church  in  South  Africa  today  is 
producing  martyrs  of  first-century  caliber."  People  there, 
notes  Dr.  Marcus,  are  constantly  saying,  "We  must  obey 
God  rather  than  unjust  laws." 

Early  last  year,  the  Rev.  John  Thorne,  former  chairperson 
of  the  Assembly  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  of  South- 
ern Africa  and  a  past  associate  general  secretary  of  that 
church,  with  which  our  denomination  has  strong  and  his- 
toric ties,  was  arrested  for  participating  in  protests  and 
supporting  school  boycotts  by  students  who  had  serious 
grievances  against  some  unfair  education  laws.  In  turn,  53 
clergy  from  many  denominations  joined  in  a  march  of  pro- 
test and  were  arrested  and  detained  overnight.  That  experi- 
ence welded  these  Christians  together  in  a  spirit  of  unity— 
and  in  a  communal  determination  that  God's  justice,  rather 
than  unjust  human  laws,  shall  finally  prevail.

THIRTEENTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  PENTECOST

ISAIAH  56:1-7 

The  prophetic  cry,  "Have  care  for  justice,"  is  a  critical  word 
for  our  day.  It  is  a  message  from  God  that  needs  to  be  heard 
in  courtrooms  across  the  land.  It  addresses  the  shapers  of 
United  States  policy  toward  Latin  America,  South  Korea,  and 
South  Africa.  It  demands  more  humane  ways  of  distributing 
food  in  world  markets  so  that  one-fourth  of  the  human  family 
will  no  longer  starve  while  the  world  grows  more  food,  each 
year,  than  it  takes  to  feed  every  human  at  the  North  American 
standard.  "Have  a  care  for  justice!"  On  the  heeding  of  that  cry 
could  depend  our  very  survival. 

WORK  ON  THE  BORDER 

Small  Mexican  children  stand  huddled  behind  the  Felipi 
Angeles  Mission  in  Juarez,  Mexico,  and  smile  broadly  when 
the  door  opens  and  they  are  allowed  to  come  inside  from 
the  cold.  The  building  isn't  that  much  warmer,  but  the  room 
in  which  they  meet  for  the  Project  Verdad  Kindergarten 
(verdad  in  Spanish  means  "truth")  has  a  small  kerosene 
heater.  The  children  come  from  homes  that  have  no  running 
water,  sanitation,  or  heat.  Here  they  receive  all  these,  plus 
loving  care.  Because  of  Project  Verdad,  these  children  are 
a  little  more  fortunate  than  many  others  in  Juarez. 

"People  need  more  than  food  and  clothing  to  survive," 
notes  Rev.  Baltazar  Gonzalez,  co-director  of  Project  Ver- 
dad. "They  need  something  to  live  for-— something  for  the 
spirit."  People  on  both  sides  of  the  border,  people  from 
several  denominations  including  our  own,  have  given 
money,  service,  effort,  and  a  lot  of  plain  hard  work  to  make 
Project  Verdad  a  reality.

OF  AMERICAN  INDIAN  CHURCHES  :AXvv,  j 

For  more  than  ninety  years,  the  American  Indian  Reser- 
vation churches  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  were  de- 
pendent upon  missionaries  to  minister  to  their  spiritual  and 
practical  needs.  Today,  as  these  churches  seek  to  become 
more  completely  responsible  for  the  direction  of  their  own 
work,  the  development  of  skilled,  trained  leadership  has 
become  a  matter  of  survival. 

The  U.C.C.  Council  for  American  Indian  Ministry  (CAIM) 
seeks  to  address  this  leadership  issue  in  a  variety  of  ways: 

•  CAIM  works  with  U.C.C.  conferences  to  identify  and 
develop  potential  leaders  for  our  American  Indian 
churches  and  communities. 

•  CAIM  participates  in  the  Native  American  Theological 
Association,  Cook  Christian  Training  School,  and  the 
Dakota  Leadership  Program. 

•  CAIM  has  planned  a  consultation  this  autumn  with 
local  Indian  church  leaders,  focusing  attention  on  the 
leadership  crisis. 

•  CAIM  is  developing  a  U.C.C.  polity  course  for  its  con- 
gregations and  lay  ministers.  Self-determination  for 
them  requires  knowledge  of  U.C.C.  structure,  history, 
resources,  and  procedures.  American  Indian  people 
cannot  "own"  what  they  cannot  understand. 

The  Council  for  American  Indian  Ministry  receives  most 
of  its  funding  from  the  annual  Neighbors  in  Need  all-church 
offering,  which  will  be  received  in  most  U.C.C.  congrega- 
tions on  October  4.

Left  to  myself,  I  would  be  apt  to  love  only  those  who  love  me.

However,  with  the  help  of  GAIN  (Getting  Action  in  Neigh- 
borhoods), a  New  Haven,  CT,  group  that  organizes  tenants 
and  home-owners,  Mrs.  Y.  has  been  put  in  contact  with  city 
officials  who  have  advised  her  that  her  eviction  was  illegal 
and  that  her  landlord  must  scrape  off  the  lead-based  paint 
before  repainting  her  apartment.  She  has  also  been  helped 
to  secure  legal  aid.

OCTOBER  18, 1981 
PHILIPPIANS2:1-11 

"Look  out  for  Number  One."  That  bald  counsel  has  spread 
like  an  epidemic.  It  informs  a  type  of  personal  behavior.  "Be 
your  own  best  friend,"  it  urges.  "If  you  aren't,  nobody  else  will 
be."  It  shapes  public  actions.  United  States  foreign  policy  is 
weighted  too  frequently  to  the  avowed  pursuit  of  our  own 
national  self-interest  and  not  to  the  pursuit  of  justice  for  poor 
and  powerless  peoples  in  South  Africa,  Latin  America,  and 
Asia.  Against  this  rash  of  self-centeredness,  we  now  must 
advocate  vigorously  the  Bible's  demand:  "Look  out  for  one 
another's  interests,  not  just  for  your  own." 

SAYING  "LORD,  LORD..." 

Throughout  the  Scriptures  there  is  a  prophetic  insistence 
on  repentance,  not  only  for  individuals,  but  for  nations. 
Repentance,  the  about-face  that  re-orients  one's  life,  is  the 
theme  for  today's  World  Order  and  Peace  Sunday,  an  obser- 
vance that  is  being  sponsored  by  member  denominations 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

Repentance  is  not  so  much  simple  contrition  for  having 
done  wrong;  it  is  an  entire  re-orientation  of  life,  a  turning 
toward  righteousness.  With  repentance  comes  forgiveness. 
An  acceptance  of  that  forgiveness  brings  a  renewal  of  holi- 
ness, of  wholeness,  of  what  the  ancient  Hebrews  called 
shalom,  "peace."  Forgiveness  is  a  restoration  of  relation- 
ships between  human  beings  and  God,  and  between  human 
beings. 

The  nation  that  repents,  that  turns  away  from  the  misuse 
of  power  that  brings  oppression,  may  also  experience  a 
wholeness,  a  presence  of  God  in  its  midst— peace.  May 
ours  be  such  a  nation!

MATTHEW  21:33-43 

Jesus  told  the  story  of  some  sharecroppers  who,  refusing  to 
pay  the  landowner's  share  of  their  grape  harvest,  were  thrown 
out  of  the  vineyard.  No  surprise  there.  But  look  at  Jesus'  au- 
dience. Then  we  realize  that  he  was  warning  Israel's  leaders: 
"Once  you  were  God's  select  tenants.  But  you  turned  deaf 
ears  to  the  Owner.  Now  you  will  be  replaced."  Such  a  fate 
awaits  any  people  who  continue  to  ignore  God's  demand  for 
justice  and  peace  in  dealing  with  others,  or  any  church  that 
will  not  make  Christ  the  cornerstone  of  its  mission  and  life. 

BIRTH  OF  THE  AMERICAN  OVERSEAS 
MISSIONARY  MOVEMENT 

A  monument  in  a  meadow  near  Williams  College,  in 
western  Massachusetts,  bears  the  names  of  five  Williams 
College  students  and  the  date  1806.  The  monument  com- 
memorates a  prayer  meeting  held  by  the  students  175  years 
ago.  A  thunderstorm  forced  the  students  to  take  shelter 
under  a  haystack.  Praying  there,  protected  from  the  storm, 
they  found  a  new  sense  of  dedication  and  commitment  tc 
serve  God  in  foreign  places. 

At  their  urging,  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  Foreign  Missions,  one  of  the  predecessors  of  our  Unitec 
Church.  Board  for  World  Ministries,  was  established.  The 
ABCFM  was  the  first  American  missionary  board  to  be 
founded  for  overseas  mission.  In  its  first  years  the  Boarc 
sent  missionaries  of  the  Presbyterian,  Christian,  Congrega 
tional,  Dutch  and  German  Reformed  churches— quite  ar 
ecumenical  beginning  that  day  for  the  American  overseas 
missionary  movement!

ISAIAH  25:6-9 

Os  Guiness  writes  in  The  Dust  of  Death  that  the  prospects  of 
war,  population  explosion,  and  ecological  catastrophe,  of  the 
tyranny  of  technology  and  vested  interests,  and  of  the  current 
moral  vacuum  lead  many  thinkers  today  to  be  "prophets  of 
doom."  We  Christians  work  with  realism  and  concern  at  these 
same  problems.  But  we  look  to  the  future  with  hope.  We  have 
hope  like  that  of  the  Hebrew  prophets  who,  in  years  of  national 
disaster,  called  despairing  people  to  faith  in  a  God  who  will 
swallow  up  death  and  finally  rescue  humankind  from  its  folly 
and  sin.

ONE  WITH  ALL  NATURE 

Vine  Deloria,  Jr.,  an  American  Indian  lawyer  who  also  has 
had  theological  training,  speaks  of  a  major  difference  be- 
tween traditional  Christian  and  traditional  American  Indian 
beliefs  in  his  provocative  book  God  is  Red. 

Western  Christians,  he  notes,  have  characteristically 
adopted  the  position  that  humanity  is  charged  by  the  Crea- 
tor with  "subduing"  the  earth.  The  result  has  too  often 
been  a  disastrous  exploitation  of  the  natural  environment. 

In  contrast,  American  Indian  religions  have  emphasized 
that  humanity  is  one  with  all  nature.  The  result  has  been 
an  awareness  that  earth,  air,  water,  and  all  of  life  are  to  be 
understood  as  a  sacred  trust  to  be  used,  not  abused. 

Today,  we  may  need  to  reassess  our  stewardship  of  the 
natural  world  if  we  are  to  bequeath  a  more  livable  environ- 
ment to  our  children  and  to  our  children's  children.

MATTHEW  22:34-40 

The  great  Love  Commandment  really  has  three  focuses:  God, 
neighbor,  and  self.  "Love  ...  as  yourself."  But  for  some 
people,  that  goes  down  hard.  They  feel:  "You're  O.K.  I'm  not 
O.K."  Often,  however,  my  own  unresolved  self-hate  can  pro- 
duce in  me  the  inability  to  love  others  genuinely.  To  doubt 
my  own  worth  can  make  me  critical  and  untrusting  of  others. 
Moreover,  unforgiven  guilt  can  alienate  me  from  God.  For  us 
all,  then,  George  A.  Buttrick,  one  of  the  twentieth  century's 
great  preachers,  has  said  it  well:  "We  are  dear  to  God.  In  that 
awareness  we  must  love  ourselves."  And,  in  that  awareness 
we  can  love  ourselves. 

CARE  FOR  ALL 

In  West  Berlin,  the  Rev.  William  Downey,  a  missionary 
of  the  United  Church  Board  for  World  Ministries,  serves  on 
the  staff  of  the  Apostle  Paulus  Church,  a  congregation  of 
the  Evangelical  Church  of  the  Union.  This  unusual  congre- 
gation has  an  annual  budget  of  over  $500,000  that  funds  a 
wide  variety  of  community-serving  ministries  and  supports 
a  staff  of  five  full-time  ministers  and  nineteen  other  em- 
ployees. 

Among  its  ministries,  the  church  sponsors  a  day-care 
center  that  serves  31  children  in  an  atmosphere  of  Christian 
love  and  acceptance.  In  addition,  it  has  its  own  home  for  the 
aged— fifteen  small  apartments  where  elderly  couples  and 
individuals  can  have  the  benefit  of  nursing,  dining,  and 
housekeeping  care.  The  church  also  sponsors  a  visiting- 
nurse  program,  serving  the  sick  and  the  elderly  in  their  own 
homes  throughout  the  neighborhood. 

To  care  for  all  those  who  may  need  our  congregation's 
help:  is  that  not  putting  into  practice  Christ's  admonition 
to  love  others  as  ourselves?

Elon  College  and  in  the  Turner  Memorial  Group  Home  at  Suffolk,  Va.,  a 
care  program  including  a  preschool  development  center  and  after-scl 
care,  Preparation  for  Independent  Living,  foster  home  care,  advanced  < 
for  young  people  who  have  left  the  Home,  and  a  Family  and  Commu 
Services  Department.

These  I 
compare  with  $21.25  a  day  or  $7,756.00  a  year  per  child  for  all  North  C 
lina  and  South  Carolina  child  care  institutions.  The  figures  show  that 
expenses  are  very  near  average  even  though  our  program  is  far-reach

Do  those  of  us  who  are 
clergy  too  much  enjoy  elaborate  pulpit  garb,  impressive  pec- 
toral crosses,  preferential  seating  at  public  meetings,  and 
honorifics  like  "Reverend"  and  "Doctor"?  Jesus'  words  about 
the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  are  counsels  of  caution  for  us. 
These  things  can  add  drama,  color,  and  authority  to  the 
pastoral  role.  But  they  also  can  undo  the  sense  of  modesty 
about  ourselves  and  oneness  with  others  that  Jesus  calls  for. 
Moreover,  they  can  lead  us  into  claiming  for  ourselves  a  status 
and  authority  that  belong  only  to  Christ. 

BREAD  AND  JUSTICE  FOR  ALL 

Of  the  world's  4.2  billion  people,  three-quarters  are  poor 
and  often  hungry.  Yet  we  in  the  developed  world  have 
enough  wealth,  resources,  and  know-how  so  that  no  one 
need  starve.  What  is  lacking  is  bread  and  justice  for  all! 

Our  own  United  States  government  is  in  a  pivotal  posi- 
tion with  regard  to  world  hunger.  What  we  do,  or  fail  to  do, 
makes  a  major  impact  on  what  other  nations  will  do  to 
provide  bread  and  justice  for  the  hungry.  Americans  cannot 
be  neutral,  for  we  benefit  from  economic  and  political  deci- 
sions that  help  to  cause  poverty  and  hunger. 

Think  about  this  as  you  enjoy  your  Thanksgiving  dinner 
next  Thursday:  As  Christians,  we  are  challenged  by  the 
gospel  to  care  for  the  hungry,  the  oppressed,  and  the  weak.

DECEMBER  6, 1981 

ISAIAH  40:1-5;  9-11 

Advent  marks  an  "already"  and  a  "not  yet."  Already,  God  has 
entered  the  world  in  Christ  to  change  it.  And,  despite  sin, 
Christ  has  influenced  the  shape  of  humankind's  institutions 
and  cultures.  What  is  more,  many  who  know  pain,  sin,  grief,  or 
tragedy  find  in  Christ  powerful  help.  Even  so,  there  are  gaps 
in  our  living  between  the  "is"  and-.the  "ought,"  between  God's 
call  and  the  world's  response.  "Not  yet"  complete  is  God's 
advent.  So,  in  hope  we  pray  and  wait  for  God— for  God  who  will 
come  with  gentleness  and  might  to  transform  our  life  and  our 
world. 

HELP  COMES  FOR  THE  BOUDREAUX  FAMILY 

Call  him  Mr.  Boudreaux.  One  of  seven  children,  he  left 
grade  school  to  support  his  brothers  and  sisters  and  widow- 
ed mother.  Illiterate,  but  hard  working,  he  moved  from  fish- 
ing to  spray-painting  and  sand-blasting,  and  married  an 
abandoned  woman  with  children  of  her  own.  Tuberculosis 
took  him  off  the  job,  but  with  no  other  skills  and  a  family 
to  support,  he  returned— working  for  years  at  minimum 
wage  with  no  health,  vacation,  or  unemployment  benefits. 

When  Mr.  Boudreaux  came  to  the  Back  Bay  Mission  in 
Biloxi,  Mississippi,  last  year,  he  could  no  longer  work.  He 
was  emaciated,  weak,  and  suffered  from  dizzy  spells  and 
shortness  of  breath.  His  rent  was  due,  his  utilities  had  been 
turned  off,  and  he  was  out  of  food  for  himself,  his  wife, 
and  two  children. 

Throughout  the  summer,  Back  Bay  Mission  helped  the 
Boudreaux  family  to  qualify  for  supplementary  welfare 
income.  With  other  community  agencies,  Back  Bay  Mission 
maintained  the  family  until  regular  Social  Security  checks 
began  to  arrive  in  the  fall.

JOHN  1:6-8;  19-28 

John  the  Baptist  was  who  he  was:  not  Elijah  or  Jesus,  not  a 
prophet  or  Savior.  John  was  a  "pavior."  His  role  was  to  pave 
a  road  for  the  coming  Messiah.  That  suggests  our  mission. 
God  calls  us  to  be  road  builders.  As  we  work  for  justice  in 
public  life,  we  pave  Christ's  way  into  a  world  that  reels  from 
one  war  to  the  next,  exalts  greed  into  virtue,  abandons  its 
weak,  and  brutalizes  its  poor.  By  opening  our  life  to  God's  life, 
we  open  the  way  for  Christ,  who  can  make  human  spirits  blos- 
som like  roses  and  hearts  sing  with  a  joy  that  only  God  gives. 

"HE  EATS.  HE  IS  BETTER!" 

Muffie  Ailing,  a  missionary  in  Maharashtra,  India,  recently 
described  her  work  as  a  member  of  a  church-sponsored 
nutrition  team: 

"Before  us  sat  a  mother  about  thirty-five  years  of  age, 
with  beautiful  eyes.  At  that  moment  those  eyes  were  filled 
with  great  sadness  and  concern.  They  watched  my  face  as 
the  student  nurse  interpreted  what  the  mother  was  saying. 
Hidden  under  the  mother's  sari  was  a  child  who  was  nurs- 
ing. My  impression  was  that  the  child  had  to  be  at  leasl 
three  years  old.  In  fact,  he  was  almost  four! 

"  'He  has  spells.  He  loses  his  breath.  He  lies  unconscious 
for  many  minutes.  He  has  a  weakness  in  his  head.  He  wil 
take  no  food.  He  only  nurses.'  Her  words  spilled  out  fastei 
than  the  interpreter  could  keep  up  with  them.  I  summonec 
the  young  Indian  community-health  doctor  who  confirmee 
the  cause:  nutrition  deficiency— especially  calcium  anc 
iron. 

"Three  weeks  later,  after  the  mother  had  followed  the 
prescribed  feeding,  the  nutrition  team  returned.  The  mother 
her  eyes  filled  with  tears  of  joy,  reported  to  the  missionary 
'My  son  has  no  spells.  He  eats.  He  is  better!'  " 

One  by  one  the  hungry  are  fed.  But  of  equally  great  impor 
tance  in  the  church's  response  to  hunger  are  developing 
agricultural  techniques  and  lobbying  for  political  change 
to  help  assure  a  food-filled  future  for  all.

FIRST  SUNDAY  AFTER  CHRISTMAS 


DECEMBER  27, 1981  . 
LUKE  2:25-35 

What  consequences  has  Christmas  for  us?  For  faithful 
Simeon,  one  consequence  of  Christmas  was  a  new  vision  of 
God.  In  Jesus,  Simeon  saw  "a  light  for  .  .  .  the  Gentiles"  as 
well  as  for  Israel.  The  infant  he  now  held  would  open  doors  to 
God  that  all  could  enter.  Another  consequence  was  gratitude. 
The  old  man  blessed  God  for  the  newborn  child  by  whom 
God's  salvation  was  now  come.  Through  this  son  of  Mary, 
God  was  to  judge  and  save  humankind.  For  Simeon,  the  ap- 
propriate response  was  commitment  to  Jesus.  Does  Christ- 
mas have  consequences  like  that  for  us? 

HIGHER  EDUCATION  AND  THE  CHURCH 

We  move  into  the  1980's  as  heirs  of  a  great  tradition. 
We  Christians  have- always  believed  in  education  as  one  of 
the  primary  activities  of  a  people  of  faith.  We  have  Jesus' 
command  to  teach  all  nations  and  to  love  God  with  our 
minds.  Higher  education  is  also  close  to  the  heart  of  our 
church  and  its  mission. 

While  most  of  our  church-related  colleges  were  founded 
over  100  years  ago,  in  more  recent  years  we  have  seen  a 
variety  of  ministries  developed  to  serve  the  university  com- 
munity. And  we  have  enabled  new  ministries  to  community 
colleges,  where  students  and  faculty  represent  a  wide  range 
of  ages,  life  experiences,  and  expectations.  Congregations 
are  finding  new  ways  to  relate  to  these  campuses  and  to 
their  members  who  continue  their  education  at  these 
schools. 

New  resources  and  strategies,  both  inter-denomina- 
tional and  denominational,  for  ministry  to  higher  education 
call  for  the  support  and  participation  of  every  church 
member.

Our  aim  is  to  be  partners  in  the  mission  efforts  of  the 
Indonesian  Council  of  Churches  in  areas  of  steady  popula- 
tion growth.  We  will  also  help  to  train  Christian  leaders  for 
all  aspects  of  Indonesian  development  and  to  undergird  the 
Christian  community's  efforts  on  behalf  of  justice,  human 
freedom,  and  agricultural  and  community  development.

Pray  for  Christian  Unity? 

Prayer— like  talk— can  be  cheap!  It  really  depends  on  the 
kind  of  talk— or  prayer.  If  our  talk  consists  of  words  spoken 
or  written  but  unheard,  or  if  our  prayer  consists  only  of 
words  as  substitutes  for  thoughts  or  actions,  this  com- 
munication can  be  so  cheap  as  to  be  worth  nothing  at  all. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  our  talk  is  rooted  in  life  and  evokes 
listening,  and  if  our  prayer  moves  from  the  depths  of  one- 
being  to  another  and  evokes  thinking,  caring,  doing— such 
communication  is  of  great  value.  It  can  change  the  present; 
more  than  that,  it  can  change  the  future.  Such  talk,  whether 
with  another  person  or  with  God,  then  has  meaning. 

.Perhaps  the  most  profound  talking  any  one  of  us  does 
is  when,  in  prayer,  we  present  our  thoughts  to  God  and  hear, 
in  ways  beyond  our  defining,  God's  responses,  and  so 
shape  our  lives. 

In  this  Week  of  Prayer  for  Christian  Unity  we  shall  hear 
much  talk,  much  prayer.  Whether  we  settle  for  cheap  talk  or 
whether  we  make  our  talk  and  our  prayer  true  communica- 
tion—this can  make  all  the  difference!

The  reign  of  God  is  personal  reality.  Where  God  rules  human 
hearts  and  wills  and  minds,  God's  reign  is  present.  It  is  social 
reality  Where  justice,  mercy,  and  peace  are  established  in 
government,  commerce,  and  civic  life,  God's  reign  is  present. 
It  is  in  the  future.  So  Jesus  taught  us  to  pray  that  God's  reign 
come  "on  earth  as  in  heaven."  But  it  is  present  reality  when 
human  life  is  brought  into  harmony  with  God's  purpose.  God's 
reign  is  "at  hand. "  That  is  to  say:  God  guides  history.  Thus  we 
live  now,  aided  by  faith  in  God's  present  and  coming  reign. 

FROM  ACROSS  THE  PACIFIC 

Did  you  know  that  as  many  as  one  of  every  three  new  im- 
migrants to  the  mainland  United  States  is  of  Asian  or  Pacific 
Island  descent?  While  many  Pacific  and  Asian  American 
families  have  been  U.S.  residents  for  over  100  years,  these 
newcomers  are  increasingly  becoming  an  important  factor 
in  U.S.  political,  social,  economic,  and  religious  life— espec- 
ially in  Hawaii  and  the  other  Western  states. 

The  United  Church  of  Christ  today  includes  over  100 
congregations  that  consist  of  primarily  Pacific  and  Asian 
American  members— Chinese,  Japanese,  Filipino,  Korean, 
Hawaiian,  and  Samoan.  And  their  number  is  growing.  Re- 
cently, the  U.C.C.  Office  for  Church  and  Society  awarded 
a  grant  of  $5,700  to  the  Chinese  Congregational  Church 
(U.C.C.)  in  San  Francisco  to  support  its  work  with  new 
Chinese  immigrants  and  Indo-Chinese  refugees. 

As  government  and  community  organizations  come  and 
go,  the  church  is  the  one  durable  organization  that  has 
indigenous  support,  leadership,  and  a  desire  to  reach  out.

FOURTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  EPIPHANY 


JANUARY  31, 1982 
MARK  1:21-28 

Ruins  of  a  Roman  temple  built  on  the  foundations  of  a  first- 
century  synagogue  stand  at  Capernaum.  These  ruins  could 
be  the  remnants  of  the  synagogue  where  Jesus  began  his 
ministry.  In  keeping  with  Sabbath  habit,  we  are  told,  Jesus 
entered  the  synagogue  of  that  town  and  taught.  Capernaum 
may  not  have  been  Jerusalem,  Athens,  or  Rome.  Jesus'  audi- 
ence may  not  have  included  many  learned,  rich,  or  powerful 
people.  But  the  faithfulness  and  humility  with  which  Jesus 
began  there  were  the  same  faithfulness  and  humility  that  led 
to  the  splendid  triumph  God  gave  him  at  Calvary. 

JAPAN'S  INTERNATIONAL  CHRISTIAN  UNIVERSITY 

Out  of  the  ashes  of  war,  in  a  nation  devastated  by  two 
atomic  bombs,  there  arose  an  institution  of  learning  dedi- 
cated to  implementing  Christ's  peace.  International  Chris- 
tian University— each  word  in  the  name  chosen  prayerfully 
—not  only  projected  the  concern  of  its  founders  for  leading 
Japan  into  the  post-war  world  but  also  addressed  the  critical 
needs  confronting  the  whole  human  family. 

Now,  thirty-three  years  after  its  founding,  this  pioneering 
university  continues  to  attract  students  and  faculty  from 
throughout  the  world  and  to  prepare  its  graduates  for  inter- 
national service.  Our  denomination,  together  with  other 
major  North  American  denominations,  continues  to  provide 
a  measure  of  support  for  this  important  venture. 

At  a  time  when  humanity  has  the  clear  capacity  to  destroy 
itself,  it  is  significant  that  International  Christian  University 
should  have  been  established  in  the  first  nation  to  experi- 
ence the  destructiveness  of  nuclear  power.  All  Christian 
higher  education  is  committed  to  providing  learning  and  to 
helping  students  to  create  and  to  experience  new  life.  This 
is  the  continuing  witness  of  ICU,  a  university  dedicated  to 
seeking  means  for  peaceful  international  relationships.

JOB  7:1-7 

Seeing  a  man  who  had  been  born  blind,  Jesus'  disciples  asked 
whose  sin  had  caused  the  affliction,  the  man's  or  his  parents'? 
Jesus  challenged  this  belief  that  affliction  is  evidence  of  prior 
sin.  So  did  The  Book  of  Job.  Job  protested  the  orthodox  "wis- 
dom" that  said:  "The  reward  of  virtue  is  prosperity.  Human 
affliction  is  due  to  evident  or  hidden  wickedness."  And  the 
cross  turned  that  old  belief  upside  down.  Through  Jesus' 
experience,  we  now  see  how  virtue  can  cause  suffering  and 
how  the  readiness  to  undergo  pain  and  adversity  can  reveal 
God-given  goodness. 

OUR  HERITAGE  IN  THE  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH  J 

In  1792  the  Christian  Church  was  organized  in  the  South 
by  a  group  that  had  withdrawn  from  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pa!  Church.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  James  O'Kelly, 
five  cardinal  principles  were  adopted  for  the  theological 
foundation  of  the  new  church: 

1.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  head  of  the  church. 

2.  Christian  is  a  sufficient  name  for  the  church. 

3.  The  Holy  Bible  is  a  sufficient  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

4.  Christian  character  is  a  sufficient  test  of  fellowship 
and  membership. 

5.  Private  judgment  and  liberty  of  conscience  is  a  right,  j 
privilege,  and  duty  of  all. 

A  close  relationship  soon  developed  with  the  followers 
of  Abner  Jones,  in  New  England,  and  Barton  W.  Stone,  in 
Kentucky.  Together  they  formed  the  "Christian  Connec-; 
tion." 

The.  people  in  the  western  contingent  of  this  "connec- 
tion" eventually  organized  into  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  while 
in  1922,  the  southern,  northern,  and  Canadian  contingent 
of  the  "connection,"  after  years  of  negotiations,  united  as 
the  Christian  Churches.  In  1931  this  group  joined  the 
Congregational  Churches.  The  Congregational-Christian 
Churches  then  merged  with  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church  in  1957  to  establish  the  United  Church  of  Christ.

SIXTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  EPIPHANY 


FEBRUARY  14, 1982 

MARK  1:40-45 

In  the  early  years  of  his  ministry,  Jesus  was  quite  popular. 
Mark  says  that  "people  came  to  him  from  every  quarter."  It  is 
easy  to  imagine  crowds  gathered  about  him  at  Tiberias,  Caper- 
naum, Magdala,  and  Nazareth:  lepers,  paralytics,  tax  gather- 
ers, and  ordinary  village  folk.  Why  then=  the  conflict  at  Jeru- 
salem and  crucifixion  at  Skull  Hill?  Was  it  because  Jesus  not 
only  offered  healing/forgiveness,  and  strength,  but  challenged 
lapsed  traditions?  And,  because  he  asked  followers  to  heal, 
forgive,  and  strengthen  others  in  his  name,  and  demanded 
obedience  to  God's  Reign? 

INSIDE  AND  OUTSIDE  THE  WALLS 

While  Jesus  spoke  of  visiting  the  imprisoned  (Matt.  25: 
36),  our  present  day  responsibility  remains  challenging. 
We  are  to  visit,  to  care,  to  work  with  and  for  the  imprisoned 
toward  making  the  whole  judicial  system  hopeful  and  just. 

In  the  United  States  today,  more  than  a  half-million  men 
and  women  are  imprisoned  in  nearly. 7,000  facilities,  at  a 
total  annual  cost  of  more  than  $5  billion.  Only  two  coun- 
tries in  the  world— the  Soviet  Union  and  South  Africa- 
exceed  the  U.S.  in  the  percentage  of  the  total  population 
who  are  incarcerated.  And  here,  the  large  number  of  our 
prisoners  are  poor,  unemployed,  or  of  rac^Fminorities. 

Increasingly,  we  are  recognizing  that  our  entire  judicial 
system  may  be  unjust  and  in  need  of  review.  Yet,  with  only 
minor  exception,  we  tend  to  ignore  those  behind  bars.  "Out 
of  sight,  out. of  mind"  is  the  common  attitude.  Only  when 
Attica-like  violence  breaks  out  do  we  stop  to  think. 

Our  denomination,  together  with  fifteen  others,  works 
through  JSAC— the  Joint  Strategy  and  Action  Committee— 
to  shape  a  common  response  to  this  situation.  The  im- 
prisoned and  their  families  depend  on  our  ministry  to  them, 
both  inside  and  outside  the  walls.

SEVENTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  EPIPHANY  1 

FEBRUARY  21, 1982 
MARK  2:1-12 

Although  many  people  believed  it  to  be  so,  the  paralysis  of 
the  man  brought  to  Jesus  was  not  the  result  of  sin.  Rather, 
as  clinicians  tell  us  today,  a  burdening  sense  of  guilt  can 
physically  paralyze  the  body.  Because  this  is  so,  it  is  important 
to  be  clear  about  the  Christian  faith.  Christianity  is  not  a  reli- 
gion that  finally  convicts  us  of  sin.  It  finally  assures  us:  "Your 
sins  are  forgiven."  To  have  faith  like  that  contributes  to  whole- 
ness and  strength.  It  promotes  inner  peace.  It  helps  us  toward 
attaining  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body. 

REFUGE  IN  SOMALIA 

One  of  the  largest  concentrations  of  refugees  in  the 
world  today  is  in  one  of  the  world's  poorest  countries- 
Somalia.  A  narrow  country  whose  coastal  regions  stretch 
around  the  northeast  corner  of  Africa,  Somalia  has  been  at 
war  with  Ethiopia  over  rights  to  the  disputed  Ogaden  region 
for  many  years.  AU 

This  war  has  sent  an  estimated  1.5  million  people  into  the 
dry  and  barren  plains  of  Somalia,  seeking  water  and  any 
blade  of  grass  their  herds  can  eat.  Only  about  half  of  them 
have  found  their  way  to  the  32  refugee  camps  that  have 
been  created  for  their  care. 

The  ratio  of  refugees  to  the  rest  of  the  Somali  population 
(approximately  1  to  4)  has  taxed  the  resources  of  this  coun- 
try beyond  its  capacity  to  respond.  With  little  food  of  any 
kind  locally  available,  with  only  sparse  supplies  of  water 
that  is  often  polluted,  and  with  such  medical  problems  as 
severe  malnutrition,  leprosy,  bilharziasis,  measles,  and 
pneumonia,  the  need  of  these  refugees  is  critical ! 

Church  World  Service  is  the  agency  through  which  the 
United  Church  of  Christ  and  many  other  U.S.  denominations 
work  to  meet  this  need.  You  assist  in  ministering  to  these 
refugees  through  your  support  of  the  annual  One  Great 
Hour  of  Sharing,  our  annual  Lenten  appeal.

LENT 

In  the  early  centuries  of  Christian  history,  Lent  began  a 
the  final,  intensive  period  for  the  instruction  of  new  convert 
for  their  baptism  at  Easter.  The  annual  celebration  of  th 
death  and  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  was  recognized  a 
the  most  appropriate  time  for  baptism;  the  baptized  life  is 
life  in  which  one  dies  to  sin  and  to  the  old  life  and  in  whic 
one  is  ever  raised  from  death  to  a  new  life  and  a  share  j 
the  new  creation. 

Lent  later  came  to  also  include  the  reconciliation  of  thos 
who  had  lapsed  from  the  faith.  Easter  was  the  time  for  ther 
to  reaffirm  the  covenant  previously  established  in  the 
baptism. 

Lent's  scope  was  further  enlarged  when  it  became  a  tim 
for  all  the  baptized  to  prepare  to  celebrate  the  death  ah 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  central  event  of  Christia 
faith. 

Lent  is  therefore  best  understood  as  a  time  to  reflect  o 
the  meaning  of  being  joined  to  Christ  in  baptism.  Lent  lead 
us  back  to  the  baptismal  font  and  into  all  that  it  means  to I 
Christian.  It  is  a  time  of  repentance,  of  reaffirmation  of  tfi 
faith,  of  prayer  and  discipline,  of  rebirth  and  renewal.  It  is 
time  to  probe  the  questions  of  faith  and  life. 

The  dominant  spirit  of  Lent  should  therefore  not  be  1 
give  up  something,  but  to  take  up  anew  all  that  it  means  1 
belong  to  Christ.

"They  will  know  we  are  Christians  by  our  love."  It's  an  old, 
old  theme!  Loving  one  another  and  loving  the  world— as 
God  does— is  the  very  hallmark  of  a  Christian  lifestyle.  Yet 
look  about  you:  immense  poverty,  massive  hunger,  and 
overwhelming  suffering  mark  our  world. 

Lent  is  an.  appropriate  time  for  us  to  ask  whether  our 
lifestyle  as  Christians  has  become  indistinguishable  from 
that  of  the  world  about  us.  Long  seen  as  a  time  for  self- 
denial,  Lent  provides  opportunity  to  not  only  deny  self,  but 
also  to  affirm  others. 

So,  in  some  places,  small  groups  of  Christians  have 
determined  to  eat  less  meat,  to  grow  their  own  vegetables, 
to  spend  less  on  commercial  entertainment,  or  to  join  a 
buying  cooperative  as  a  kind  of  witness  to  a  simpler,  more 
Christian  lifestyle.  It  is  not  enough  to  avoid  being  part  of 
the  problem  for  those  about  us.  We  can  do  no  less  than  to 
act  in  their  behalf— both  directly  through  such  means  as 
the  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  and  indirectly  through  ef- 
forts to  contain  and  redirect  the  powers  and  principalities 
that  keep  people  poor,  hungry,  and  suffering.  This,  too,  is 
part  of  the  lifestyle  toward  which  we  Christians  move.

TODAY  THE  PALMS... 

The  sublime  drama  at  the  heart  of  the  faith  now  begins. 
Jesus  rides  into  the  royal  city  like  a  victorious  King.  The 
crowds  chant  "Blessed  is  he  who  comes  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord!  Hosanna  in  the  highest!"  But  soon  the  acclamations 
will  be  stilled  by  angry  cries  for  blood.  Today  the  palms 
tomorrow  the  passion.  After  this  moment  of  glory  there  is 

suffering.  . 

In  riding  into  the  royal  city,  Jesus  rode  directly  into  the 
center  of  the  conflict.  He  who  was  God's  greatest  gift  to  the 
world— perfect  goodness  and  truth— would  be  killed  by 
forces  of  evil  and  falsehood.  But  the  way  of  the  cross  is  the 
way  to  resurrection  victory.  The  passion  is  the  path  to  Eas- 
ter joy  The  entry  into  Jerusalem  not  only  marked  Jesus' 
triumph  as  Messiah,  but  also  opened  the  way  to  the  greater 
triumph  to  be  achieved  in  Jesus'  crucifixion  and  resurrec- 
tion. 

Today  we  wave  palms  and  shout  for  joy,  and  then  we  are 
silenced  by  the  solemn  memory  of  Jesus'  suffering  and 
death.

I  JOHN  5:1-6  '  ' 4 

A  New  Yorker  cartoon  has  a  preacher  in  his  pulpit  telling  the 
congregation,  "I'm  O.K.  and  you're  O.K.,"  while  the  people 
answer,  "Amen,  brother,  you're  O.K.  and  we're  O.K."  That  pic- 
ture is  not  one  we  get  from  the  writer  of  /  John.  He  sees  the 
world  gripped  by  "the  evil  one."  It  is  a  world  that  put  Jesus  to 
death  and  that  tests  us  to  our  core.  But,  he  says,  God  gives 
power  to  survive  and  know  victory.  That  victory  is  God's  gift. 
We  gain  it  by  faith  in  the  risen  Christ.  We  are  to  respond  to  it  by 
loving  others  who,  like  us,  also  struggle  to  overcome  the  world. 

A  PEACEMAKING  CHURCH 

Is  the  United  Church  of  Christ  a  peacemaking,  church? 
A  quick  look  at  our  General  Synod  priorities  and  our 
church's  mission  and  ministry  clearly  reveals  that  the  an- 
swer is  YES! 

Last  June,  delegates  to  the  Thirteenth  General  Synod  of 
our  UCC  overwhelmingly  voted  to  make  peace  and  peace- 
making a  top  priority  of  our  denomination  for  the  next  four 
years.  Our  UCC  president,  Dr.  Avery  Post,  asked  the  dele- 
gates this  question  concerning  the  arms  race:  "Do  you 
doubt  that  this  is  a  fundamental  issue  of  justice  for  our 
children,  grandchildren,  and  the  future  of  the  globe?" 

And  Dr.  Zelle  Andrews,  director  of  our  UCC  Peace 
Advocacy  Project  says,  "We  must  face  this  issue  as  a  com- 
munity of  church  people— of  people  who  have  faith  in  the 
God  of  all  creation,  and  in  Jesus  Christ  who,  by  his  life  and 
teachings,  called  us  as  believers  to  be  peacemakers,  the 
children  of  God." 

"We  may  disagree  about  how  to  achieve  peace,"  Drj 
Andrews  says.  But  the  diversity  of  our  UCC  has  always 
been  our  greatest  strength.  And  through  our  diversity,  we 
must  continue  to  witness  for  peacemaking  in  whatever  way 
we  can— we  are— a  peacemaking  church!

"FARM  AFTER  FARM  STANDS  EMPTY" 

Darkened,  empty  farmhouses  surround  the  farm  where 
Ruth  Ellen  and  LaVern  Truby  live  in  northeast  Nebraska's 
Cedar  County.  More  than  three-fourths  of  their  neighbors 
have  moved  away. 

"Farm  after  farm  stands  empty,"  says  Ruth  Ellen.  "We've 
almost  seen  it  settled  and  unsettled  in  our  lifetime." 

In  Cedar  County,  as  in  other  parts  of  our  country,  small 
farms  are  being  forced  to  close  by  inflation,  unfavorable 
taxes,  and  prices.  More  than  1,100  churches  in  our  United 
Church  of  Christ  are  in  farm  or  open  country  where  small 
farmers  are  being  swallowed  up  by  private  investors  and 
corporations. 

One  way  the  UCC  is  reaching  out  to  struggling  farmers 
is  through  the  Small  Farm  Energy  Project,  a  project  our 
United  Church  Board  for  Homeland  Ministries  helped  to 
start.  The  project  helps  family  farmers  to  save  money  by 
using  alternative  forms  of  energy. 

"As  well  as  suggestions,  we  found  encouragement  and 
support,"  Ruth  Ellen  Truby  says  of  this  project— just  one 
of  many  UCC  projects  focused  on  American  farm  life  that 
we  help  to  support  through  our  regular  gifts  to  Our  Christian 
World  Mission.

God  has  a  "lover's  quarrel"  with  the  world.  This  prayer  of 
Jesus,  reported  by  John,  reflects  that  quarrel.  Christians  live 
in  that  real  world— the  one  that  put  Jesus  to  death  and  makes 
discipleship  costly  today.  We  are  not  disembodied  spirits  free- 
floating  in  space.  We  have  been  "sent  into  the  world."  Never- 
theless, something  about  us  is  "not  of  the  world."  We  sense 
kinship  with  the  power  that  fires  the  sun,  orders  the  spiritual 
reality  that  pervades  Creation,  and  finally  will  conquer  every 
force  that  contends  against  the  just  and  loving  intention  of 
God.

The  Evangelical  Synod  of  North  America,  founded  at  St. 
Louis,  Missouri,  in  1840  as  the  German  Evangelical  Church- 
Union  of  the  West,  was  the  only  American  denomination 
that  from  the  beginning  united  German  Lutheran  and  Re- 
formed traditions. 

The  Evangelicals  ministered  largely  to  immigrants  from 
German-speaking  countries  (including  Russians  and  Hun- 
garians), but  adapted  quickly  to  more  flexible  American 
ways.  They  founded  church-related  hospitals,  orphanages, 
homes  for  the  aged,  and  homes  for  the  retarded.  They  also 
developed  strong  programs  of  confirmation  instruction 
and  of  education  for  ministers. 

The  Evangelicals  were  unusual  among  later  American 
immigrant  churches  in  combining  ability  to  organize  autono- 
mous ethnic  congregations  and  associations  on  the  fron- 
tier, with  a  manifestation  of  an  open  theological  attitude, 
effective  church  union  activity,  and  warm  home-and  for- 
eign-mission efforts.  All  this  they  did  under  the  authority 
of  the  church,  which  they  thought  of  as  universal,  reform- 
ing, and  evangelical.  In  1934,  the  Evangelical  Synod  of  North 
America  joined  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.S. 
4  to  form  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church.  From  this 
heritage,  Evangelicals  became  part  of  the  United  Church 
of  Christ  in  1957.

The 
world  rejoices  without  restraint  for  the  God  who  raised 
Jesus  from  death  and  raised  the  church,  sent  it  on  its  mis- 
sionary task,  and  gave  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  its  life-giving 

S°The  roots  of  Pentecost  are  in  the  Jewish  festival  of  Sha- 
vuot of  which  the  Greek  word  Pentecost  is  equivalent- 
the  "fiftieth  day."  Shavuot  is  the  fiftieth  day  after  the  begin- 
ning of  Passover;  the  Christian  Pentecost  is  the  fiftieth  day 
of  Easter.  For  Israel,  Shavuot  was  a  day  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  wheat  harvest,  an  annual  commemoration  of  the 
aivinq  of  the  Law  that  marked  a  new  relationship  between 
Israel  and  the  God  who  had  delivered  them  from  Egypt  in 
the  Exodus;  so  Pentecost  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new 
relationship  between  humanity  and  the  God  who  raised 
Jesus  from  the  dead.  .  - 

On  that  Pentecost  following  Jesus'  resurrection,  Jews 
from  all  parts  of  the  Empire  were  gathered  together.  Tn« 
hearing  in  one  language  came  as  a  sign  of  the  reversal  o 
Babel  when  the  unity  of  the  people  of  earth  was  broker 

byf  he  Spirit  comes  to  bring  together  the  scattered  of  earth 
The  Spirit  comes  to  heal  division  and  restore  unity.  Just  a. 
all  barriers  of  nationality  and  language  were  transcendec 
in  the  first-century  Pentecost,  so  is  it  for  us  a  sign  of  tha 
day  when  all  barriers  separating  people  will  be  broken  dowi 
and  humanity  will  find  its  true  unity  in  God.

ROMANS8:12-17 

Because  we  are  God's  children,  we  are  God's  heirs,  according 
to  the  apostle  Paul;  and  all  that  is  promised  to  Jesus  Christ  is 
to  be  ours  as  well.  There  is  one  condition  set  forth  by  Paul  that 
we  must  meet  if  we  are  to  share  in  this  inheritance.  We  are 
challenged  to  participate  in  Christ's  sufferings.  We  know  that 
Jesus  was  despised,  rejected,  and  finally  killed,  and  we  shy 
away  from  sharing  that  suffering.  However,  if  we  are  willing  to 
share  Christ's  sufferings,  we  are  promised  a  part  in  the  future 
to  which  he  points:  the  coming  of  God's  Realm,  the  resurrec- 
tion, and  life  everlasting. 

WOMEN  MISSIONARIES  IN  THE  UCC 

In  1812,  when  the  first  American  Protestant  missionaries 
were  ordained  and  commissioned  for  overseas  service,  their 
wives  and  fiancees  sat  as  spectators  in  a  nearby  pew.  A  few 
days  later,  however,  two  of  the  women  were  to  constitute 
half  of  the  "missionary  company"  that  set  sail  from  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  enroute  to  India! 

Today,  over  half  of  the  missionaries  in  our  United  Church 
of  Christ  are  women.  About  a  third  are  teachers,  and  many 
others  are  in  church  leadership  development,  community 
development,  and  health  fields.  Some  women  serving  over- 
seas are  clergy,  several  are  in  theological  education,  and 
still  others  accompany  and  complement  the  work  of  their 
husbands. 

Many  of  our  women  missionaries  are  in  leadership  roles. 
Dr.  Ruth  Catton,  for  instance,  is  the  director  of  a  25-b6d  rural 
hospital  in  Baitalpur,  India.  Gaby  Hein  is  another  leader.  She 
initiated  a  self-help  sewing  and  knitting  project  among 
women  in  a  squatter  area  of  Kenya,  Africa.

The  "treasure"  of  the  gospel  has  been  entrusted  to  Paul,  and 
down  through  the  generations  to  the  church.  Now,  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  proclamation  of  the  Good>News  belongs  to  us. 
We  are  just  as  much  "earthen  vessels,"  common  clay  pots,  as 
was  Paul.  Putting  that  treasure  in  such  ordinary  containers 
makes  clear  now,  as  it  did  then,  that  the  real  power  at  work  is 
God's,  and  not  our  own.  We  are  called,  as  Paul  was,  to  use  all 
the  talents  and  abilities  given  to  us  in  the  proclamation  of  the 
Good  News.  But,  it  is  always  God's  power  and  not  our  own 
that  enables  others  to  hear  and  to  respond. 

LAYPERSONS  ARE  TAKING  THE  LEAD 

"Alfredo  Renteria  is  a  member  of  the  tiny  church  of  Tla- 
jomulco,  Jalisco,"  writes  Arthur  Von  Gruenigen,  a  United 
Church  of  Christ  missionary  in  Mexico.  "For  several  years 
he  attended  our  extension  seminary  until  his  work  schedule 
made  it  impossible  for  him  to  continue. 

"Alfredo  shared  the  Gospel  of  Christ  with  a  fellow  worker 
whb  lives  in  one  of  the  humble  barrios  on  the  periphery  of 
Guadalajara,"  Rev.  Von  Gruenigen  continues.  "This  man 
began  to  speak  with  others,  and  now  there  is  a  tiny  church 
that  meets  in  his  home." 

The  church  that  grew  out  of  Alfredo's  evangelism  is  only 
one  example  of  the  growing  number  of  churches  started 
by  laypersons  in  Mexico.  The  Congregational  Churches  of 
Mexico  were  losing  members  until  recently,  Rev.  Von  Gru- 
enigen says.  "Now  we  are  beginning  to  see  a  new  trend. 
Small  groups  of  laypersons  are  taking  the  lead  in  trying  to 
establish  new  congregations!" 

We  celebrate  the  new  evangelistic  spirit  in  Mexico— a 
spirit  able  to  establish  churches  in  part  through  the  impor- 
tant work  of  persons  such  as  Arthur  Von  Gruenigen. 
.Through  our  gifts  to  Our  Christian  World  Mission,  we  help 
to  support  Rev.  Von  Gruenigen's  ministry  in  Mexico.

What  images  does  "lavish"  evoke  for  you?  Extravagant  par- 
ties? Elaborate  buffets?  Expensive  imported  sports  ears? 
Christmas  trees  surrounded  by  presents?  Lavished!  That's 
the  word  the  apostle  Paul  uses  for  God's  graciousness  to  us, 
for  the  forgiveness  and  redemption  made  available  to  us. 
That's  the  best  word  to  describe  the  party  thrown  by  the  father 
to  celebrate  the  return  of  his  prodigal  son.  "Lavish!"  When 
was  the  last  time  your  church  had  something  to  celebrate  in 
that  fashion?  It's  the  appropriate  style  when  God's  grace 
abounds! 

PRIME-TIME  GOSPEL? 

Recently  I  was  viewing  a  prime-time  television  show  with 
my  two  teenage  daughters.  The  program  plot  revolved 
around  an  unmarried  woman  whose  parents  were  visiting 
her  for  the  first  time  since  she  fled  from  home  several  years 
before.  When  it  appeared  that  their  reconciliation  attempt 
was  about  to  fail,  the  woman  brought  out  a  letter  she  had 
written  to  her  parents  some  years  before  when  she  was 
alone  in  a  strange  city,  about  to  give  birth  to  an  out-of-wed- 
lock child.  In  the  letter  the  daughter  expressed  feelings  of 
fear,  loneliness  and  deep  love  for  her  parents.  The  letter 
was  sent,  but  returned  unopened  with  the  cold  words 
scrawled  in  her  father's  handwriting,  "Return  to  Sender." 

A  few  minutes  later  the  television  program  ended  with 
the  family  beginning  its  reconciliation.  And  it  was  at  that 
moment  my  13-year-old  looked  up  at  me  and  said,  "Dad, 
why  are  you  crying?  Your  tears  are  all  the  way  to  your  neck!" 

The  tears  were  there  because  I  had  been  reminded  of  how 
fragile  loving  relationships  can  be.  The  tears  were  there 
because  I  had  witnessed  how  crucial  confession,  repen- 
tance, and  reconciliation  are  for  the  healing  of  fragmented 
love.  The  tears  were  there  because  I  recognized  the  mes- 
sage of  Christ  at  a  rather  unexpected  moment  ...  via  a 
commercial  television  program.

MARK  6:30-34 

A  retreat  is  not  an  escape.  Jesus'  disciples  had  just  returned 
from  a  preaching  trip,  and  he  was  eager  to  hear  what  they  had 
done.  So  many  people  were  coming  and  going  around  them 
they  could  not  even  eat.  So  Jesus  invites  them  to  "Come  away 
...  to  a  lonely  place,  and  rest  awhile."  He  suggests  a  retreat. 
But  the  crowd  follows  them  there,  and  Jesus  has  compassion 
on  them.  He  proceeds  to  teach  them  and,  finally,  to  feed  them. 
He  and  his  disciples  needed  a  retreat,  but  they  could  not 
escape!  There  are  times  when  we  need  a  retreat,  but  we  dare 
not  seek  an  escape. 

OUR  "CONGREGATIONAL"  HERITAGE 

With  roots  in  late  sixteenth-century  England,  where  small 
groups  of  Calvinists  sought  to  complete  the  Protestant 
Reformation  begun  by  Calvin  and  Luther,  Congregational- 
ists  did  not  agree  with  the  established  church  and  were 
persecuted,  in  the  American  colonies,  Congregationalists 
"covenanted"  together  to  form  "free"  churches,  binding 
themselves  to  walk  in  God's  ways  and  to  remain  open  to 
God's  truth. 

Congregationalists  pioneered  in  mission  work  among 
the  Indians.  Later,  when  Americans  moved  West,  they 
founded  many  frontier  churches,  colleges,  and  home-mis- 
sionary societies.  In  1810,  they  established  foreign  mission 
work,  especially  in  the  Pacific  Islands  and  in  Asia  As  our 
nation  anguished  over  the  slave  issue,  Congregationalists 
worked  in  various  ways  to  free  Blacks.  After  the  emancipa* 
tion,  they  established  schools  to  help  ex-slaves  take  their 
rightful  places  in  society.  Congregational  churches  were 
also  the  very  first  to  ordain  and  call  female  clergy. 

Theologically  flexible,  Congregationalists  did  not  formal- 
ly organize  as  a  national  denomination  until  the  second  half 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  They  have  always  worked  ecu- 
menically and  enthusiastically  for  the  gospel,  trusting  that 
when  two  or  three  gather  together  in  Christ's  name,  God's 
truth  and  the  church  will  endure.  In  keeping  with  this  tradi- 
tion, Congregationalists  joined  in  1929  with  The  Christian 
Churches  and  in  1957  became  part  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ.

ER  PENTECOST 


The  menu  was  limited!  Meat  at  night  and  bread  in  the  morning. 
That  was  it!  But  it  was  regular.  Six  days  a  week  it  was  there! 
The  instructions  that  came  with  it  seemed  a  bit  unusual  to 
some  of  the  people,  however.  They  were  only  to  gather  one 
day's  portion  (on  the  sixth  day  they  were  given  double  rations, 
of  course).  It  was  meant  as  a  test,  Moses  was  told.  A  test  to 
see  if  the  people  would  follow  instructions.  And  they  didn't! 
Would  we?  Not  likely!  We  know  the  things  that  God  would 
have  us  do.  And  we  fail  to  do  them,  too.  Only  the  menu  has 
changed! 


During  World  War  II  in  England,  mobile  canteens  used 
for  soliders'  coffee  and  donuts  were  found  to  be  useful  to 
serve  hot  meals  to  elderly  shut-ins.  Lady  Reading  brought 
the  idea  to  the  United  States  in  the  1950s,  thereby  starting 
the  volunteer  program  known  as  Meals  on  Wheels. 

In  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  Church  Women  United  started  the 
first  service  of  meals  in  the  Lemay  neighborhood.  Now 
there  are  20  programs  throughout  the  metropolitan  area. 
Meals  are  professionally  prepared  in  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes,  then  delivered  to  1,000  people  each  week.  Over  1,300 
volunteers  participate  in  delivering  and  administering  the 
programs.  Those  who  receive  the  meals  pay  if  they  are  able, 
with  the  balance  of  the  cost  made  up  by  contributions. 

Jesus,  with  great  practical  insight,  understood  the  hun- 
ger of  the  crowds  for  physical  food.  But  he  reminded  the 
people  that  the  Almighty  gives  the  true  bread  from  heaven. 
Those  of  us  who  have  received  this  true  bread  consider 
Meals  on  Wheels  an  opportunity  for  grateful  response  to 
our  blessing.

THE  SOJOURNER  IN  OUR  COUNTRY 

Six-year-old  Maria  couldn't  go  to  school  anymore.  With 
the  violence  and  bloodshed  in  her  country  of  El  Salvador,  it 
simply  wasn't  safe  when  she  walked  home  from  school  in 
the  late  afternoon. 

Both  Maria  and  her  mother,  Marguenta,  as  well  as  many 
other  persons  from  El  Salvador,  fled  their  war-torn  country 
and  made  their  way  to  the  U.S.  Once  in  Arizona,  they  were 
apprehended  by  the  U.S.  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service  and  jailed  pending  deportation  hearings  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Southwest  Conference  of  the  Unitea 
Church  of  Christ-working  with  the  Religious  Task  Force 
on  El  Salvador  in  Phoenix— Maria  and  her  mother  were  ab  e 
to  have  their  bonds  reduced.  They  then  found  hospita  ity 
in  the  home  of  Rev.  Alan  McLarty,  of  the  Southwest  Confer- 
ence staff,  who  is  active  in  working  with  the  Salvadoreans 

,P  "Our  ministry  in  Arizona  is  primarily  to  be  with  and  assist 
and  support  those  persons  who  are  in  our  country  because 
of  violence  in  El  Salvador,"  says  Rev.  McLarty.  "We  are  try- 
ing  to  help  the  church  provide  hospitality  for  the  stranger, 
the  sojourner  in  our  country.

PROVERBS  9:1-6 

Almost  everyone  loves  a  banquet,  and  wisdom,  characterized 
in  the  book  of  Proverbs  as  a  woman,  extends  an  invitation. 
Those  who  chose  to  eat  and  drink  with  her  may  expect  experi- 
ences and  education  with  their  roots  in  "the  fear  of  the  Lord." 
They  are  promised  the  possibility  of  "life"  and  a  "walk  in  the 
way  of  insight."  The  alternative  is  the  banquet  offered  by  folly. 
Its  pleasures  are  illicit,  it  takes  place  in  the  dark,  and  it  leads 
to  death.  The  simple,  the  young,  the  inexperienced,  the  un- 
educated are  invited  to  choose.  Two  parties,  two  banquets. 
Which  will  it  be? 

BREAD  FOR  THE  WORLD 

Bread  for  the  world  comes  through  a  variety  of  means 
available  to  the  church.  The  most  familiar  is  direct  relief  aid. 
Somalia  is  an  example  of  an  area  of  the  world  in  great 
material  distress.  Through  the  Interchurch  Response  con- 
sortium—Church World  Service,  Lutheran  World  Relief, 
and  Catholic  Relief  Services— Somalia  is  receiving  massive 
doses  of  direct  aid  from  churches.  More  than  that,  the 
consortium  is  working  on  a  development  plan  that  will  even- 
tually help  the  Somali  people  to  rise  above  their  hardships 
and  depend  upon  themselves  for  food. 

In  addition,  Somalia  received  aid  directly  due  to  the  ef- 
forts of  Bread  for  the  World,  a  United  States  church-related 
public  policy  agency  supported  in  part  by  church  hunger 
funds.  Bread  for  the  World  is  a  Christian  Citizens  Action 
group  that  focuses  on  hunger  legislation  before  the  Con- 
gress. Its  work  a  year  ago  was  very  influential,  according  to 
a  director  of  the  U.S.  Agency  for  International  Development, 
in  passing  legislation  that  allocated  $43  million  for  food  aid 
in  Somalia. 

So,  through  means  direct  and  indirect,  the  church  makes 
a  difference  in  the  lives  of  hungry  people  everywhere.

There  are  times  when  it  does  no  good  to  be  told:  "Be  strong, 
fear  not."  Your  energy  may  simply  be  gone  and  you  may  face 
real  peril.  To  hear  that  God  will  pull  you  out  in  the  nick  of  time 
may  be  of  little  use.  More  useful  may  be  someone  who  stands 
by  in  your  weakness  and  fear— someone  as  tempted  to  cave 
in  as  you  are,  but  who  doesn't,  someone  in  trouble  as  deep  as 
yours,  but  who  keeps  confident.  The  prophet  Isaiah  stood  by 
the  exiles  in  Babylon  who  were  tempted  to  feel  abandoned  by 
God.  Stand  by  people  who  are  fearful  and  weak;  be  for  them 
courage  and  strength. 

THE  ALTAR  WAS  WITHOUT  FLOWERS 

Almost  exactly  one  year  ago,  the  first  worship  service 
of  the  All  Nations  Indian  Church,  United  Church  of  Christ, 
took  place  in  Minneapolis,  MN.  The  altar  was  without 
flowers,  but  a  pumpkin,  squash,  gourds,  and  Indian  corn 
lay  in  their  place.  Two  Indian  baskets  served  as  offering 
plates,  and  the  altar  cloth  was  a  white,  blue,  and  red  star 
quilt.  The  elements  for  Holy  Communion  were  a  common 
pottery  cup  and  plates  of  Indian  fry  bread. 

"It  was  a  joyous  celebration  that  marked  the  beginning 
of  worship  after  almost  three  years  of  planning  for  this 
congregation,"  says  Rev.  Harry  Stroessner,  gathering  pastor 
of  the  church.  "We  hope  that  the  spirit  of  joy  will  continue 
with  us  as  we  are  led  by  God." 

This  joyous  celebration  marked  an  important  event  in  the 
history  of  the  UCC— it  was  the  first  worship  service  of  the 
first  urban  Indian  church  in  our  denomination! 

We  helped  to  start  this  important  UCC  church  through 
our  gifts  to  the  Neighbors  in  Need  offering.  We  can  help 
to  do  more  for  this  urban  Indian  church,  and  aid  our  UCC 
churches  on  Indian  reservations,  by  supporting  the  UCC 
Council  for  American  Indian  Ministry  through  this  year's 
NIN  all-church  offering.

MARK  9:38-48 

In  a  story  by  the  English  author,  G.K..  Chesterton,  a  criminal 
disguised  as  a  postman  completely  escaped  detection.  Every- 
one was  so  accustomed  to  seeing  postmen  that  no  one  saw 
him  at  all.  We  are  often  oblivious  to  the  obvious  or  common- 
place Jesus  commended  small,  ordinary  kindnesses,  like 
giving  someone  a  cup  of  cold  water.  Such  kindnesses  are  easy 
to  overlook,  and  thus  easy  to  omit.  Yet  they  offer  us  an  oppor- 
tunity to  show  friendship.  When  Jesus  calls  us  to  servanthood, 
he  asks  us  to  be  ready  to  answer  life's  needs,  whether  they  are 
small  or  large. 

A  LAY  COUPLE'S  SPECIAL  STEWARDSHIP 

Lay  persons  in  the  United  Church  of  Christ  often  provide 
distinct  leadership  in  the  local  church,  in  conference  posi- 
tions, and  in  national  settings  of  the  UCC.  Some  people, 
like  Edwin  and  Roberta  Doughty,  even  provide  leadership 
and  service  to  persons  in  other  countries— like  Honduras. 

"Edwin  and  Roberta  (Ed  and  Robbie)  Doughty  have  been 
coming  to  Honduras  during  the  winter  months  for  the  past 
twelve  years,"  write  Bob  and  Kay  Olson,  UCC  missionaries 
in  Yoro,  Honduras.  "Stewardship  to  them  means  volunteer- 
ing their  help  to  the  Evangelical  &  Reformed  Church  in 
Honduras  in  any  way  they  can.  In  the  summer  months  they 
serve  people  at  their  campground  in  Maine," 

The  Doughtys  first  worked  to  help  Dr.  Joyce  Baker, 
another  UCC  missionary,  open  a  clinic  in  Pinalejo  as  part 
of  the  mission  of  the  Evangelical  &  Reformed  Church,  the 
Olsons  write.  They  also  helped  to  distribute  money  and 
materials  for  new  homes  to  the  survivors  of  Hurricane  Fifi 
in  1974,  and  were  on  hand  again  with  food,  clothing,  and 
building  materials  when  an  earthquake  leveled  many  homes 
and  the  badly  damaged  Pinalejo  mission  house  and  church 
in  1976.  Ed  is  currently  helping  out  at  the  UCC-related 
Evangelical  &  Reformed  Education  Center  (CEVER)  in  Yoro, 
and  Robbie  is  doing  volunteer  work  at  the  orphanage  and 
hospital  in  San  Pedra  Sula. 

Whether  volunteers  in  Honduras— like  the  Doughtys— 
or  employed  workers  at  all  levels  of  church  work,  lay  per- 
sons are  helping,  through  the  stewardship  of  their  skills 
and  energy,  to  make  mission  happen  in  the  United  Church 
of  Christ.

MARK  10:2-16 

"Hardness  of  heart,"  Jesus  told  Palestinians  of  his  day,  ac- 
counted for  some  provisions  in  Jewish  law  that  governed  the 
relations  of  the  sexes  in  their  world.  The  injustices  visited  on 
women  by  our  society— including  attitudes  and  actions  of 
people  who  regard  themselves  as  Christians— may  be  due  to 
a  similar  hard-heartedness.  Maleness  and  femaleness,  said 
Jesus,  are  according  to  God's  intent.  Parity  for  women  in  the 
marketplace,  before  the  law,  in  parental  roles,  and  in  church 
life:  are  these  not  implied  in  the  faith  that  God  made  us  female 
and  male? 

A  LOOK  AT  WOMEN  IN  THE  UCC 

We  in  the  United  Church  of  Christ  have  much  to  be  thank- 
ful for  when  we  look  at  the  contributions  of  women  in  our 
church.  From  the  two  women  who  set  sail  from  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  enroute  to  India  in  1812  to  the  approxi- 
mately 150  women  currently  serving  as  UCC  missionaries, 
from  the  women  supporting  their  husbands'  ministries  in 
the  church  to  the  women  clergy  providing  leadership  in  our 
denomination,  from  the  women  working  in  local  church 
committees  to  the  women  heading  up  national  agencies  of 
the  UCC,  women  have  been  invaluable  in  helping  to  shape 
the  life  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ! 

One  way  that  women  in  the  UCC  are  currently  working 
together  and  sharing  their  concerns  is  through  a  national 
partnership  of  UCC  women  and  women's  groups  called 
UCC  Women  in  Mission.  This  new  "linkage"  of  women  in 
the  church  recovers  an  important  connection  that  was  lost 
when  the  National  Women's  Fellowship  and  Women's  Guild 
disbanded  at  the  time  of  the  UCC  merger  in  1957. 

Administered  by  the  UCC  Coordinating  Center  for 
Women  in  Church  and  Society,  Women  in  Mission  is  help- 
ing to  strengthen  women's  organizations  in  the  UCC,  help- 
ing to  foster  growth  in  faith  journeys  of  individual  women, 
and  helping  to  give  greater  visibility  and  unity  to  the  women 
in  our  denomination. 

Through  UCC  Women  in  Mission  and  other  efforts, 
women  will  continue  to  give  of  their  strength  and  vision  in 
supporting  the  total  mission  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ.

MARK  10:17-27 

"How  hard  for  those  who  have  riches  to  enter  the  kingdom!" 
That  is  a  hard  saying  of  the  gospel!  The  disciples  were  not 
prepared  for  it,  nor  has  the  Christian  world  ever  been.  The 
church  later  tried  to  soften  it,  but  never  succeeded.  Jesus 
says,  "Children,  how  hard  it  is  to  enter  the  kingdom  . . ."  This  I 
may  be  an  urging  to  commit  undivided  attention  to  God's 
reign.  Poverty  crushes  and  brutalizes  the  soul;  wealth  lulls  it  , 
into  a  false  sense  of  security.  In  both  are  hazards.  We  must' 
not  equate  wealth  with  virtue,  or  poverty  with  virtue. 

OUR  "REFORMED"  HERITAGE 

What  became  the  [German]  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  developed  in  Switzerland  and  Germany  during 
the  sixteenth  century  out  of  the  attempt  by  Martin  Luther,  . 
Philipp  Melancthon,  Ulrich  Zwingli,  John  Calvin,  and  others  . 
to  reform  the  church  of  their  day.  During  the  1700s  and  \ 
1800s,  oppressive  conditions  caused  thousands  of  German-  \ 
speaking  Reformed  emigrants  to  come  to  America.  Most  of 
them  settled  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  country  where 
pioneer  pastors  like  John  Philip  Boehm,  who  served  25 
Pennsylvania  congregations  between  1725  and  1749,  and 
Michael  Schlatter,  who  formed  the  church's  first  administra- ; 
five  body  in  1747,  succeeded  in  bringing  Reformed  people  ' 
together.  -J 

Despite  serious  problems  during  the  1800's,  the  church 
consolidated.  It  developed  catechetical  instruction,  liturgi- 
cal worship,  regular  celebration  of  the  sacraments,  use  of 
the  English  language,  and  a  presbyterian  form  of  govern-^ 
ment.  The  church  also  published  magazines,  organized 
societies,  sponsored  home  and  foreign  missions,  and  sup- 
ported educational  institutions,  such  as  the  theological 
seminary  at  Mercersburg,  PA. 

Recognition  of  the  church's  continuity  and  unity  inspired 
its  leaders  to  discuss  merger  with  other  denominations.  In 
1934  successful  negotiations  led  td  a  merger  with  the 
Evangelical  Synod  of  North  America.  And  in  1957,  the 
Evangelical  &  Reformed  Church  became  a  part  of  the  United 
Church  of  Christ.

TWENTY-SECOND  SUNDAY  AFTER  PENTECOST 


OCTOBER  31, 1982 
MARK  10:34-45 

The  heart  has  two  beats:  systolic  and  diastolic.  The  Christian 
life  has  two  heartbeats:  taking  in  and  giving  out.  It  is  fatal  to 
neglect  either.  Vital  Christian  living  begins  in  being  loved, 
owned,  and  saved.  Prayer,  worship,  study,  and  open-souled 
receptivity  toward  God's  grace  must  come  first  and  regularly. 
If  not,  faith  becomes  exhausting  and  confused  drudgery.  But 
once  our  need  is  served,  we  are  called  to  serve  others  as  God 
serves  us.  Otherwise,  faith  becomes  egocentric  and  hypo- 
critical, a  vapid  and  false  reading  of  the  mind  of  Jesus,  our 
Servant  and  Source. 

REFORMING  AND  RENEWING 

In  the  1500's,  posting  theses  on  the  castle-church  door 
at  Wittenburg  was  considered  a  normal  way  to  start  an 
academic  debate.  So  when  Martin  Luther  posted  his  95 
theses  465  years  ago,  he  expected  to  stimulate  academic 
thought  and  possible  controversy.  Instead,  Luther  found 
himself  leading  a  nationwide  movement  of  protest  that  led 
to  the  Protestant  Reformation. 

Luther  and  other  leaders  of  the  Reformation,  such  as 
John  Calvin,  based  their  beliefs  in  scripture— scripture  that 
not  only  needed  to  be  read  and  accepted,  but  understood. 
After  re-examining  and  studying  the  writings  of  St.  Paul,  for 
instance,  Luther  began  to  understand  God  in  a  new  light. 
God  is  forgiving  and  righteous  instead  of  a  tyrannical,  harsh 
judge!  "I  felt  myself  absolutely  born  again,"  Luther  said. 
'The  gates  of  Paradise  had  been  flung  open  and  I  had  enter- 
ed. There  and  then  the  whole  of  Scripture  took  on  another 
look  to  me . . ." 

Today  on  Reformation  Sunday  the  same  scriptures  speak 
to  us.  What  kind  of  look  do  they  take  on  for  us?  And  will 
our  understanding  lead  us  to  be  a  part  of  a  church  that  is  ! 
continually  being  reformed  and  renewed?

God,  it  seems,  does  not  like  fractions.  God  asks  for  the  whole 
of  the  self:  its  feelings,  attitudes  and  aspirations,  thought,  and 
energy.  "All."  And  that's  true  about  our  money,  too.  God  asks 
for  it  all,  not  just  the  ten  per  cent  stipulated  by  the  law  of  the 
tithe,  or  the  five  per  cent  we  are  asked  to  give  for  the  church's 
local  and  wider  work,  an  amount  we  call  the  "modern  tithe." 
God  asks  for  one  hundred  cents  of  every  dollar.  How  we  get 
money,  how  much  money  we  give  for  others,  and  what  we  do 
with  what  we  keep:  all  these  are  issues  for  Christian  steward- 
ship. 

FREED  TO  LOVE,  FREED  TO  LIVE,  FREE  TO  GIVE 

Freedom.  It  is  a  powerful  word.  It  is  a  concept  we  cherish. 
We  bristle  if  our  own  sense  of  freedom  is  threatened.  And 
yet,  often  we  don't  quite  feel  free.  It  seems  strange,  but 
many  times  those  who  are  suffering  under  great  oppression 
are  the  people  who  best  understand  freedom.  Dietrich  Bon- 
hoeffer,  a  German  theologian  who  was  imprisoned  and 
eventually  executed  by  Hitler,  spoke  eloquently  of  freedom. 
Saint  Paul,  despite  being  the  object  of  continual  distrust 
and  persecution,  spoke  authoritatively  of  the  freedom  that 
grew  from  his  faith. 

For  both  Paul  and  Bonhoeffer,  the  source  of  freedom  was 
God.  They  learned  the  lessons  of  freedom  from  Christ.  They 
learned  that  one  cannot  acquire  freedom.  One  cannot 
possess  it.  For  in  trying  to  seize  it,  freedom  is  lost. 

We  discover  that  freedom  comes  in  letting  go,  not  in 
holding  on;  in  sharing,  not  in  getting.  Freedom  is  a  gift  from 
God.  In  the  moments  in  which  we  accept  freedom,  we  dis- 
cover God's  giving  nature.  With  the  acceptance  of  the  gift, 
we  recognize  that  we  have  been  freed  to  love.  We  have  been 
freed  to  live.  And  in  a  moment  of  exciting  insight,  we  under- 
stand an  undeniable  lesson  of  Christ:  The  true  act  of  free- 
dom is  giving,  for  in  giving,  our  freedom  is  affirmed.  In  our 
giving,  God  draws  a  delicate  circle  to  completion.  Freedom, 
and  giving,  and  living,  and  loving  become  inseparable.

NOVEMBER  28, 1982 
JEREMIAH  33:14-16 

Jeremiah  has  two  minds  about  human  hope  for  justice.  In  one 
vision,  he  sees  justice  coming  in  the  advent  of  the  Messiah. 
In  another,  it  is  to  come  through  a  People  of  God.  Some  of  us 
may  ask:  "But  will  justice  ever  come— through  any  agent, 
human  or  divine?  In  courtrooms,  legislatures,  marketplaces, 
and  habitations  of  the  poor,  will  justice  always  be  partly  a  ful- 
fillment and  partly  a  tantalizing  dream?"  Advent  quickens  hope 
in  God's  promise,  reaffirms  God's  down-payment  in  Jesus, 
points  to  hope's  fulfillment,  and  summons  us  to  work  now 
for  justice  in  every  land. 


CELEBRATING  THE  COMING  OF  CHRISTMAS 

Advent  is  an  exciting  time  for  many  of  us.  The  lighting  of 
candles,  the  singing  of  joyful  hymns,  the  anticipation  of 
celebrating  the  birth  of  Christ  all  contribute  to  our  sense 
of  gladness  this  season. 

All  across  the  world,  Christian0  people  gather  together 
to  join  in  Advent  services— even  in  the  face  of  dangerous 
conditions  in  their  countries.  One  missionary  who  is  teach- 
ing in  Sri  Lanka,  for  example,  writes  of  terrorism  and  the 
army's  violent  reprisal.  Yet  he  says  "we  were  also  able  to 
hold  our  own  Christmas  Carol  Service  the  First  Sunday  in 
AdVent."

Another  hit  was  a  Pueblo  Indian  chant  render- 
ed enthusiastically  by  the  boys  of  the  new  home  next  door 
to  the  church." 

This  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  let  us  remember  our  overseas 
brothers  and  sisters  who  also  celebrate  this  joyous  season, 
even  in  turbulent,  troubled  times.  Together  we  share  the 
heightened  awareness  of  the  meaning  of  Christmas,  the 
birth  of  Jesus  Christ.

DECEMBER  5, 1982 
ISAIAH  9:2,  6-7 

If  ever  there  was  a  "people  who  walked  in  darkness,"  we  could 
be  it!  The  world  today  feels  like  a  giant  San  Andreas  fault.  Let 
conflict  break  out  anywhere,  and  we  watch  nervously  to  see  if 
the  reverberations  will  set  off  enough  nuclear  hardware  to 
destroy  each  of  us  a  half  dozen  times.  Where  does  the  hope 
for  peace  fit  in  a  world  like  that?  Perhaps  nowhere— unless 
God  is  in  the  struggle  for  peace  and  followers  of  the  Prince  of 
Peace  get  in  it,  too.  Advent  heralds  such  a  God.  In  Christ's 
coming,  God  joins  the  work  of  peacemaking  and  calls  us  to  be 
peacemakers,  now. 

WORLD  PEACE 

A  veteran  political  reporter  was  recently  quoted  as  saying, 
"There  is  no  question  that  a  peace  movement  is  emerging  in 
opposition  to  nuclear  weapons.  And  the  foundation  of  it  is 
in  the  churches." 

Roman  Catholics  as  well  as  Quakers,  evangelicals  as  well 
as  mainline  Protestants  are  uniting  their  efforts  with  per- 
sons of  good  will  the  world  over  against  the  arms  race  and 
against  the  threat  of  a  nuclear  conflagration. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  in  1982 
voted  to  move  the  UCC  in  the  direction  of  becoming  a 
"peace  church"  and  to  set  peace  as  the  topmost  priority 
during  the  next  four  years.  UCC  Conference  Executives 
added  their  witness  to  this  priority  in  their  recent  message 
to  our  congregations  by  calling  for  a  halt  to  the  "suicidal 
buildup"  of  nuclear  and  chemical  weapons.  Theo  conference 
ministers  declared  that  the  existence  of  such  weapons  is 
contrary  to  the  will  of  God.  They  urged  the  redistribution  of 
resources  from  arms  to  human  need,  noting,  "Weapon 
starve  the  poor.  Where  Christ  is  present,  the  poor  are  fed." 

As  followers  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  we  are  increasingl 
aware  that  our  mission  in  the  world  includes  the  might 
task  of  peacemaking  for  the  sake  of  all  humanity.

ROMANS  11:35 

Few  questions  come  more  readily  than  the  question,  "Why?" 
The  mind  wants  reasons  and  the  deeper  the  questions,  the  great- 
er our  hunger  for  answers.  In  his  letter  to  Rome,  Paul  tries  to 
explain  how  God's  plan  works.  Why,  asks  Paul,  has  God  now 
rejected  Israel  whom  once  God  chose?  Then,  the  answer  far  from 
complete,  Paul  stops  his  explanation  and  begins  a  hymn  to  God's 
wisdom  and  glory.  That  may  be  the  best  way  to  handle  the  deep 
questions:  not  with  argument,  but  with  worship;  to  confess  that, 
in  the  end,  all  is  grace,  all  is  for  God's  glory.

1  CORINTHIANS  1:18 

Making  It,  a  bright  young  author's  autobiography,  once  took  our 
nation  by  storm,  partly  because  of  our  addiction  to  "success." 
In  contrast,  the  Christian  message  is  a  gospel  for  people  who 
never  made  it.  See  those  drawn  to  Jesus:  the  landless  poor, 
sinners,  tax-collectors,  and  others  beyond  the  pale  of  respect- 
ability. Look  at  those  who  made  up  the  early  church:  slaves, 
women,  uneducated  and  powerless  people.  No  wonder  the 
message  of  the  cross  seemed  "foolishness"  to  the  sophisticated 
and  powerful  of  Paul's  day.  And  how  strange  the  power  it  has 
proved  to  possess! 

FOOLS  FOR  CHRIST 

When  a  group  of  ten  or  eleven  teenagers  decide  to  clown 
around  on  Sunday  morning  in  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  a 
large  congregation  turns  out  in  anticipation.  Why?  The 
youth  will  engage  the  congregation  in  a  unique  worship 
experience  created  by  "The  Clown  Ministry,"  a  group  of 
high  school  students  led  by  the  Reverend  Sharon  S.  Porter, 
associate  minister  at  Keene  United  Church  of  Christ. 

Handing  out  balloons,  donning  costumes,  using  a  few 
props,  and  performing  dance  and  mime,  the  youth  lead  the 
congregation  through  a  new  look  at  the  Scriptures.  "I  see 
them  reading  the  Bible  now,"  says  Rev.  Porter.  "They  take 
a  theme  they  are  interested  in,  according  to  Scripture,  and 
express  it  through  mime  and  clowning.  They  ask  them- 
selves, 'How  can  we  make  this  into  everyday  stuff?'  " 

One  recent  worship  service  focused  on  the  Noah  theme, 
with  the  teenagers  miming  the  flood  and  the  building  of  the 
ark.  Another  worship  service  was  spent  exploring  the  ques- 
tion, "Where  is  God?"  "The  clowns  are  interested  in  solving 
the  mystery  of  'Where  is  God'  Sherlock  Holmes-style," 
says  Rev.  Porter.  "They  discover  that  God  dwells  in  human- 
kind." 

"The  people  really  turn  out  for  the  clowns,"  she  says. 
This  may  be  the  most  telling  point  of  the  effectiveness  of 
clown  ministry— a  vital,  growing  ministry  in  many  UCC 
churches  that  gladly  proclaims  "We  Are  Fools  for  Christ!"

EPHESIANS2:14 

Christ  overcomes  walls  that  divide  people  by  sending  us  to  where 
the  dispossessed  are.  Native  Americans  who  lose  to  invaders 
their  spiritual  heritage  and  tribal  lands  are  dispossessed.  Black 
Americans  who  are  denied  full  human  dignity  and  justice  are 
dispossessed.  Women  who  are  excluded  from  total  equality  with 
men  by  language,  cultural  patterns,  and  law  are  dispossessed. 
Jesus  is  the  man  for  others  who  calls  us  to  be  people  for  others. 
We  are  to  stand  with  the  dispossessed,  co-advocates  in  the 
struggle  to  restore  to  them  that  of  which  they  have  been  robbed. 

A  POWERFUL  WITNESS  IN  THE  MIDDLE  EAST 

Maintaining  a  diplomatic  stance  amidst  the  terror  and 
bloodshed  in  the  Middle  East,  the  Middle  East  Council  of 
Churches  (MECC)  has  helped  to  ease  some  of  the  suffering 
in  that  troubled  part  of  the  world.  Because  it  includes  both 
Protestant  and  Orthodox  churches,  the  Council  has  unique 
access  to  the  various  conflicting  groups  in  the  Middle  East 
and  can  act  as  a  conduit  for  people  to  talk,  negotiate,  anc 
work  out  possible  guidelines  for  peace  in  those  countries. 

The  MECC  also  perseveres  in  its  program  of  relief,  re 
construction,  and  rehabilitation.  Even  during  intensive 
fighting  in  Beirut  and  other  parts  of  Lebanon,  the  Counci 
is  able  to  help  meet  the  urgent  need  for  medicines,  food 
clothing,  and  small  amounts  of  cash.  In  1981,  for  example 
approximately  7,000  Christians  and  Muslims  who  were 
devastated  by  bombardments  and  blockades  in  Lebanor 
were  aided  through  the  efforts  of  the  MECC. 

We  Americans  can  affirm  the  powerful  witness  of  the 
MECC  by  responding  to  the  Council's  call  to  denomination? 
in  the  United  States.  This  call  asks  us  to  reflect  theological 
ly  on  the  Middle  East  situation  and  use  our  reflections  tc 
influence  policy  decisions,  to  help  maintain  the  physics 
presence  of  Christians  in  the  Middle  East,  and  to  assis 
when  appropriate  in  cases  where  there  are  violations  o 
human  rights  and  of  religious  freedom.

The  worst  storm  in  a  century  hit  Santa  Cruz  County,  California 
last  year.  A  mud  slide  buried  the  home  of  a  young  couple  whc 
were  about  to  have  their  first  child.  The  people  of  a  nearby  church 
who  themselves  had  suffered  from  the  same  storm,  came  to  the 
couple's  rescue  with  housing,  clothes,  money,  and  love.  Then  the 
baby  came.  A  great  party  was  held  after  church  one  Sunday.  The 
congregation  joined  the  young  parents  in  celebrating  the  birth  o 
their  child  and  shared  love  that  was  born  amid  adversity  and  joy 
"Suffer  together . . .  rejoice  together." 

WHAT  IS  A  MISSIONARY? 

What  do  we  mean  when  we  say  someone  is  an  oversea? 
missionary?  Who  are  these  persons  in  the  United  Church 
of  Christ  and  what  do  they  do? 

One  answer  to  these  frequently  asked  questions  comes 
from  a  recent  letter  written  by  Tgaard  and  Anne  Hommes; 
UCC  missionaries  in  Yogyakarta,  Indonesia.  "On  the  books 
we  are  listed  as  missionaries,"  they  say.  "Often,  the  wore 
'missionary'  connotes  making  sacrifices  of  some  sort  . . . 
It  would  be  regrettable,  however,  if  the  fact  were  forgotter 
that  missionaries  are  as  much  or  more  receivers  than  givers. 

"Mission  is  mutual  respect,  support,  trust,  learning  and 
cooperatively  serving  a  common  Lord  in  different  places 
in  the  world,"  they  write.  "The  model  of  superiority/inferior- 
ity, so  often  associated  with  Third  World  development' 
schemes,  is  wholly  misplaced  and  misleading    Ex- 
posure and  consciousness  raising  is  one  way  to  start  I  if  tine 
the  veil  in  order  to  see  the  grapes  of  mature  Third  Worlcj 
'Christianity  hanging  abundantly  in  the  valley  of  (coconut) 
milk  and  honey  in  S.E.  Asia. 

"We  try  not  to  forget,"  the  Hommes  write,  "that  we  re- 
main recipients  of  the  graciousness  of  those  into  whose 
midst  we  have  been 'missioned'  or  sent."

One  trouble  with  the  word  "love"  is  that  you  can  say,  "I  love  roast 
beef,"  or  "I  love  Mozart,"  or  "I  love  my  daughter,"  or  "I  love  God." 
Now,  any  word  that  can  be  used  to  refer  all  the  way  from  roast 
beef  to  God  is  too  broad.  That  is  one  reason  why  Paul's  hymn  of 
love  in  /  Corinthians  13  is  so  appealing.  It  sharpens  what  love 
means.  Paul  says,  for  example,  that  love  is  not  soft-headed  indul- 
gence. Love  sets  clear  moral  bounds.  It  does  not  try  to  wink  away 
wrong-doing.  Love  works  to  bring  out  of  us  nothing  less  than  the 
good  that  God  has  put  in  us. 

OUTPOURING  OF  CONCERN  AND  HOPE 

In  June  of  last  year,  many  United  Church  of  Christ  mem- 
bers, congregations,  conferences,  and  national  agencies 
made  a  visible  witness  to  one  of  our  denomination's 
priorities— peace.  Throughout  the  country,  church  mem- 
bers and  other  concerned  persons  demonstrated  for  an  end 
to  the  escalating  arms  race  by  joining  marches,  partici- 
pating in  rallies,  attending  prayer  vigils,  and  speaking  out 
for  disarmament. 

This  great  outpouring  of  concern  and  hope  took  place 
during  the  United  Nations  Second  Special  Session  on 
Disarmament.  Over  ten  thousand  persons  joined  in  an 
international  Religious  Convocation  at  the  Cathedral  of  St. 
John  the  Divine  in  New  York  City  on  June  11,  then  marched 
to  Central  Park  to  plant  a  tree— a  symbol  of  peace  and 
healing.  Our  UCC  president,  Dr.  Avery  D.  Post,  participated 
in  the  call  to  worship  of  that  great  event. 

Then  on  June  12,  over  half  a  million  persons,  including 
thousands  of  UCC  folk,  gathered  in  New  York  City  to  show 
support  for  disarmament.  "Choose  Life,"  read  many  ban- 
ners quoting  Deuteronomy,  "that  you  and  your  children 
may  live."

—a  stand  that  we  must  translate  into  action  wherever  pos- 
sible in  this  new  year  of  1983.

LUKE  6:20, 24 

It  is  hard  to  know  what  to  do  with  Jesus.  Luke  reports  Jesus  as 
teaching  the  exact  opposite  of  what  many  of  us  really  believe. 
Someone  suggests  that  we  rewrite  the  Beatitudes:  "Blessed  are 
the  prosperous.  Blessed  are  those  who  are  strong  and  proud. 
Blessed  are  those  who  go  to  church  and  belong  to  at  least  one 
good  club."  Are  not  those  our  real  Beatitudes?  They  are  not 
Jesus'!  How  do  we,  the  inhabitants  of  the  world's  richest  nation, 
come  to  terms  with  that?  Do  we  act  with  more  compassion  for  the 
poor?  Do  we  shift  ultimate  trust  from  our  possessions  to  God,  the 
very  source  of  life?  Do  we  pray  for  healing  of  perverted  values  and 
of  the  moral  blight  of  greed? 

CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

Jesus  touched  lives  and  made  them  whole.  We,  as  fol- 
lowers of  Jesus  the  Risen  Christ,  have  the  power  and  the 
imperative  likewise  to  touch  lives  and  make  them  whole. 
Touching  the  lives  of  persons  involved  in  the  criminal 
justice  system  is  one  of  our  callings  and  opportunities  for 
ministry.  Persons  in  every  area  of  that  system  need  and 
deserve  our  compassion  and  concern:  police,  judges,  law- 
yers, jurors,  witnesses,  criminals,  families  victims.  They 
are  our  neighbors,  our  friends— and  often,  ourselves. 

We  lift  up  the  special  needs  of  victims  who  are  often 
twice  wronged— first  by  the  offense  against  them  and  then 
by  a  system  that  has  little  concern  for  their  needs.  Let  us 
respond  to  victims  of  crime  through  ministries  of  compas- 
sion, through  education  and  inquiry,  through  political  anc 
economic  decisions,  and  through  prayer,  worship,  anc 
fellowship.  Let  us  freely  share  the  love  of  God  in  Christ, 
so  that  we  may  lead  people  to  healing  and  new  hope.

'Take  shortcuts  to  success.  Win  followers  with  bread.  Whip  up 
enthusiasm  by  joining  cause  with  the  loyalties  and  biases  of 
people  around  you.  Offer  religion  that  shields  adherents  from  hurt, 
hardship,  and  sacrifice."  The  Tempter  proposed  that  to  Jesus. 
And  that  is  the  church's  temptation  today:  to  offer  cheap  enter- 
tainment, not  training  in  faith;  to  win  members  by  adopting  their 
values,  not  by  calling  them  to  Christ's;  to  promise  easy  demands, 
not  to  ask  for  courage  that  runs  risks  and  carries  crosses.  How 
defeat  our  Tempter?  Our  clue  can  be  found  in  Jesus. 

SOMETHING  BESIDES  A  HAND-OUT 

'If  I  have  learned  anything  at  all  in  these  twenty-nine 
years  as  a  missionary  in  Japan,  it  has  been  to  never  under- 
estimate the  power  of  God's  Spirit  that  is  working  in  so 
many  marvelous  ways,"  says  Janell  J.  Landis,  a  United 
Church  of  Christ  missionary  in  Japan.  "God  be  praised  for 
the  many  loving  people  in  our  denomination  and  in  others 
who  understand  mission  as  something  besides  a  hand-out. 

"The  celebration  of  life,  the  awareness  of  the  unlimited 
possibility  for  upholding  human  dignity,  the  common  recog- 
nition of  frailties,  and  the  common  need  for  forgiveness  . . . 
these  are  some  of  the  forces  that  draw  me  into  mission  and 
weld  me  to  other  humans . . .,"  she  writes. 

Janell  Landis  was  appointed  by  the  United  Church  Board 
for  World  Ministries  to  Japan  as  an  English  teacher  at 
Miyagi  College  for  Women.  "It  is  in  this  very  area  of  my  life 
as  a  teacher  that  the  greatest  challenge  comes  . . .  helping 
some  to  really  develop  skills  in  the  English  language  . .  3 
being  able  to  share  with  many  young  people  the  joys  of 
Christian  commitment." 

The  joys  of  .Christian  commitment,  the  celebration  of 
life,  the  awareness  of  mission  as  something  besides  a  hand- 
out—all of  these  shape  Janell  Landis'  teaching  ministry 
in  Japan.  We  support  her  work— and  the  work  of  many 
other  UCC  teachers  in  Japan— through  our  gifts  to  Our 
Christian  World  Mission.

Jesus  is  the  Savior  who  leads  us  into  a  new  reality.  He  frees  us 
from  slavery  to  instant  gratification  of  every  lower  appetite  to 
citizenship  in  the  commonwealth  of  heaven.  Through  a  confusing 
array  of  choices,  he  gives  a  sense  of  direction  that  delivers  us 
from  a  life  of  aimless  wandering.

CORINTHIANS  10:1-12 


It  was  not  enough  to  be  freed,  led,  fed,  even  given  water  from  rock. 
This  generation  of  Hebrews  murmured  against  God,  grumbled 
for  Egypt,  made  idols,  and  were  lewd  in  the  desert.  So  they  died 
there.  They  never  got  into  Palestine.  Their  story  can  instruct  us. 
Privilege  demands  answering  responsibility.  It  is  not  enough  to 
inherit  the  gospel  of  Christ,  our  Rock,  to  claim  it  by  baptism,  affirm 
it  in  worship,  and  celebrate  it  at  Communion.  Those  who  also  act 
for  justice,  mercy,  and  peace  are  likely  to  be  they  who  hear  God's 
final,  "Well  done!  Enter  the  joy  of  my  Realm." 

HELPING  PEOPLE  TO  HELP  THEMSELVES 

For  over  ten  years,  our  United  Church  of  Christ  has  been 
working  in  partnership  with  the  Development  Foundation  of 
Turkey  through  contributions  we  have  made  to  One  Great 
Hour  of  Sharing.  The  Foundation  has  grown  tremendously 
in  those  years  and  has  increased  its  service  to  the  rural 
people  in  Turkey  who  are  struggling  with  hunger  and  econo- 
mic difficulties.

A 
disease  that  has  been  known  to  wipe  out  whole  bee  popula- 
tions of  a  country  in  three  years  was  one  of  the  problems 
that  the  Development  Foundation  was  able  to  eliminate 
At  a  cost  of  $60,000  the  Foundation  was  able  to  provide 
chemical  supplies,  education,  and  extension  work  needec 
to  eliminate  the  disease  and  allow  the  farmers  to  continue 
to  benefit  from  their  beekeeping  work. 

We  are  engaged  in  development  work  when  we  work  witr 
partner  agencies  overseas  to  help  farmers  in  Turkey  anc 
other  countries.  Last  year,  over  $2  million  from  our  On< 
Great  Hour  of  Sharing  was  carefully  spent  in  development- 
helping  people  to  help  themselves. 

Through  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing,  we  also  help  per 
sons  who  are  victims  of  disaster,  persons  who  are  force< 
to  flee  their  countries  as  refugees,  and  persons  in  need 
of  health  aid  and  other  social  service  assistance.

RIGHTEOUSNESS 

FIFTH  SUNDAY  IN  LENT  MARCH  20, 1983 

PHILIPPiANS  3:8-14 

We  justify  much  that  we  do,  though  all  of  it  is  not  good.  We  can 
rationalize  even  the  vilest  actions.  Paul  knew  that  and  it  exas- 
perated him,  so  he  exclaimed,  "I  know  nothing  against  myself!" 
Is  that  why  a  criminal  on  her  deathbed  could  look  back  over  her 
life  and  say  she  had  nothing  to  regret?  How  easily  blurred,  the 
distinction  between  vice  and  virtue!  Paul  turned  away  from  "earn- 
ed righteousness."  Jesus,  he  said,  is  "God's  righteousness." 
The  effort  to  match  that  righteousness  will  prove  vain  and  wear 
us  out.  Jesus  offers  it  as  gift.  We  receive  it  simply  by  faith. 

PEACE  WrHJUSTtCs: 

There  are  different  kinds  and  degrees  of  peace.  An  im- 
posed peace,  a  Pax  Romana,  is  a  very  unhappy,  unhealthy, 
and  unreasonable  peace.  A  temporary  peace,  which  is  a 
Kind  of  cease-fire  or  armistice,  makes  for  a  nervous  peace 
which  can  flare  into  war  at  any  time.  What  the  world  needs 
is  lasting  peace,  a  lasting  peace  with  justice  for  all. 

This  will  require  careful  thought  and  rational  attention 
from  people  all  over  the  world.  It  is  perfectly  logical  that  the 
best  way  for  the  world  is  the  way  of  peace.  War  is  so 
destructive,  so  deadly,  so  devastating.  It  is  illogical  and 
irrational.  Peace  with  justice  can  only  arise  out  of  the  intel- 
ligent planning  of  concerned  people. 

Let  us  listen  and  react  to  our  world  not  only  with  the  heart 
in  times  like  these.  While  passion  for  peace  is  important, 
the  passion  for  war  can  ail  too  easily  be  aroused.  Hatred 
can  be  generated  and  then  hatred  begets  hatred.  Animosity 
between  nations  can  be  initiated  and  encouraged  by  un- 
scrupulous people  and  nations  until  war  results,  with  tragid 
consequences  for  all. 

So  let  us  long  for  peace  with  the  heart  and  plan  for  peace 
with  the  mind,  remembering  that  the  gospel  says,  "blessed 
are  the  peacemakers,"  not  simply  the  "peace  lovers"!

REJOICE  AND 
R  AISE  GOD 

PALM  SUNDAY  MARCH  27, 1983 

LUKE  19:28-40 

The  prophet  Zechariah  excited  his  hearers  with  a  radically 
hopeful  picture  of  a  coming  king.  He  would  not  arrive,  as 
kings  usually  do,  brandishing  armaments  and  military 
might.  This  king  would  not  arrive  with  war  horses  and 
chariots,  but  riding  on  a  lowly  colt.  His  style  would  not  be 
pomp,  but  humility;  his  command  would  not  be  aggression, 
but  universal  peace. 

Now,  years  later,  Zechariah's  hopeful  picture  has  come  to 
life.  As  Jesus  descends  the  Mount  of  Olives  on  a  colt,  the 
whole  multitude  of  the  disciples  begins  to  "rejoice  and 
praise  God."  The  truth  that  was  once  hidden  is  now  out  in 
the  open:  Jesus  is  the  long-awaited  Messianic  King! 

In  the  midst  of  all  the  joy,  however,  there  are  signs  of 
trouble.  The  Pharisees  urge  Jesus  to  quiet  the  crowd.  Jesus 
rejects  their  protest,  saying,  "I  tell  you,  if  these  were  silent, 
the  very  stones  would  cry  out."  Jesus  brings  peace,  not  to 
satisfy  narrow  patriotism  but  to  fill  the  hunger  of  the  whole 
creation. 

Even  the  disciples  do  not  know  how  costly  Jesus'  peace-' 
making  work  will  be.  At  the  foot  of  the  Mount,  Jesus  weeps 
over  the  city  because  it  does  not  know  "the  things  that, 
make  for  peace."  Only  Jesus  knows  fully  that  his  missionjDf 
peace  will  lead  him  to  the  cross.

JOHN  21:1-14 

They  were  tired,  wet,  and  cold.  There  had  been  weighty  conflict  down 
in  Jerusalem  and  apparent  defeat  at  Golgotha.  But  in  three  days  there 
had  been  sudden  mystery  at  an  empty  grave.  Even  so,  this  was  none 
of  that.  This  was  daybreak  after  a  long  night's  work.  Jesus  had  simply 
cooked  breakfast  and  called  them  to  eat.  That  says  something  about  the 
religious  life.  At  times  it  is  a  struggle  with  evil,  sacrificial  service,  hard 
work,  and  mystery.  But  the  time  comes  when  Christ  graciously  beckons 
usto'rest,  nourishment,  and  renewal— to  "Come  and  have  breakfast." 

"WHAT  OUR  FAITH  MEANS  TO  US" 

About  this  time  last  year,  two  of  our  United  Church  of  Christ  mis- 
sionaries in  Japan  returned  home  to  Hawaii  after  two  years  of  ser- 
vice. "Our  teaching  commitments  are  over,"  wrote  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Masayoshi  Wakai.  "It's  been  a  great  experience— living,  caring, 
sharing,  learning,  and  being  immersed  in  Japanese  culture." 

"...  we've  come  here  [to  Japan]  as  missionary  associates 
through  the  assistance  of  the  United  Church  Board  for  World 
Ministries.  We  were  sent  here  as  teachers  of  the  English 
language,"  they  wrote.  "Our  mission,  therefore,  has  not  been  to 
proselyte  but  to  attempt  to  demonstrate  through  our  daily  living 
what  our  faith  means  to  us." 

The  Wakais  have  met  others  living  out  their  faith  in  Japan  in- 
cluding "a  number  of  career  missionaries  who  have  given  thirty- 
plus  years  in  the  service  of  our  Lord  .  .  .,"  they  wrote.  ".  .  .  we 
can't  help  but  admire  and  respect  them  for  their  long  years  of 
dedication  and  service."

JOHN  10:22-30 

You  saw  him  from  the  car  window  as  you  wound  through  the  hills  be- 
tween Jerusalem  and  Jericho.  The  land  was  hot  and  seared  by  the  sun. 
Up  the  slope  sat  a  camel-skin  tent.  Nothing  living  appeared,  except  a 
Bedouin  boy  and  two  goats  that  chewed  at  dry  twigs  on  a  barren  bush. 
You  heard  him  softly  call;  saw  the  goats  respond.  Between  them  were 
bonds.  It  is  so  with  Jesus.  Like  the  ties  between  parent  and  child,  intimate 
friends,  shepherd  and  sheep,  are  the  bonds  of  Jesus  and  his  disciples. 
With  him,  there  is  trust,  knowing,  and  eternal  life. 

CELEBRATING  OUR  EDUCATIONAL  HERITAGE 

Colorful  histories  and  denominational  traditions  abound  in  the 
forty-seven  educational  institutions  related  to  our  United  Church 
of  Christ.  For  example,  did  you  know  that  Catawba  College  in 
Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  was  established  by  the  North  Carolina 
Classis  of  the  Reformed  Church  "to  aid  in  the  education  of  in- 
digent and  pious  young  men— for  the  Gospel  ministry"?

The  "Mission  Statement"  of  the  college  stresses 
"the  promotion  of  liberal  education  within  the  framework  of  ethical 
and  moral  principles  "  Founded  in  1875  by  the  American  Mis- 
sionary Association,  Tillotson  College  merged  with  Methodist- 
related  Samuel  Huston  College  in  1 952.  Today  this  liberal  arts  col- 
lege enrolls  700  students. 

The  youngest  of  the  colleges  related  to  the  UCC  is  Hawaii  Loa 
College  in  Kaneohe,  Oahu,  Hawaii.  Founded  interdenomina- 
tionally  in  1963,  this  liberal  arts  college  is  related  to  the  UCC, 
United  Methodist  Church,  Episcopal  Church,  and  Presbyterian 
Church.  Hawaii  Loa  currently  enrolls  350  students. 

The  rich  and  varied  heritages  of  all  thirty  colleges,  two 
academies,  and  fifteen  seminaries  related  to  our  denomination 
provide  a  firm  foundation  for  these  schools  today.  Through  our 
gifts  to  Our  Christian  World  Mission  we  help  to  strengthen  and 
celebrate  our  special  ties  with  these  educational  institutions 
through  the  Council  for  Higher  Education  and  the  United  Church 
Board  for  Homeland  Ministries.

ACTS  14:19-28 

Perga,  Attalia,  Antioch— Luke  ticks  off  the  towns  where  Paul  and  Bar- 
nabas went  preaching  the  news  of  God's  deeds  in  Jesus.  The  gospel 
had  gotten  into  their  hearts.  It  also  got  in  their  feet.  It  was  an  upsetting 
gospel.  So  townspeople'at  Lystra  stoned  Paul  and  left  him  for  dead.  But 
he  got  up,  moved  on,  and  took  the  word  throughout  the  Mediterranean 
world.  The  church  gets  written  off  as  being  dead  by  some  people  today. 
But  let  Christians  get  Jesus  in  their  feet,  move  the  gospel  in  mission  to 
the  world,  and  the  church  will  spring  up  with  exciting  new  life. 

"WE  WERE  NOT  ALONE" 

Special  thanks  came  to  the  United  Church  of  Christ  from  Cesar 
Chavez,  president  of  the  United  Farm  Workers  of  America,  at  the 
1981  annual  meeting  of  the  United  Church  Board  for  Homeland 
Ministries.  Mr.  Chavez  thanked  the  Board  and  the  UCC  for  stand- 
ing with  the  farm  workers  in  their  struggle  for  economic  justice. 

"You  have  been  with  us  and  stayed  with  us  longer  than  any 
other  church  group  in  the  U.S.,"  Mr.  Chavez  said.  "You  have 
been  much  more  ready  to  dirty  your  hands  in  the  work  of  social 
justice." 

Mr.  Chavez  also  remembered  and  complimented  our  UCC 
General  Synod  for  sending  representatives  to  Farm  Worker  Union 
picketlines  in  1 973  when  death  threats  had  been  made  against 
strikers.  "It  made  a  tremendous  impact  on  our  opposition  that  a 
national  church  group  left  its  convention  to  witness  what  we  were 
going  through,"  Mr.  Chavez  said.  "They  realized  we  were  not 
alone  and  then  pulled  back." 

The  United  Church  Board  for  Homeland  Ministries  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  National  Farm  Worker  Ministry  formed  in  1971 
to  work  closely  with  the  United  Farm  Workers  of  America.  The 
Ministry  was  formed  by  major  Protestant  denominations,  Roman 
Catholic  organizations,  state  migrant  ministries,  and  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  to  develop  a  partnership  between  the  church 
and  farm  workers  striving  to  build  their  own  union.

"Open  your 
life  to  God  and  to  me,"  he  invites.  "We  will  make  you  our  home.  You  will 
know  kinship  with  divinity.  You  will  have  strength,  though  the  world 
shake  to  its  roots.  Within  you,  there  will  be  a  place  where  God  lives  in 
love  that  abides,  whatever  happens  outside." 


HONOR  THY  PARENTS 

This  month  we  celebrate  Mother's  Day;  next  month  will  bring 
Father's  Day. 

Thinking  of  these  holidays  affirms  the  wisdom  of  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments, where  we  are  told  to  honor  our  mothers  and  our 
fathers.  Not  to /ove  them,  mind  you,  but  to  honor  them. 

Each  of  us  responds  to  what  is  involved  in  honoring  in  an  in- 
dividual way.  I  remember  being  told  that  it  was  "silly"  of  me  to 
bring  flowers  to  the  graves  of  my  long-dead  parents,  grand- 
parents, and  to  that  of  the  child  who,  had  he  lived  beyond  his  sixth 
year,  would  have  been  my  uncle.  "After  all,"  I  was  told,  "they  don't 
know  you're  there." 

Perhaps  not.  But  /  know  that  I  am  there.  Standing  in  that  green 
spot,  reading  the  anguished  little  poem  in  Swedish  by  which  my 
grandfather  said  farewell  to  his  little  boy,  I  feel  confirmed  in  my 
belief  that  life  is  meaningful;  that  it  can  be  informed  by  all  kinds 
of  emotions,  including  forgiveness  and  acceptance;  and  that,  if 
we  are  lucky,  it  can  be  marked  by  abiding  love. 

Some  honor  their  parents  through  care  in  the  present,  others 
through  memory  alone.  But  both  celebrate  the  gift  of  life  which 
thev  and  God  have  given  us.  For  that  they  deserve  honor  indeed.

SEVENTH  SUNDAY  IN  EASTERTIDE   

MAY  15,  1983 
JOHN  17:20-26 

Spiritual  unity  is  widely  affirmed  in  the  church  today.  But  visible  signs 
of  unity  are  not  so  widespread.  Religious  rivalries  may  be  rare.  But  so 
is  sustained  practice  of  the  oneness  Christ  prays  for.  It  is  a  time  of 
pluralism  in  the  culture;  of  inwardness,  survival  mentality,  and  ferment 
in  the  church.  But  Christ  still  calls  us  to  unity.  In  the  quest  for  spiritual 
identity  and  work  of  ministry  and  mission,  may  not  we  better  clarify  and 
empower  faith  if  we  test  and  act  for  it  alongside  colleagues  whose 
journey  is  really  not  unlike  our  own? 

ECONOMIC  JUSTICE 

The  Bible  says  that  God  loves  and  cares  for  all  people  and  that 
we  are  to  love  our  neighbors  and  seek  their  welfare  and  salva- 
tion. Jesus  and  his  disciples,  like  the  Old  Testament  prophets, 
engaged  in  such  ministry  to  and  on  behalf  of  the  poor  and 
dispossessed.  ai_  w 

Surely,  the  great  disparity  and  imbalance  between  the  affluent 
and  the  poor  nations  of  our  world  and  between  the  wealthy  and 
impoverished  sectors  within  each  country  call  for  urgent  and 
transforming  solutions.  Could  it  be  that  repentance  is  required? 
Do  we  hear  God  calling  us,  requiring  of  us  to:  (1 )  dissent  from  our 
present  life-style;  (2)  be  in  solidarity  with  the  poor  in  their  entitle- 
ment to  justice  and  liberation;  (3)  share  our  resources;  and  (4)  help 
create  the  political  will  for  a  new  international  economic  order 
which  is  just  and  participatory? 

To  act  positively,  creatively,  and  boldly  for  justice  is  to  risk  re- 
jection. Out  of  this  position  of  weakness,  the  spirit  empowers  the 
church  for  action.  At  the  same  time,  our  knowledge  of  God  puts 
us  in  a  position  of  strength  and  challenges  us  to  daring  adven- 
tures of  faith,  that  in  Christ  all  may  be  one.

"COME,  HOLY  SPIRIT" 

What  happened  on  that  day  of  Pentecost  came  as  a  surprise. 
First  came  wind  and  noise  and  strange  flames.  But  more  amaz-  - 
ing  yet  was  what  occurred  next.  Seemingly  ordinary  people  were 
suddenly  able  to  speak  words  that  hearers  from  Asia  to  Judea 
to  Rome  could  understand.  It  was  understood  as  an  expression 
of  what  the  Holy  Spirit  can  do. 

What  happened  that  day,  and  what  happens  now,  need  not 
be  surprising.  Through  the  windows  of  the  scriptures  and 
through  enactments  all  around  us,  we  can  find  the  Spirit  of  God 
at  work.  Sometimes  the  Spirit's  action  is  as  dramatic  as  wind  and 
thunder  and  tongues  of  fire.  Other  times  it  is  quiet  and  gentle, 
discerned  less  by  the  senses  than  by  the  heart.  It  is  the  Spirit 
that,  corporately  or  in  our  most  private  moments,  comforts  or 
chastens  us  and  summons  us  to  do  what  God  wants  us  to  do— 
and  to  be  what  God  wants  us  to  be. 

And  as  it  was  then,  so  it  is  now:  God's  love  comes  in  all 
languages,  and  God's  Spirit  knows  no  limitations  of  geography 
or  culture  or  time.

1  PETER  1:1-9 

"Beauty  and  the  Beast"  tells  about  an  ugly  beast  who  is  loved  by  a 
beauty  until  he  realizes  that  love  and  becomes  beautiful.  The  story  grips 
the  imagination  because  we  yearn  to  be  changed  for  the  better.  Peter's 
letter  says  that  God  has  taken  the  initiative  to  do  just  that.  Unloveable 
as  we  are,  Jesus  shows  how  much  God  loves  us  until,  by  a  miracle  of 
grace,  we  begin  to  grow  more  godly.  That  growth  can  be  painful  and 
slow.  But  we  are  "chosen."  On  us  is  a  mark,  the  mark  of  a  cross.  It 
signifies  the  depth  of  God's  love  and  the  length  it  will  go,  until  we  are 
"sanctified." 

''THINGS  ARE  SHAPING  UP" 

"This  [letter]  is  scribbled  on  the  backs  and  around  the  edges 
of  old  letters  you  have  written  us,"  write  Rev.  Charles  and  Dr.  Nan- 
cy Wallick,  United  Church  of  Christ  missionaries  in  Zimbabwe, 
Africa.  "We  even  keep  our  hospital  records  on  the  backs  of  old 
account  sheets!  Paper  is  that  scarce  in  Zimbabwe." 

They  write  that  schools,  teachers,  and  school  supplies  are  also 
scarce  in  Zimbabwe.  "The  secondary  school  in  which  Charles 
teaches  Form  3  English  consists  of  about  750  young  people  in 
their  teens,  though  many  are  20  to  25  because  of  their  participa- 
tion in  the  liberations.  There  are  just  enough  classrooms,  but  they 
contain  only  antiquated  desks  and  some  have  no  light  bulbs  right 
now.  For  evening  study  hall  the  students  often  read  outside  under 
the  security  light!" 

"The  general  rundown  condition  of  the  school  buildings  and 
equipment  matches  that  of  the  hospital  [where  Nancy  works],  but, 
as  at  the  hospital,  as  money  becomes  available  through  the 
Government  and  from  our  United  Church  Board  for  World 
Ministries  things  are  shaping  up,"  they  write.

LUKE  7:36-50 

The  action  there  in  Simon's  house  was  focused  by  Jesus'  question:  "Do 
you  see  this  woman?"  Simon  did  not.  He  saw  a  threat  to  legal  traditions. 
The  church  has  overlooked  the  woman  by  making  the  story  an  occasion 
to  theologize.  Even  so,  Jesus  asks  of  us  today  the  question  he  put  to 
Simon:  "Do  you  see  this  woman?"  Stereotypes,  language,  law,  and 
belief  distort  our  perception  of  women's  equality  with  men.  To  see  any 
woman  accurately  is  to  see  one  God-gifted  with  status  and  worth  we  dare 
not  deny  and  which  our  institutions  must  no  longer  violate. 

"SPECIAL  QUALITIES  TO  THE  MINISTRY" 

Over  850  women  are  ordained  in  our  United  Church  of  Christ — 
a  larger  number  of  women  clergy,  percentage-wise,  than  in  any 
other  denomination  today! 

One  woman  seminarian  tells  what  it  is  like  to  be  on  the  threshold 
of  this  growing  population  in  the  UCC.  "Fifty-two  percent  of 
seminary  students  are  women  this  year,"  says  Gail  Miller,  a  third- 
year  seminarian  at  Eden  Seminary,  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  "When 
I  first  started  out,  there  were  a  lot  fewer  than  that.  We  have  an 
equilibrium  now,  which  is  good.  Men  and  women  both  have 
qualifications  and  both  sexes  bring  special  qualities  to  the 
ministry. 

"When  I  first  felt  the  calling  to  seminary,  I  was  most  interested 
in  Christian  Education.  Now  my  interest  has  grown  into  the  whole 
life  of  parish  ministry,"  says  Ms.  Miller,  who  is  currently  com- 
pleting her  intern  ministry  at  St.  Johns  United  Church. of  Christ 
in  Dover,  Ohio.  "I  like  everything— the  worship,  youth  work,  visita- 
tion, committee  responsibilities,  and  relationships  that  can  be  built 
up  in  the  church." 

About  a  year  from  now  Gail  Miller  will  graduate  from  Eden 
Seminary  and  will  seek  ordination,  thus  joining  the  growing 
number  of  women  clergy  serving  our  denomination.  We  in  the 
UCC— one  of  our  predecessor  denominations  having  been  the 
first  Protestant  denomination  to  ordain  women— celebrate  the 
special  gifts  and  skills  women  seminarians  and  clergy  bring  to  our 
church  today!

FIFTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  PENTECOST 


JUNE  26,  1983 
ZECHARIAH  12:7-10 

There  are  times  when  the  best  thing  you  can  do  is  to  hope.  Fourth- 
century  Judah  may  have  been  such  a  time.  The  ecstasy  of  return  from 
Babylon  had  changed  to  agony  in  Jerusalem.  There  were  failed 
harvests,  raging  inflation,  and  constant  enemy  attacks.  Corrupt  officials 
had  blighted  temple  and  palace.  But  God  was  there,  too.  So  the  prophet 
saw  God  act  in  a  time  beyond  time  to  rescue  Judah.  It  was  a  future- 
focused  hope.  But  it  nerved  immediate  faith  and  present  kindness. . 
God's  compassion  can  do  that.  It  can  stir  up  in  us  a  godlike  compassion 
for  others. 

PARTICIPATION  THROUGH  PRAYER 

The  United  Church  of  Christ  has  1 .73  million  members,  but  only 
a  fraction  of  that  number  will  be  able  to  attend  the  1 4th  General 
Synod  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  this  week.  Even  though  many 
of  us  cannot  attend  in  person,  we  all  can  participate  through 
prayer.  Just  as  many  of  us  are  gathering  for  worship  in  our  con- 
gregations today,  others  in  our  church  family  are  joining  in  a 
celebration  of  prayer,  message,  and  song  at  the  Synod  in  Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania. 

Our  thoughts  and  prayers  need  to  be  with  the  more  than  700 
voting  delegates,  elected  from  UCC  conferences,  who  are  grap- 
pling with  spiritual  direction,  social  witness,  and  rediscovered 
understandings  this  week.  Our  prayers  also  need  to  be  with  the 
UCC  executives,  staffs,  and  visitors  who  are  listening  to  and  learn- 
ing from  the  committee  reports,  adopted  budgets,  and  identified 
priorities  at  the  Synod. 

The  delegates  will  be  voting  for  up  to  two  priorities  from  these 
four  priorities  favored  by  the  majority  of  polled  UCC  congrega- 
tions: Spiritual  Renewal,  Christian  Education,  Youth  Ministries, 
Evangelism  and  Church  Growth.  The  selected  priority(ies),  like 
the  Peace  and  Family  Life  priorities  chosen  at  General  Synod  1 3 
in  1 981 ,  will  then  guide  our  denomination's  work  for  the  upcom- 
ing four  years. 

Today,  the  UCC  General  Synod  1 4  needs  our  prayers— prayers 
for  a  refreshed,  strengthened,  and  committed  United  Church  of 
Christ.

NTECOST 

The  freedom  into  which  Christ  liberates  us  is  not  freedom  to  do  whatever 
we  please.  It  is  not  escape  from  the  just  restraint  of  civil  and  moral  law. 
That  is  a  misreading  of  Paul.  Paul  was  not  writing  to  the  Galatians  about 
political  liberty.  What  he  had  in  mind,  on  its  surface,  seems  a  contradic- 
tion. The  concert  pianist  who  plays  with  consummate  ease  and  freedom 
may  gain  that  freedom  in  "bondage"  to  "practice,  practice,  practice." 
Christian  freedom,  too,  is  the  fruit  of  "bondage."  It  is  the  joyous  result 
of  a  disciplined  allegiance  to  Christ's  spirit  and  way. 


Never  before  have  there  been  so  many  displaced  and 
homeless  people  on  the  earth.  They  flee  from  fear  because  their 
land  has  become  a  battlefield;  they  have  dared  speak  out  against 
injustice  because  their  skin  is  the  wrong  color,  their  language  is 
confounding,  or  their  religion  is  a  threat.  The  human  spirit  rebels 
against  the  constraints  that  deny  God-given  freedom  of  the  spirit. 

Most  refugees  are  seeking  temporary  refuge,  hoping  for  the  day 
when  they  can  return  to  their  native  lands.  For  many,  however, 
there  is  no  possibility  of  return.  The  freedom  that  we  know  in  Christ 
is  the  kind  of  freedom  sought.  Returning  home  is  very  likely  to  be 
a  re-entry  into  a  life  of  persecution,  imprisonment,  and  possibly 
death.  These  refugees  must  give  up  their  homes  and  homelands 
and  put  their  lives  into  the  hands  of  strangers. 

We  Americans  know  the  meaning  and  preciousness  of 
freedom,  and  we  Christians  know  a  Lord  who  demonstrates  the 
caring  for  God's  creatures.  We  are  all  the  children  of  God  and 
have  a  special  obligation  to  welcome  the  stranger  and  to  offer  new 
life.  Refugee  sponsorship  provides  a  unique  personal  way  of 
demonstrating  our  faith  and  witnessing  to  the  gospel.

SEVENTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  PENTECOST 


JULY  10,  1983 
ISAIAH  66:10-14 

We  may  be  sure  about  our  experience  of  God,  but  we  are  never  sure 
that  our  words  adequately  convey  God's  reality.  So  we  use  metaphors. 
Even  so,  most  of  our  metaphors  for  God  are  masculine— Lord, 
Shepherd,  Father,  King— and  that  is  too  limiting.  Jesus  sensed  activity 
in  God  that,  ordinarily  though  wrongly,  we  think  of  as  primarily  feminine: 
life-bearing,  nurturing,  sheltering,  unconditionally  loving.  And  Israel's 
prophet  promised  hard-pressed  and  homesick  exiles  that  God  would 
comfort  them  "as  a  mother  comforts."  God  our  Father,  God  our  Mother: 
both  metaphors  apply  equally. 

CARE  FOR  THE  DYING 

Beginning  with  a  gift  in  1 976  to  the  New  Haven  Hospice  Center, 
the  first  American  hospice,  the  United  Church  Board  for 
Homeland  Ministries  entered  this  rapidly-growing  movement  for 
a  ministry  to  the  dying  and  bereaved.  The  gift  was  made  in 
memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Moss,  second  president  of  the 
United  Church  of  Christ. 

"The  main  purpose  of  the  hospice  movement  is  to  allow  the  ter- 
minally ill  to  remain  at  home  as  long  as  possible,  to  provide  a  sup- 
port system  for  families,  and  to  encourage  treatment  to  prevent 
suffering  and  pain,"  says  Mrs.  Helen  Webber,  general  secretary 
of  the  UCBHM  Division  of  Health  and  Welfare. 

Last  year,  in  response  to  a  UCBHM  resolution  stating  that  "one 
of  the  essential  and  long-standing  ministries  of  Christians  has 
been  to  care  for  the  dying  and  to  comfort  the  bereaved,"  the 
UCBHM  Division  of  Health  and  Welfare  began  a  new  Hospice  In- 
formation Center  at  its  New  York  office.  This  Center  supports  the 
growth  of  the  hospice  movement  and  serves  as  a  liaison  to  UCC- 
related  hospice  organizations.  It  is  also  developing  a  resource  and 
communications  network  for  UCC  persons  engaged  in  hospice 
care. 

The  Hospice  Information  Center  is  only  one  of  several  programs 
on  death  and  dying  related  to  our  United  Church  Board  for 
Homeland  Ministries.  We  support  the  important  work  of  this  Board 
through  our  regular  gifts  to  Our  Christian  World  Mission.

EIGHTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  PENTECOST 


JULY  17, 1983 
LUKE  10:25-37 

The  lawyer  didn't  expect  the  answer  he  got.  He  asked  whom  the  com- 
mandment obligated  him  to  love.  He  looked  for  a  technical  description: 
criteria,  stipulations,  limitations,  and  an  exception  or  two,  all  focusing 
on  his  own  people.  After  all,  hadn't  the  rabbis  taught  that  aliens  and 
heretics  "should  be  pushed  into  the  ditch  and  not  pulled  out?"  So  the 
question:  "How  far  do  I  have  to  go?"  And  Jesus  didn't  even 
acknowledge  it.  Instead,  Jesus  gave  the  case  history  of  an  alien  heretic 
who  kept  God's  commandment  by  going  as  far  as  his  neighbor  needed. 

"ARE  YOU  A  CHRISTIAN?" 

It  isn't  easy  to  forget  the  horror  of  the  massacre  of  Palestinian 
refugees  last  fall.  Mr.  Dale  Bishop,  Middle  East  regional  secretary 
of  our  United  Church  Board  for  World  Ministries,  and  other  UCC 
persons  were  in  the  Beirut  offices  of  the  Middle  East  Council  of 
Churches  (MECC)  during  that  mid-September  crisis. 

Because  the  safety  of  foreign  medical  workers  could  no  longer 
be  guaranteed,  the  International  Red  Cross  asked  MECC  to  pro- 
vide medical  workers  for  the  camp  hospitals,  says  Mr.  Bishop,  and 
a  nurse  was  one  of  six  persons  to  volunteer.  She  worked  most 
of  the  night  at  Gaza  Hospital  until  Major  Haddad's  men  forced 
her  to  leave.  Marched  away  and  ordered  to  remove  her  medical 
garb,  the  nurse  was  sure  she  was  going  to  be  killed. 

''Are  you  a  Christian?"  the  militiaman  asked. 

"Yes,"  she  answered,  but  the  man  argued  that  no  Christian 
would  help  the  terrorists.  The  nurse  explained  that  the  MECC 
medical  team  also  cared  for  Lebanese  Christians  in  need.  The 
militiaman's  confusion— plus  the  timely  intervention  of  an  Israeli 
solider— may  have  saved  her  life. 

"Because  we  in  the  United  Church  of  Christ  support  the  Mid- 
dle East  Council  of  Churches  and  its  program  of  relief,  rehabilita- 
tion, and  reconciliation  in  Lebanon,"  says  Mr.  Bishop,  "we  may 
have  helped  to  make  it  possible  for  this  nurse  to  be  a  witness  for 
the  Christ  who  suffered  and  died  for  all  God's  children,  whatever 
their  politics,  whatever  their  names."

LUKE  10:38-42 

Did  Martha  regard  Jesus  as  a  distinguished  rabbi  for  whom  she  must 
set  her  best  table?  That  would  be  understandable.  From  one  perspec- 
tive, Martha  could  have  been  praised  for  that.  But  there  was  another 
perspective,  one  Jesus  apparently  believed  more  appropriate.  He  had 
come  to  serve,  not  to  be  served.  So,  Martha  was  to  be  served,  not  to 
serve.  That  comes  hard  to  many  of  us— to  be  served— to  sit  back,  wait, 
listen,  receive,  learn.  Yet,  the  Best  Samaritans  may  be  those  who  learn 
how  to  do  it.  That  could  be  how  they  become  equipped  to  serve  others. 

AN  INDIAN  CELEBRATION  OF  LIFE 

For  1 10  years,  American  Indians  in  Presbyterian  and  United 
Church  of  Christ  congregations  have  come  together  for  annual 
"Mission  Meetings."  A  time  to  renew  friendships,  worship 
together  under  big  camp  tents,  sing  hymns  in  the  Dakota  Indian 
language,  and  generally  celebrate  life,  these  "Mission  Meetings" 
hold  an  important  place  in  the  history  and  life  of  our 
denominations. 

"The  people  have  maintained  extraordinary  friendships  dur- 
ing the  years,"  says  the  Reverend  Dr.  Norman  Jackson,  a  Senega 
I  ndian  who  is  the  executive  associate  to  the  president  of  the  UCC 
and  was  the  worship  leader  at  the  meeting  held  in  Cherry  Creek, 
South  Dakota,  last  August.  "We  met  on  the  grounds  of  the  Cherry 
Creek  Church,  overlooking  the  magnificent  prairie  hills  of  the 
Cheyenne  River  Reservation.  Everybody  brought  atent  and  had 
a  lot  of  fun  camping." 

Approximately  250  persons,  mostly  Sioux,  took  part  in  the  bible 
study,  workshops,  and  worship  last  year. 

The  yearly  "Mission  Meetings"— a  wonderful  example  of  Chris- 
tian cooperation  and  commitment— are  sponsored  by  the  Dakota 
Association  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  and  the  Dakota 
Presbytery  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.

THE  NEED  FOR  SUCH  EFFORTS  CONTINUES 

4  Too  much  intensity  goes  into  campaigns  for  them  to  be  stan- 
dard operating  procedure,"  said  the  Reverend  Paul  L.  Kittlau§, 
director  of  the  Washington  Office  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ 
Office  for  Church  in  Society.  "But  campaigns  are  necessary  in 
extraordinary  situations.  We  are  engaged  in  such  an  effort  now."; 

That  effort,  which  took  place  last  year,  was  the  Interreligiousj 
Emergency  Campaign  for  Economic  Justice,  chaired  by  Mr.  Kit-* 
tlaus.  The  goal  of  the  short-term  campaign  was  to  persuade  Con-S 
gress  to  fund  federal  budget  programs  related  to  jobs,  hearth,; 
food,  income  support,  and  housing.  The  interreligious  thrust  of 
the  campaign  was  unmistakable  as  many  different  religious  agen4 
cies,  grassroots  groups,  individuals,  and  organizers  joined  theiq 
efforts  and  know-how  to  convince  Congress  that  the  poor  have, 
suffered  enough. 

"Was  the  effort  successful?"  asked  the  Reverend  Neill 
Richards,  coordinator  of  the  UCC  World  Hunger  Action  Office, 
which  supported  the  campaign.  "The  federal  support  of  poverty 
programs  has  been  cut,  but  to  a  lesser  degree  than  was  proposed. 

"Officially  the  Emergency  Campaign  is  terminated,  but  the 
need  for  such  efforts  continues,"  he  says.  "The  next  step  is  to^ 
identify  contacts  in  each  Congressional  District  and  in  each  UCC3 
congregation.  If  you  can  serve  as  a  contact,  let  the  Hunger  Aoj 
tion  Office  know.  In  any  case,  join  the  free  Network  for  hunger  and] 
peace  issues  and  encourage  others  to  do  so."

Grant  that  money,  as  Tolstoy  wrote,  can  be  "a  new  form  of  slavery."  And 
grant  the  point  of  the  dour  meditation  from  Ecclesiastes:  to  toil  and  strain 
throughout  life  only  to  leave  the  fruit  of  your  labors  to  somebody  who 
squanders  it  all  is  vanity.  We  know  the  common  wisdom:  "No  pockets 
in  shrouds"  .  .  .  "You  can't  take  it  with  you"  .  .  .etc.  Money  vanity.  But 
there  also  is  money  sanity.  Honestly  gotten,  wisely  regarded,  carefully 
controlled,  opportunely  used,  and  generously  shared,  money  can  add 
to  human  happiness  and  be  an  instrument  for  doing  God's  will  in  the 
world. 

A  SENSE  OF  PRIDE  IN  ZIMBABWE 

When  we  give  money  to  Our  Christian  World  Mission,  part  of 
that  gift  goes  toward  education  in  countries  overseas.  Through 
the  United  Church  Board  for  World  Ministries,  we  help  to  support 
teachers  who  encourage  young  people  in  other  countries  to  in- 
crease their  knowledge  and  expand  their  vision. 

Two  missionaries  who  are  trying  to  do  just  that  are  the 
Reverends  Stephen  and  Elaine  McDuff  in  Zimbabwe,  Africa. 
Teachers  at  the  UCBWM-related  Mt.  Selinda  Institute,  the 
McDuffs  write '  "We've  just  finished  up  our  second  term— a  busy

"Students  are  cheerful,  well-disciplined,  enjoying  their  work  in 
and  out  of  class,  and  most  importantly,  there  is  a  new  sense  of 
pride  and  a  desire  among  staff  and  students  to  work  to  continue 
to  build  and  improve  their  school.  It  is  truly  an  exciting  time  to  be 
in  Zimbabwe,  to  be  at  Mt.  Selinda,  and  to  have  the  chance  to  be 
a  part  of  all  that  is  taking  place  here." 

We  in  the  United  Church  of  Christ  help  to  support  many 
teachers  in  countries  overseas  who,  like  the  McDuffs,  "rejoice 
in  the  opportunity .  .  .to  work  with  fine  young  people  and  hopefully 
offer  some  positive  encouragement  and  guidance  in  their  lives."

AUGUST  14,  1983 
HEBREWS  11:1-3,  8-12 

Conviction  is  the  state  of  being  convinced  or  persuaded.  The  writer  of 
Hebrews  wanted  to  inspire  it  in  Christians  who  were  hard-pressed  to 
abandon  faith.  Citing  Abraham  and  Sarah  was  important.  They  had 
acted  ahead  of  conviction.  Living  in  wilds,  they  looked  for  a  city  they  were 
never  to  reach.  Promised  a  child,  to  be  seed  for  a  nation  numerous  as 
stars,  Sarah  laughed.  But  Abraham  hung  on  God's  promises  and  Sarah 
bore  Isaac  (the  name  means  "laughter").  Always,  what  they  hoped  for 
lay  ahead.  But  they  clung  to  conviction  that  already  it  was  real.  And  it 
was. 

MISSION  AT  THE  WORLD'S  FAIR 

When  the  calls  started  coming  in  January  of  last  year,  the 
Reverend  John  R.  Lackey  knew  his  Knoxville  United  Church  of 
Christ  congregation  had  to  make  some  decisions  soon  about 
possible  lodging  for  UCC  youth  groups  hoping  to  attend  the 
World's  Fair  that  summer.  The  members  of  the  congregation  then 
decided  to  welcome  as  many  UCC  visitors  as  they  could  accom- 
modate at  their  Church  of  the  Savior  (UCC)  in  Knoxville, 
Tennessee. 

"Everyone  was  for  this  as  a  mission  of  the  church,"  said  Mr. 
Lackey.  He  hoped  that  the  congregation's  hospitality  would  help 
to  counteract  the  bad  reputation  that  Knoxville  residents  were  out 
to  make  a  big  profit  on  tourists.  To  the  contrary,  "there  were  many 
generous  hosts  in  Knoxville,"  he  said. 

Perhaps  none  were  so  generous  as  his  Church  of  the  Savior, 
though,  which  charged  one  dollar  per  person  per  night.  Because 
the  church  could  only  accommodate  up  to  twenty-five  persons 
at  a  time,  he  had  to  turn  away  many  groups,  Mr.  Lackey  said.  But 
twenty-five  youth  groups  did  make  use  of  the  church's  facilities 
throughout  the  summer.  "They  came  from  about  a  dozen  states, 
mostly  from  Ohio,  but  some  as  far  away  as  Missouri  and  Wiscon- 
sin," he  said. 

"One  of  the  joyous  things  about  it  are  the  letters,"  Mr.  Lackey 
said.  One  that  he  received  particularly  reflected  a  changed  no- 
tion of  the  meaning  of  "mission."  "It  occurs  to  me  that  the  mis- 
sion of  the  church  can  have  many  expressions,"  wrote  Richard 
Simonson  of  Christ  Church,  Maplewood,  Missouri,  "many  expres- 
sions in  ways  we  never  thought  about."

Dr.  Maybel  Arole  and  her  physician-husband 
taking  medical  service  to  impoverished  villages  in  India  and  develop- 
ing a  health-care  model  for  the  world's  poor.  Witnesses! 

COMMUNICATING  THE  GOSPEL  THROUGH  CABLE 

One-quarter  of  all  television  viewers  now  receive  it,  and  the  ma- 
jority will  have  it  in  their  homes  within  the  next  five  years.  "It,"  of 
course,  is  cable,  and  churches  across  the  country  are  now  begin- 
ning to  realize  cable's  potential  for  religious  programming. 

Some  churches,  including  many  congregations  of  the  United 
Church  of  Christ,  are  using  cable  to  broadcast  live  worship  ser- 
vices, and  others  are  focusing  on  regional  and  local  religious 
news.  "Cable  is  making  it  possible  for  us  to  do  things  we've  never 
done  before,"  says  one  pastor  in  Dayton,  Ohio.  This  includes  pro- 
ducing religious  programs  that  are  "counter-programs"  to  those 
of  the  right-wing  evangelists,  he  says. 

Another  clergyperson  noticed  the  lack  of  black  worship  pro- 
grams on  television,  and  decided  to  use  cable  in  "a  ministry  that 
deals  specifically  with  black  religious  experience." 

The  church  people  producing  cable  programs  generally  aren't 
media  professions,  and  the  television  shows  often  aren't  quite 
as  polished  as  commercial  broadcasts— but  the  strong  message 
of  good  news  is  loud  and  clear.  As  one  pastor  says,  "Cable  is  a 
sharing  process,  and  that's  what  the  church  is  all  about," 
This  message  is  prepared  for  joint  use  by  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  the  United

HEBREWS  12:7-13 

Someone  else  may  need  discipline— children,  soldiers,  athletes,  con- 
cert artists— but  we  resist  it  for  ourselves.  Discipline  is  arduous,  limiting, 
and  inconvenient.  Yet,  undisciplined  life  can  end  in  immaturity,  mediocri- 
ty, even  in  chaos,  whereas  discipline  can  bear  fruit  in  maturity,  mastery, 
and  moral  power.  A  New  Testament  writer  saw  in  the  discipline  that  first- 
century  Christians  endured  a  sign  of  Christ's  cross  and  God's  love.  It 
may  have  been  a  nuisance,  perhaps  a  painful  burden.  But  in  the  end, 
it  would  yield  "the  peaceful  harvest  of  an  honest  life." 

BASIC  HEALTH  CARE  TO  ALL 

Community  health  care,  with  its  emphasis  on  preventive  care, 
is  now  the  basis  of  a  rapidly-growing  health  movement  in  India. 
And  several  of  the  missionaries  we  help  to  support  through  our 
United  Church  of  Christ  are  spearheading  such  health  efforts! 

Two  of  these  missionaries  are  Ronald  and  Edith  Seaton,  who 
have  spent  many  years  ministering  to  the  people  throughout  India. 
About  a  year  ago  they  moved  to  Nagpur  in  Maharashtra,  India, 
which  is  the  center  of  the  country  and  of  the  Church  of  North  India. 

"Mure  Memorial  Hospital.  .  .  is  now  under  the  Church  of  North 
India,"  they  write.  "For  about  ten  days  a  month  Ron  is  there  help- 
ing to  develop  the  surgical  department  by  putting  an  unsanitary 
and  poorly  equipped  operating  room  into  safe  condition  .... 

'The  rest  of  Ron's  time  is  still  spent  in  community  health  con- 
sultations all  over  Maharashtra,  and  now  in  the  neighboring  states 
as  well.  It  was  encouraging  to  find  all  the  previously  started  pro- 
grams in  the  western  part  of  the  state  still  going  forward .  .  .  Even 
more  encouraging  is  the  fact  that  this  kind  of  community  health 
program  has  become  the  priority  of  the  government,  and  instead 
of  swimming  against  the  current,  we  are  now  in  the  position  of 
helping  others  to  go  along  with  it— with  the  goal  of  making  basic 
health  care  available  to  all  by  the  year  2000."

LUKE  14:1,  7-14 

Many  people  who  "make  it"  want  their  status  noticed.  They  want  to  be 
catered  to  by  doormen,  clerks,  nurses— even  friends.  From  headwaiters 
and  hosts,  they  expect  preferential  treatment:  a  table  by  the  window  or 
a  seat  near  honored  guests— if,  in  fact,  they  are  not  themselves  the 
honored  guests.  That  is  why  people  watched  Jesus  with  swiveling  eyes. 
He  wouldn't  observe  their  protocol.  He  associated  with  poor,  sick,  and 
second-rate  people.  That  offended  the  in-group's  sense  of  importance. 
Jesus  set  tables  in  reverse.  And  he  had  the  audacity  to  say  that  God 
does,  too. 

"HIS  EYES  SHONE  WITH  HAPPINESS" 

"Nagarajan  was  the  darling  of  the  hospital,  a  fascinating  little 
five-year-old  who  wandered  into  the  midst  of  the  staff  and  patients 
in  our  1200-bed  hospital,"  writes  Dr.  Pauline  King,  United  Church 
of  Christ  missionary  in  Tamil  Nadu,  India.  "He  told  the  chaplain 
.  .  .  that  his  father  had  left  his  mother .  .  .  [and  that]  his  mother 
did  not  stay  long  in  one  place.  After  several  weeks,  the  chaplain 
requested  us  to  take  Nagarajan  in  at  our  Family  Village  Farm." 

After  six  months,  Nagarajan's  mother  suddenly  turned  up  to 
see  him  atthe  Farm,  Dr.  King  writes.  ".  .  .  when  she  saw  how  hap- 
py Nagarajan  was  and  that  he  was  attending  school,  she  re- 
quested that  the  little  brother  also  be  taken." 

"Nagarajan's  eyes  shone  with  happiness,"  she  writes.  "Yes 
we  will  give  his  little  brother  a  home  also— how  could  we  da 
otherwise?" 

Nagarajan  and  his  brother  are  only  two  of  the  many  abandon- 
ed children  and  elderly  persons  finding  hope  and  healing  at  the 
Family  Village  Farm.  We  support  the  important  ministry  of  Dr. 
Pauline  King,  and  many  other  UCC  missionaries  in  India,  through 
our  gifts  to  Our  Christian  World  Mission.

LUKE  14:25-33 

In  a  Midwest  cornfield  stands  an  unfinished  castle:  two  turrets,  a  gate, 
a  drawbridge.  People  call  it  "The  Folly."  With  splendid  plans,  a  rich  man 
had  set  out  to  build  the  castle.  But  when  costs  got  high,  he  abandoned 
the  project  and  moved  into  a  shack.  Christian  life  is  deceptive.  We  make 
it  cheap:  believe  what  you  want,  live  as  you  wish— you  are  entitled  to 
your  own  opinion  and  way.  Join  a  church.  Sign  a  pledge  card.  Attend 
now  and  then.  That's  about  it.  Cheap  grace.  But  it  won't  do!  Jesus  said 
that  only  costly  love  is  enough— and  he  showed  what  that  means. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION:  SHARED  APPROACHES 

As  we  begin  a  new  season  in  our  church  schools,  we  note  that 
this  year  marks  the  fifth  year  of  Christian  Education:  Shared  Ap- 
proaches, four  different  approaches  that  provide  a  variety  of  cur- 
riculum resources  for  congregational  study.  During  this  time  there 
have  been  some  new  and  exciting  changes  and  additions. 

A  new  Children's  Bible  Series  is  being  introduced  this  fall.  It  is 
part  of  the  Knowing  the  Word  Approach.  These  resources  are  Bible- 
based  and  the  goal  is  to  help  children  grow  in  their  relationships 
with  God  and  to  respond  as  faithful  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ.  A 
special  feature  of  the  Children's  Bible  Series  is  a  set  of  broadly 
graded  materials  for  use  in  congregations  where  there  are  small 
numbers  of  elementary-age  children  who  meet  for  church  school. 

Living  the  Word  Approach  has  undergone  several  changes, 
based  on  evaluations  from  users.  Some  courses  have  been  improv- 
ed; others  have  been  entirely  replaced.  Interpreting  the  Word  Ap- 
proach will  have  a  new  look  in  1 984,  and  Doing  the  Word  Approach 
continues  to  provide  materials  for  exploring  two  issues  each  year. 

Teacher  Education  Events  are  held  in  fourteen  regions  of  the 
United  States.  These  events  are  under  the  sponsorship  of  Joint 
Educational  Development,  a  cooperative  of  twelve  Protestant 
denominations,  including  the  United  Church  of  Christ.  The  purpose 
of  these  events  is  to  assist  teachers  in  using  the  resources  provided 
to  our  churches  in  Christian  Education:  Shared  Approaches.

LUKE  15:1-32 

Chuckling  maybe,  the  cosmonauts  who  returned  from  outer  space  said 
they  didn't  see  God  out  there.  Of  course  they  didn't.  Who  ever  thought 
they  would?  No  one  has  ever  "seen"  God!  For  this  very  reason,  Jesus 
speaks  in  parables— uses  metaphors  and  similes— to  tell  about  the  ways 
of  God.  God,  Jesus  says,  is  like  a  man  searching  for  a  single  lost  sheep. 
God,  he  reminds  us,  is  like  a  woman  ransacking  her  house  for  a  single 
coin  until  she  finds  it.  Jesus  describes  the  unseeable,  the  invisible  God 
in  human  terms. 

'WITHOUT  MINISTERIAL  LEADERSHIP" 

For  a  small  group  of  churches  in  our  United  Church  of  Christ, 
the  following  phrases  are  only  too  familiar:  "At  the  present  time, 
the  church  is  without  ministerial  leadership  except  for  occasional 
services  by  visiting  ministers  and  services  conducted  by  the  peo- 
ple themselves."  "With  only  occasional  services  by  clergy  and  the 
leadership  of  an  Episcopal  lay  leader,  the  church  continues  to  func- 
tion as  best  it  can."

LUKE  16:19-31 

People  get  hungry  for  three  kinds  of  food.  There  is  hunger  for  physical 
bread.  Jesus  told  about  a  poor  man,  Lazarus,  starving  at  a  rich  man's 
gate,  in  the  same  way  that  one-fourth  of  the  world's  people  starve  to- 
day. There  is  hunger  for  love  such  as  Jesus  showed  Zacchaeus,  who 
climbed  a  tree  to  see  Jesus.  There  is  hunger  for  truth,  the  kind  of  truth 
Jesus  taught  and  embodied.  God  offers  us  all  three  kinds  of  food.  In 
God's  offer  is  also  God's  demand  that  we  share  this  food  with  other  peo- 
ple Who  hunger  in  body,  heart,  and  mind  the  same  way  we  do. 

'  AID  TO  CHILDREN  OF  WANT" 

The  testimony  of  five  pediatricians  before  the  Senate  Subcom- 
mittee on  Employment,  Manpower,  and  Poverty  left  many  in  shock 
a  decade  ago  when  they  reported:  "We  do  not  want  to  quibble  over 
words,  but  malnutrition  is  not  quite  what  we  found;  the  boys  and 
girls  we  saw  were  hungry— weak,  in  pain,  sick,  their  lives  being 
shortened;  they  are  visibly  and  predictably  losing  their  health,  their 
energy,  their  spirits." 

These  doctors  were  not  describing  the  conditions  in  some  poor, 
remote  country  overseas,  but  rather  were  reporting  their  findings 
from  the  rural  South  in  this  country  where  they  had  examined  over 
two  thousand  children.  Today,  there  are  tens  of  millions  of  "children 
in  want"  throughout  our  United  States. 

Through  our  past  gifts  to  the  Neighbors  in  Need  offering,  we  in 
the  United  Church  of  Christ  are  addressing  the  causes  of  pover- 
ty, hunger,  and  malnutrition  among  children  in  our  nation.  Through 
a  program  called  "Aid  to  Children  of  Want,"  administered  by  the 
United  Church  Board  for  Homeland  Ministries,  we  are  reaching  out 
to  black  children  in  Florida,  Indian  children  on  reservations 
throughout  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas,  and  many  other  hungry 
children  in  the  U.S. 

Today  many  congregations  in  the  UCC  will  be  receiving  the 
Neighbors  in  Need  offering  in  order  to  benefit  other  neighbors  in 
our  country.  Please  give  generously!

OCTOBER  9,  1983 

HABAKKUK  1:1-3;  2:1-4 

If  God  told  somebody  to  "write  the  vision,"  we'd  better  read  it!  In  Habak- 
kuk's  day,  the  vision  loomed  above  corruption,  misrule,  and  military 
threat  to  Israel's  existence.  It  was  a  hard  vision:  swift  judgment  and  slow 
rescue.  It  called  for  patience  and  faithfulness.  Such  vision  is  vital  in  this 
day  of  oppressed  poor,  a  poisoned  planet,  and  nuclear  threat— a  day 
when  God  seems  gone  from  the  world.  It  is  critical  that  we  read  and  grasp 
the  Bible's  vision  of  God's  sure,  if  slow,  vindication  of  faithful  life  in  a 
chaotic  age. 

SURVIVAL  THROUGH  SERVICE 

The  story  is  not  a  new  one:  many  United  Church  of  Christ  con- 
gregations with  fewer  than  1 00  members  are  struggling  to  survive 
declining  membership  rolls.  But  this  struggle  has  an  interesting 
twist  in  the  case  of  the  Congregational  UCC  in  Fort  Pierre,  South 
Dakota. 

"In  an  attempt  to  move  the  congregation  from  the  inner  strug- 
gle for  survival  to  increased  outreach  (survival  through  service  in 
the  name  of  Christ  our  Lord),  the  diaconate  explored  ways  to  pre- 
sent the  needs  of  the  community  to  the  congregation,"  says  the 
Rev.  Patricia  E.  Miller,  pastor  of  Congregational  UCC.  "One 
method  was  to  make  use  of  the  already  existing  monthly  potluck 
dinners  as  a  forum  to  invite  community  leaders  to  come  and  talk 
with  us." 

Since  the  fall  of  1 980,  then,  many  community  leaders  have  met 
with  the  UCC  members— and  helped  them  to  move  toward  "sur- 
vival through  service." 

"The  greatest  impact  on  the  congregation  has  been  awareness 
.  .  .translated  into  action,"  says  Ms.  Miller.  "It  is  difficult  to  measure 
the  impact,  except  to  know  that  the  seeds  have  been  planted  for 
reflection  and  action,  which  will  lead  us  back  into  the  life  of  the  com- 
munity with  the  Good  News  of  Christ's  love."

II  TIMOTHY  2:8-13 

Jailed  in  Rome,  Paul  wore  chains.  But  chains  do  not  fetter  God's  word. 
There  are  chains  we  try  to  put  on  it:  self-imposed  restraints  when  honest 
gospel  witness  can  get  us  in  trouble.  The  Danish  Christian,  Kierkegaard, 
has  a  story  about  wild  geese  who  land  in  a  farmyard.  For  awhile,  they 
flap  their  wings  and  call  loudly  when  other  geese  fly  above.  But  they  do 
not  fly.  In  time,  their  wings  grow  weak  and  they  can  no  longer  fly.  They 
bear  self-imposed  restraints.  The  gospel  overcomes  all  attempts  to  muz- 
zle it  and  breaks  every  restraint  we  put  on  God's  word. 

WORLD  ORDER  SUNDAY 

This  Sunday,  many  congregations  in  our  denomination  are 
observing  World  Order  Sunday,  a  day  devoted  to  the  Christian 
hope  for  a  peaceable  world  community  of  nations.  Why  this  Sun- 
day? October  24th  is  the  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the 
United  Nations,  and  many  churches  choose  the  Sunday  closest 
to  this  date  to  celebrate  the  founding  of  this  great  international 
organization  in  1945. 

Several  groups  in  the  United  Church  of  Christ  are  allowed  ac- 
cess to  the  United  Nations  as  non-governmental  organizations 
(NGO's);  these  groups  within  our  denomination  keep  us  inform- 
ed about  the  work  of  the  United  Nations — especially  with  regard 
to  peace. 

"The  highlight  of  last  year  was  the  Second  Special  Session  of 
the  General  Assembly  on  Disarmament,"  says  Ms.  Hazel  Johns, 
our  United  Church  Board  for  World  Ministries  consultant  on  the 
United  Nations  and  on  Development.  "Although  there  was  little 
substantive  progress,  it  was  nevertheless  a  positive  sign  that  the 
majority  of  States  came  out  of  the  session  against  the  concepts 
of  the  possibility  of  a  nuclear  war." 

We  in  the  UCC  join  our  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  whole  human 
family  today  in  praying  for  world  peace,  and  praying  for  more 
"positive  signs"  in  the  workings  of  the  United  Nations  this  year.

LUKE  18:1-8 

The  point  of  Jesus'  parable  is  that  God  acts  graciously  to  answer  prayer. 
The  judge's  character  is  not  the  main  point.  But  it  is  worth  noting.  The 
judge  gave  the  woman  her  rights,  not  out  of  justice,  but  because  she 
bothered  him.  There  is  a  better  reason  to  give  all  persons  their  rights, 
or  to  listen  to  the  claims  of  those  who  have  been  treated  unjustly.  God 
endows  every  woman  and  every  man  with  the  same  rights,  and  no  one 
has  the  right  to  take  them  away. 

"THE  FIRST  GREAT  LIBERATOR  OF  WOMEN" 

Mention  the  phrase  "women's  rights"  and  most  people thinkof 
the  movement  against  sex  discrimination  in  our  country.  But 
women  in  many  other  countries  are  also  facing  an  uphill  battle 
against  national  laws  and  cultural  patterns,  as  a  letter  from  a  United 
Church  of  Christ  missionary  reminds  us. 

"Women  are  struggling  here  in  Zambia,"  writes  Peggy  Andrews, 
a  UCC  missionary  at  the  Njase  Girls'  School  in  Zambia,  Africa. 
"Many  of  the  girls  have  spoken  with  me  about  practices  they  feel 
are  unfair.  Our  head  girl  gave  a  speech  in  a  competition  on  the  right 
of  a  widow  to  keep  her  children.  If  a  woman  is  widowed,  she  has 
no  right  to  any  of  the  things  in  the  home  or  the  children,  only  to  her 
personal  things  that  she  can  carry  away  herself." 

"  In  my  classes  with  the  girls  I  stress  that  Jesus  was  the  first  great 
liberator  of  women,"  she  writes.  "These  girls  want  homes  and 
children,  but  many  are  not  willing  to  give  up  their  dignity  and  self- 
respect  for  the  role  of  a  subservient  wife.  For  women  here  in  Zam- 
bia, as  well  as  women  the  world  over,  to  take  their  God-created 
place  beside  men,  we  have  to  help  men  to  understand  that  we  are 
both  created  in  God's  image,  male  and  female."

II  TIMOTHY  4:6-8,  16-18 

"The  Lord  stood  by  me."  Well  might  the  Apostle  have  said  that.  He  took 
blow  after  blow  as  Christ's  ambassador:  sticks,  stoning,  shipwreck,  con- 
troversy, betrayal,  and  jail.  Faith  in  Christ  made  Paul  strong.  The  First- 
Century  Church  could  have  said  that.  Harassed  and  divided,  com- 
promised and  persecuted,  the  church  was  given  power  by  God  to  en- 
dure and  grow.  Martin  Luther  could  well  have  echoed  that.  Faith  in  Christ 
gave  him  the  conviction  of  salvation  and  courage  to  "stand"  before 
princes  and  prelates,  God  helping  him.  God,  a  mighty  fortress.  God,  a 
never-failing  bulwark. 

REFORMATION  SUNDAY 

The  "sovereignty  of  God"  is  the  capstone  of  Protestant 
theological  beliefs.  A  familiar  corollary  is  in  the  words  of  the 
catechism  that  remind  us  that  our  "chief  end"  is  to  glorify  God  and 
to  enjoy  God  forever. 

It  is  difficult,  however,  to  give  God  praise  and  glory  if  we  are 
always  striving  anxiously  to  obtain  praise  and  glory  for  ourselves. 
The  truth  is:  We  cannot  give  God  the  praise  and  accord  God  the 
glory  due  him  if  our  thoughts  and  actions  are  focused  constantly 
upon  attention  and  applause  for  ourselves. 
%  The  Protestant  reformers  were  not  preoccupied  with  accolades 
and  publicity.  They  were  willing  to  humble  themselves  in  order  that 
God  be  exalted. 

All  of  this  suggests  that  the  celebration  of  the  Protestant  Refor- 
mation goes  deeper  than  merely  invoking  the  name  of  Martin 
Luther  and  singing  the  tune,  "A  Mighty  Fortress  is  our  God."  It  calls 
upon  us  to  examine  our  beliefs  regarding  God.  It  calls  us  to  reflect 
upon  our  commitment  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  it  calls  us  to 
humble  ourselves  in  order  that  God  as  revealed  to  us  in  Jesus 
Christ  may  be  exalted.

LUKE  21:5-19 

It  is  hard  to  grasp  poetic  images  in  Malachi  and  Luke.  Signs  from 
heaven,  earth  aflame,  the  wicked  burning  like  stubble:  such  visions  leave, 
many  cold.  We  are  steeped  in  science  and  technology.  We  don't  believe 
in  demons.  But  we  know  the  demonic:  gas  chambers,  exploitation  of  the 
poor,  nuclear  madness,  extermination  of  advocates  for  justice  and 
human  dignity,  a  neurotic  "wish  to  have  everything"  that  plunders  the 
planet  and  sets  us  at  each  other's  throats.  Is  this  not  a  time  to  bear 
testimony  that  counters  the  demonic  with  Christian  sanity? 

FILLED  PLATES  AND  EMPTY  PLACES 

When  we  hear  the  word  "testimony,"  many  of  us  think  of  records 
submitted  in  a  court  of  law,  or  experts  advising  a  U.S.  Congres- 
sional Committee.  But  Thanksgiving  reminds  us  that  we  can  all  par- 
ticipate in  another  kind  of  testimony— one  based  on  our  faith. 

Our  Thanksgiving  table  could  give  us  some  ideas  for  testimony. 
In  looking  at  the  specially-prepared  dishes  on  our  table,  we  could 
remember  those  persons  who  are  eating  a  sparse  meal,  or  no  meal 
at  all,  this  Thanksgiving.  Our  testimony,  then,  could  be  one  of 
speaking  out  against  the  conditions  that  keep  people  hungry  in  our 
country  and  in  many  countries  around  the  world. 

Then  we  might  think  of  the  relatives  and  friends  who  may  be 
sharing  Thanksgiving  with  us.  But  how  many  families  in  other  coun- 
tries will  be  counting  empty  places  around  their  tables?  Perhaps 
their  loved  ones  were  murdered,  or  "disappeared,"  or  were  forc- 
ed to  flee  political  oppression.  Our  testimony,  then,  could  be  one 
of  acting  in  solidarity  with  sisters  and  brothers  suffering  political 
violence. 

This  Thanksgiving,  we  might  consider  giving  thanks  through  this 
kind  of  witness  to  ourfaith!

ADVENT 

Who  would  have  supposed  that  Christ  would  arrive  in  our  world 
at  the  place  where  he  did  and  in  the  way  he  did?  It  is  easy  for  most 
of  us,  in  our  mostly-free  and  ordered  lives,  to  give  passing  thought 
to  the  idea  of  a  King  born  in  a  stable.  But  to  become  fully  conscious 
of  how  that  could  be  is  truly  difficult. 

That  was  cattle  feed  that  his  mother  laid  him  in,  this  not-even- 
an-hour-old  baby.  It  was  not  a  fairy-tale  place;  it  was  in  a  barn  that 
was  probably  cold,  dusty,  and  drafty.  There  was  no  doctor,  and 
there  was  no  shiny-clean  nursery. 

In  the  cold  worid  outside  lived  a  subjugated  people,  in  an  iron- 
fisted  empire,  nominally  ruled  by  a  tyrant  willing  to  murder  hun- 
dreds or  thousands  of  young  lives  because  of  a  rumor  that  one  of 
them  someday  would  take  his  throne  away. 

None  of  this  fits  very  nicely  with  images  of  a  starry  night  and  angel 
visitation.  Yet  it  tells  us— if  only  we  will  think  on  it  long  enough— 
what  kind  of  King,  and  on  whose  side,  he  was  born  to  be. 

For  such  a  time  and  in  such  a  place  did  God  come  in  Jesus 
Christ!

MATTHEW  11:2-11 

When  John  the  Baptist  sent  followers  to  ask  Jesus  if  he  was  really  the 
Messiah,  Jesus  told  them  to  go  and  tell  John  what  they  had  seen  him 
do  for  the  sick  and  the  poor.  That  is  an  effective  way  to  get  people  to 
Jesus:  go  where  they  are  and  tell  what  you,  yourself,  have  experienced. 
A  study  of  newcomers  to  the  church  now  bears  that  out.  Three  out  of 
four  of  them  said  that  they  were  first  attracted  to  their  church  when 
somebody  game  and  spoke  a  good  word  to  them  about  it.  To  whom 
could  you  go  and  tell  of  your  own  experience  with  the  community  of 
Christ's  people? 

"ACTIVE  GOODNESS  OF  EVERY  KIND" 

When  the  author  of  Colossians  wrote  a  prayer  for  the  early  Chris- 
tians, he  asked  that  they  "bear  fruit  in  active  goodness  of  every 
kind"  (NEB  Col.  1:10).  The  prayer  has  been  fulfilled  over  the  cen- 
turies by  men  and  women  of  faith  who  have  been  the  church  in 
every  generation. 

Retired  ministers  and  their  spouses,  who  served  the  church 
through  their  working  years,  now  rest  from  their  regular  duties,  but 
their  active  goodness  continues  to  bear  fruit  in  the  church  today. 

The  Christmas  Fund  each  year  calls  us  to  give  thanks  for  all  who 
serve,  and  highlights  the  special  needs  of  some  who  are  in  poor 
health  or  have  limited  financial  resources.

•  A  significant  grant  from  the  Christmas  Fund  offering  goes  to 
the  General  Synod's  Plan  of  Supplementation  of  Small  Annuities, 
a  program  that  brings  total  pension  income  to  a  basic  Synod- 
established  minimum,  related  to  years  of  service.

LUKE  2:1-14 

CELEBRATING  THE  BIRTH  OF  CHRIST 

Beginning  with  the  angels,  whose  eloquent  chorus  weaves 
together  the  theme  of  heaven  and  the  longing  of  earth,  the  sound 
of  music  fills  the  air  as  we  celebrate  the  birth  of  Christ. 

Johann  Sebastian  Bach,  one  of  the  world's  greatest  composers, 
heard  the  angels'  song  and  the  truth  it  proclaimed.  He  not  only 
wrote  magnificent  music— "Jesu,  Joy  of  Man's  Desiring,"  the  B 
Minor  Mass,  and  the  Brandenburg  Concertos— but  he  initialed  the 
end  of  every  piece  with  the  letters  S.D.G.,  Soli  Deo  Gloria:  "to  God 
alone  the  glory." 

Is  this  not  the  way  to  peace  on  earth,  wnen  ana  oniy  wnen  we 
live  for  God's  glory  and  not  our  own?  When  we  seek  for  ourselves 
the  glory  that  rightfully  belongs  to  God,  our  lives  become  unhap- 
py and  distorted,  international  relations  become  tense  and 
threatening,  peace  eludes  us. 

The  angels  herald  the  birth  of  a  Savior  who  comes  to  reign  and 
reorder  our  lives,  to  be  born  in  us  that  we  might  initial  our  lives  and 
all  that  we  do  "to  God  alone  the  glory,"  and  to  show  us  by  cradle 
and  cross  the  way  to  peace. 

With  this  child's  coming  there  is  again  and  again  the  stirring  of 
new  life,  new  hope,  and  new  gladness,  that  joins  our  song  with  that 
of  the  angels:  "Alleluia!  Christ  the  Savior  is  born!  Glory  to  God  in 
the  highest!"  To  God  alone  the  glory!
